THE STORY OF KALEVALA 


OPENING OF THE MARDI GRAS 
FESTIVAL, 


A BRILLIANT NIGHT PAGEANT DESORIP- 
TIVE OF THE MYTOS OF FINLAND— 
CAPT. JOHN POITEVANT, THE MILL- 
IONAIRE LUMBER KING AND RAIL- 
ROAD PRESIDENT, AS REX. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—At-4 o’clock this 
afternoon the blowing of whisties and ringing 
of bells on a hundred steam vessels in the har- 
bor, responded to by the belching guns of the 
artillery on shore, announced the approach of 
the royal fleet of Rex. 

The flagship Galveston headed the squadron 
of gayly-decorated water craft that lay along- 
side the wharf. The King disembarked and 
took his place in his royal chariot, surrounded 
by the Dukes of the realm, distinguished guests, 
and followed by the attendants of his house- 
hold, with the famous bouf gras and the keep- 
ers of the royal treasure with their strong 
boxes. 

Rex having extended a special invitation to 
St. Bernard Commandery of Chicago to act as 
his bodyguard, the body in platoons, in the garb 
of the Mystic Shriners, marched in line before 
and behind the chariot containing the King of 
the Carnival 

A battalion of Uniformed Rank Knights of 
Pythias and Knights of Honor, a cavalcade of 
gentlemen in full dress, and the Knights of Joy, 
in fantastic costume, completed the column. 

The King was escorted up 8t. Charles Street 
to the City Hall, where Mayor Fitzpatrick abdi- 
cated in his favor, and turned over to him the 
huge golden key of the Carnival City. The King 
then repaired to the Hotel Royal and re- 
freshed himself for the festivities of the night, 
which he had placed under the management of 
his beloved cousin Proteus, the wizard of the 
Reas. 

Rex this year is represented by Capt. John 
Poitevant, the luinber king of Pearl River and 
President of the East Louisiana Railway. 

The night was made brilliant with colored 
lights and musical by adozen military bands. 
Then marched forth Proteus and three hundred 
mysterious followers, preceding a series of 
tableaus mounted on twenty floats. Proteus’s 
selection this year was a sagacious one—the 
Kalevala—telling the story of the myths of Fin- 
land. 

One may fancy two old Runoias, or singers, 
clasping hands on one of the first nights of the 
Finnish Winter and attempting to work through 
the Kalevala before the return of Summer. First 
is chanted the birth of Wainamoinen, the son of 
Luonnotar, the Daughter of Nature. Beneath 
the touch of wind and tide she conceived a 
child, after nine agesof man. Wainamoinen 
was born on the waters and reached a barren 


land. There he sowed the grain that is the 
bread of man, calling on Mother Earth to make 
the green herbs spring up and on Ukko to send 
clouds and rain. So the corn sprang and 
the golden cuckoo cams with congratulations. 

While the corn ripened, Wainamoinen rested 
from his labors and sang of the origin of things. 
The fame of his singing excited jealousy in the 
breast of Youkahainen, whe provoked him toa 
trial of song. Then arose Wainamoinen in his 
wrath and rooted Youkahainen to the ground, 
and suffered him not to go until he promised 
the hand of his sister Aino. 

The mother was delighted, but the girl wept. 
She fied from home, and wandered until she met 
three maidens bathing, and, joining them, she 
was drowned. Suddenly the mother of Waina- 
moinen appeared and bade him seek a bride in 
the Land of Pohjola, alien to his race. 

After many wild adventures he reached the 
Land of Pohjola and was entreated by Loutri, 
the mother of the maiden of the land. Lontri 
granted him her daughter’s hand only on condi- 
tion that he give her asampo,a machine that 
grinds salt, meal, and money. Wainamoinen 
could not make one himself, s0 he sought the 
aid of ilmarinven, the smith who fashioned the 
hollow vault of Heaven. 

As the hero returns to Kaleevala he meets the 
Lady of the Rainbow, seated on the arch of the 
sky weaving the golden thread. She promises 
to be his if he will accomplish certain tasks, in 
the course of which he wounds himself with an 
axe. Lhe wound is healed by one who possesses 
the mystic words that hold the secret of the 
birth of iron. 

Returpving to Kaleuala he sets Iimarinen to 
work to make the sampo. The fatal treasure is 
concealed by Loutri, and is obviously to play 
the part of the fairy hoara in * The Nibelungen 
Lied,” which is to the Germans what Kalevala 
is to the Finns. 

A new hero, Ahti, and a new cycle of advent- 
ures are abruptly introduced in the poem. 
Abti, or LemmenxXainen, is a profligate wan- 
derer. His first marriage is unhappy and he is 
slain in trying to capture a bride from the peo- 
ple of Pohjola. 

Wainamoinuen and Iimarinen now go together 
to Pohjola, but the fickle maiden prefers Iimari- 
neu to Wainamoinen. She aids her alien lover 
to accomplish the task assigned to him. After 
this the parents cannot refuse their consent, 
and all the world except the seductive Lemmen- 
kainen is bidden to the wedding banquet. 

When allis merry the mischicveus Lemmen- 
kainen sets out for the feast He reaches 
Pohjola, kills one of the guests, and fixes his 
head on astake. He then flees to the Island of 
Saari. Ilmarinengseeks a new wife in Pohjola, 
and endeavors, with Wainamoinen’s help, to re- 
cover the sampo. On the voyage the Runoia 
makes a harp out of the bones of a monstrous 
fish. Inthe war with Pohjola the heroes were 
victorious, but the sampo was broken and lost 
in the sea. 

Rebuked by the child of Maijatta, Wain- 
amoinen fied to the sea and built a magico bark. 
Taking the helm and going out to sea, he raised 
his voice and sang: “ Times go by and the suns 
shall rise and set, and then shall men have need 
of me, and shall look for the promise of my 
coming, that I may bring a new sampo and a 
new harp, and bring back sunshine aud moon- 
wuine and the joy that is banished from the 
earth.”’ 

The strange poem ends at its most interesting 
point with the cry that must have been uttered 
so often, but is heard here alone of a people 
that deserted the gods it had fashioned in its 
own likeness fora faith that had sprung from 
its needs and fears. Yet it cherishes the hope 
that this tyranny shail pass over—‘‘ They that 
are gods, and behold they shall die, and the 
Waves be upon them at last.” 

Proteus, god of the sea, leads his gorgeous 
cavaicade in person. Huge doves uphold a 
gigautic seine surrounded by sea plants. Mid- 
way in the depths of the net is Froteus. The 
scene, which is full of poetic suggestiveness 
and delicate beauty, is a fitting introductory to 
the romance that it preludes. 

Banner Oar.—Altho, a jFinnish deity of the 
ocean, is shown reclining against an iceberg. @The 
heavy, sorrowing countenance of the Northiand is 
his. He holds from his frost-beund arms a scroil 
pearing the name “ Kalevala,’’ the epio of Finland. 

The Rival Minstrels.—Wainamionen passes his 
time in contentment; the plains of Wainola resound 
with his —— and his iame extends so that away 
in the dism orthiand Youkahainen hears of him, 
He mounts his spew sledge and mee's Wainamoinen, 
and challenges him to musical battie. ‘Lhe tableau 
shows the meeting of the minstrels on the Plain of 

eva. 
athe Daughters of the Sun and of the Moon.—The 
car is a filmy cloud structure of white and gold. The 
daughters of the deities, — ' among the clouds, 
are busy with distaff and needle. 
Aarni and Mammelainen, Guardians of the Hidden 
Treasure.—The fioat is one of exceeding brilliancy. 
The falling water, the immense rocks, and the 
superbly-attired deities form a spemeees tableau. 

he Kainbow Maiden.—The ti car pictares the 
meeting of Waiaamoinen and the Rainbow Maiden. 
Nymphs attend her on either side, and the scene 
forms a strange and wonderful combination of the 
celestial and earthly. 

Ilmarinen, Worker of Metals, Forging the Sampo.— 
Ilmarinen at his Jabors is the subject of the seventh 
tableau. The rocktsmithy, from which dart huge 
flames of red and gold, makes a strong spectacle. 
Iimarinen, brawny and magnificent, is working at 
the forge. Four assistants are near by, and the 
sprites of the gold mountain and the silver hill fur- 
nish the metal used in making the = mill. 

Metsola-‘Tapio, God of the ‘erest.—The eighth car 
of Proteus’s pageant displays the Court of Metzola- 
‘Vapio. An altar of perx-"n:l fire is th.» centrepiece, 
while among gigantic torches are hunters in fantas- 
tic costumes, Fir trees and hunting hounds give 
the soene a touch of fantastic color, while the fire 
and torches show the regard with which heat 1s held 
by the people of Finiand. 

The Ninth Car.—ihis shows the Tari Castle of 
Honeylana, @ creation of fine, fancy, and delicate 
execution. It is a gorgeous cavern, guarded by 
uncouth drago' disgorging tire. The les of the 
castle are winged and beautiful. Within are the jars 
of = magic honey, the jars wrought in gold, silrer, 
and gews. 

Hetemane, the Pleiades.—This tablean is one of the 
most ethereal and poetic in the pageant Seven 
maidens reclining on clouds bear the star wands 
which to those on earth appear as the pleiades.

Worshipped by the Finns, it 
is here shown as an immense silver orb of white 
light. The attendants of Tabeti surround her in 
superb costume. The picture, rion im coloring and 
strikingly beautiful, is a most fitting conclusion to 
the magnificent pageant. 

The parade passed through miles of city 
streets and finally halted at the French Opera 
House, where the maskers disappeared, to reap- 
pear shortly ina geries of briliiant tableaus en 
the stage—soon to be lost in the bewitching 
dance. 

The ball was one of the most brilliant affairs 
the city has ever witnessed. The lady selected 
by Proteus for his Queen was Miss Virginia 
Nicholls, daughter of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, one of the most charming of 
the season’s debutantes. The maids of honor 
were Misses Cecile be Fuentes and Stella De 
Morrielle, two bewitching creole belies, and 
Mies Ruth Leeds, daughter of ex-Mayor Charles 
J. Leeds. 





DANGER FROM THE DELAWARE.

THE WATER RISING RAPIDLY AND ICE 
THREATENING BRIDGES. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 13.—The flood in the 
Delaware River is causing the gravest appre- 
hension here. The water has risen since yes- 
terday, and is now within a few inches of the 
superstructure of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bridge. 

Telegrams from the Upper Delaware say that 
miles of ice have given way above and that the 
ice is coming down with a rush. Engines and 
loaded coal cars are kopt in readiness to be run 
on the railroad bridge. 

This morning the one small engine that has 
been in use atthe pumping station of the city 
water works was shut down, and now the city’s 
supply of water is limited to that in the reser- 
voir. Arise of twelve inches more will flood 
the engine room at the State House. 

Several thousand operatives are unemployed 
to-day because of the flouding of mills and fac- 
tories situated along the river. 

This afternoon the Board of Public Works held 
a meeting and determined on an attempt to 
start the ice out of the river by the use of dyna- 
mite. 

Contractor Thomas Craig and a force of men 
will go to Perriwig Bar to-morrow worning and 
begin operations on the great gorge there. The 
contractor has little hope of accomplishing 
much with dynamite, as the ice is piled up there 
thirty feet above the surface of the river. It is 
solidiy imbedded in the stream, and the jam 
extends many miles. If a tew hundred tons 
can be dislodged the gorge may be broken. 

All the bridges across the Delaware between 
Trenton and Lambertville are now in danger, 
as the ice is pressed against the abutments an 
is gradually undermining them. The tiour mills 
of the city all came to a standstill to-day, owing 
to the inundation of their lower floors, and alto- 
gether there are now 6,000 hands out of em- 
ployment because of the flooding of mills and 
Ttactories along the river. 

The Delaware is higher to-night than ever be- 
fore in ita history, and the submerging of the 
— streets in the heart of the oity is prob- 
able. 





ADMIRAL GHERARDI’S SQUADRON. 
—_——_@—___. 


TO PROCEED TO HAMPION ROADS FOR 
TBE NAVAL PARADE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Orders have been sent 

to Admiral Gherardi at Barbados that he pro- 
ceed to Hampton Roads as soon as he has 
coaled his ships and renewed his provisions. 
: It was never contemplated by the Secretary 
that the fiying squadron should be detailed at 
Barbados beyond the time necessary for prep- 
aration for continuing the voyage north. The 
naval review was planned for and it was con- 
sidered that no occasion had arisen which justi- 
fied the abandonment of the parade. The possi- 
bility of few foreign nations beingrepresented at 
Hampton Roads and the likelihood of Congress 
failing to appropriate sufticient money to enable 
@ proper display of the home forces does not 
enter into the plans of the Seeretary. He holds 
that there must be as complete a representation 
of the naval force of the country as the ciroum- 
stances will permit, and, in the absence of 
actual warfare in the Pacific, no necessity is 
recognized for the return of the Gherardi 
squadron, or any part of it,to the Western 
ocean. 

It has been a policy to keep ships away from 
Honolulu, and it was Secretary ‘racy’s sugges- 
tion which created this policy. The orders sent 
to Admiral Gherardi at Montevideo directed 
him to sail to 8t. Thomas and thence to Hamp- 
ton Roads. These orders are not to be changed, 
and there has been no intention of altering 
them since the reports from Honolulu have had 
80 peaceful a tenor. The squadron will leave 
St. Thomas on the 18th, and will arrive at 
Hampton Roads about the 24th inst.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 13.—The agitation for 
the construction of a canal across Canadian ter- 
ritory connecting Lake St. Clair with Lake Erie 
still continues. Col. Tisdale, M. P., strongly in- 
dorses the project and he has received offers of 
co-operation from many members of Parlia- 
mentfrom Western Ontario in urging it upon 
the attention of Parliament 

At present Canada is dependent upon the 
United States for the panne of using the 
Lime Kiln Crossing. If the proposed canal 
from Lake Erie to Lake St. Clair were built 
Canadian shipping could pass through British 
parsteeny from the Atlantic to the head of Lake 

uperior. 
he project pesoees by Col. Tisdale offers no 
engineering difficulties. Nearly all the iand 
along the route is level.

Boston, Feb. 13.—Longfellow’s Wayside Inn, 
or the old Howe Tavern property, in Sudbury, 
has been sold to A. W. Rogers, a prominent oiti- 
zenofthe town. The property includes ninety 
acres of woodland. The estate was purchased 
by Mr. Rogers for ex-Mayor 8. H. Howe of Mar!- 
borough and ex-Alderman Homer Rogers of 
Boston from Mra. Lucy A. Newton of Maynard, 
wife of Augustus Newton of that town, this lady 
having come into possession of the Wayside Inn 
by inheritance some time ago. This is the first 
time the place has passed out of the family 
since the Hewes acquired it, something like two 
conturies ago. The purchasers will doubtless 
dovelop the property, preserving ai! of interest, 
and will make of it a Summer resort.

Mr. Flanigan wae in 
New-York on Thursday last and endeavored to 
see Miss Manzoni, but her condition was such 
that the attending physicians refused to allow 
her to be disturbed. Mr. Flanigan said to-night: 

“Mr. Donovan ie in this vicinity, and will 
surrender himself in New-York to-morrow to 
tho police authorities. He has kept his pres- 
ence quiet in the hope that the woman would 
get better and exonerate him from any connec- 
tion with the operations which caused her 
death. He was satisfied that the girl would

“That statement, a certified copy of which I 
have seen, in effect exonerates Mr. Donovan 
from being instrumental in having tbe opera- 
tions performed. In it ghe says Mr. Donovan is 


the father of her dead ohild, but she does not 
say that Mr. Donovan gave her any money to 
pay the expenses of an abortion. 

“In fact, she 6xplicitly refused to reveal the 
name of the person from whom she received 
the money which she paid the doctors. I have 
arranged for bail for Mr. Donovan, and will be 
in New-York with him to-morrow. We think 
we can establish hisinnocence in this unfort- 
unate affair.”

AN OLD LANDMARK BURNED. 





THE OLD STRATTON TAVERN AT 


WALTHAM DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Boston, Feb. 13.—The burning of the Stratton 
Tavern Saturday night removed one of the old- 
est landmarks of Waltham. Itis not dofinitely 
known just when the tavern was built, but for 
over a century it did service as a tavern, 
the road on which it was situated being 
the main thoroughfare over which passed 
the supplies and manufactures of Northern 
New-England. In 1798 the property was bought 
by Isaac Bemis, and for many years was known 
asthe Bemis Tavern. Later Simeon P. 8trat- 
ton bought the property, and for nearly twenty 
years ran it successfaliy. It was on a direct 


stage line known as the Boston, Fitehburg, 
Worcester and Lancaster route, and the drivers 
alwayschanged horses at this house. 

When the stage business gave way to rail- 
roads Mr. Stratton engaged in teaming between 
Boston and Saxonville, and his tavern was then 
used as a half-way house for a long period. The 
property, after the removal of Mr. Stratton to 
the West, was boughtiby Nathan Bibley of Stony 
Brook, an4 was latterly used by the members 
of that family. 

After the fire several old coins were found. 
One of them was a silver piece about the size of 
a dime, and bore the date of 1779. There were 
4 — pennies bearing dates of 1734 
and 1731.

PRESENTMENTS MADE BY THE GRAND 
JURY AGAINST SOME OF THEM. 





Sr. Louris, Feb. 13.—The report of the 8t 
Louis County Grant Jury filed in the County 
Circuit Court late Saturday evening, in which 
serious charges are made against ex-Sheriff and 
Collector Emil L. Dosenbach and other officials 
of the county, was the leading topic for talk in 
all circles in the county yesterday. Rumors 
were in clroulation that some of the officials 
criticised are named in the twenty-three in- 
dictments found by the jury and not announced. 

All the officials referred to in the report of the 
Grand Jury are Republicans. Among other 
things the’Grand Jury report says: 

“We find that the Recorder of Deeds is the only 
officer who has actually paid over into the Ooun.y 
‘Treasury a cash balance out of the fees of his office. 
We believe that under Sections 3,176, 5,022, 5,023, 
5,009, and other parts of the statutes, the offi- 
cers who collect county funds and are allowed only 
a certain salary and a certain amount for Deputies 
and assistants should pay directly into the County 
Treasury any surplus they may have left over be- 
sides their salary and what they actually paid the 
previous year for Deputies and assistants.”’ 

Specific charges are made against outgoing 
Sheriff Emil L. Dosenbach.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Pay Inspector John 
H. Stevenson of the navy appeared before the 
Examining Board to-day at the Navy Depart- 
ment. He asked the board to delay proceedings 
for a few weeks on account of illness, but this 
the board refused to do in the absence of any 
apparent incapacity on the partof the pay offi- 
cer, who is up for promotion to the grade of 
Pay Director or retirement.

The Mojave Desert to Bloom. 

Los AXGELES, Cal, Feb. 13.—Plans have been 
matured for one of the greatest irrigation 
schemes ever undertaken in the United States, 
the result of which will be the reclamation of a 
large portion of the Mojave Desert. Repre- 
sentatives of Minnesota capitalists have ob- 
tained from the Hesperia Land and Water Com- 
pany an option on the water right and dam site 
at Victoria Narrows, on the Southern California 
Railway, about fifty miles north of San Ber- 
nardino. 

Here, where high qpeatte pocumses approach 
each other, a great dam 1 be made, 170 feet 
high and 75 te 150 feetiong, blocking the current 
of the Mojave River and forming a great lake, 
which, it is estimated, will irrigate a quarter of 
® million acres of Government land open to 
settlers in the usual way. The cost of the en- 
terprise is estimated at $1,500,000.

TO TRY GUNCOTTON TO-DAY 


———————— 
THE FINAL TEST TO BE GIVEN TO 
THE RAPIEFF FUSE, 


A SERIES OF NEW TRIALS WERE MADE 
YESTERDAY WITH UNSATISFACTORY 
RESULTS—THE INVENTOR IS STILL 
CONFIDENT THAT THE FUSE WILL 
EXPLODE GUNCOTTON. 


Port Royat, 8. C., Feb. 13.—Interesting ex- 
periments with the Rapieff fuse have been in 
progress on board the Vesuvius to-day. Medi- 
tation during the long hours of a wet and 
gloomy Sunday failed to,throw light upon the 
mooted question of the fuse’s action in the 
tests of the latter days of last week. 

Capt. Rapieft was as confident asever that 
his fuse had fulfilled its mission perfectly. Ho 
admitted that there was a question in his mind 
whether the full charge of powder had been 
detonated in all cases, but he argued that the 
fuse was,intended to detonate guncotton, not 
gunpowder, and maintained that it might be 
done very readily without accomplishing the 
other result. 

The board, on the other hand, it ia said, was 
decidedly dubions concerning the action of the 
fuse. Lieut. Ackerman had reported that there 
Was no perceptible difference between the fall 
of adummy and ofa loaded projectile, and many 
other observers, who had watched the tests 
from their inception, agreed with him. 

Many of the officers of the Vesuvius agreed 
with Capt Rapieff in thinking that the report 
which followed the fall of the loaded shells was 
decidedly dissimilar to that which followed the 
plunge of the dummy projectiles. 

This was stoutly denied by careful observ- 
ers. The opposing camps were about equally 
divided, and the arguments pro and con were 
continued at length and with some heat. 

lt was probably a desire to obtain light on 
this much-vexed question which induced the 
board to spend the day in experimenting with 
the fuse. Karly this morning a ftifteon-pound 
charge of powder was inoased in a metal cylin- 
der and lowered from a buoy to a depth of 
seven fathoms. The conditions were made as 
close as possible to those which would surround 
the exploding projectiles. 

When observers had secured pointa of ob- 
servation at a respectful distance from the 
buoy, the powder was exploded by electricity. 
No smoke followed, and there was no surface 
upheaval at a distance equal to that from which 
the loaded projectiles had been observed to fall 
in the water. 

This experiment was repeated with the pow- 
derat a depth of four and two feet, but the 
same result, or rather lack of result, was ob- 
tained in eachinstance. Had all of the pro- 
jectiles employed in the test @éxploded, the 
sound would bave been the only indication that 
they had done so, and it is questionable whether 
that would have been loud enough to be con- 
elusive evidence. 

This experiment greatly strengthened the 
— of Capt. Kapieff and his friends, who 

ecome correspondingly more positive in their 
assertions that the fuse was all right and only 
needed an opportunity to show what it could 
do. Such an opportunity couldonly be given by 
Placing such a charge in the shell that it would 
produce unmistakable results when exploded. 

A second experiment was made to test the 
power of the ball inthe fuse to explode the 
Tull-minute cap, which is intended to set the 
time train. It had been suggested that the 
inertia occasioned by the projectile coming in 
contact with the water was not sufticient to 
throw the ball from the springs which hold it. 

A line was attached to a fuse containing roth- 
ing but the ball and cap. The fuse was then 
dropped from the naval station pier into the 
water below. © water was about six fathoms 
deep and the drop from the pier was possibly 
twenty feet. Thies was done twice without ex- 
ploding the cap in either case. 

The fuse was then dropped onthe dook from 
a height of ogg | fifteen feet. There was 
still no explosion, but in a subsequent test, 
when the fuse was dropped to the deck from a 
height of leas than three feet, the action was 
perfect. 

These tests prove nothing, as the force with 
which the projectile shot from the gun strikes 
the water ia many times greater than that ob- 
tained in any of to-day’s experiments. To make 
the cases approximately parallel the fuse 
should be dropped upon the dock from a height 
of ninety feet. 

The experiments to-morrow will, however, 
finally settle the question of the efiiciency of 
the fuse. Capt. Rapieif has all along Leen 
anxious for the board to consent to make a test 
with a shell charged with sufficient guncotton 
to produce an explosion great enough to settle 
the controversy. This has now beon agreed 
upon, and to-morrow's work will determine the 
power of the fuse to perform its functions. 

The three shelis remaining in the racks of 
the Vesuvius were removed to-day and unload- 
ed. This afternoon each of them was reloaded 
with a charge of thirty pounds of gun cotton. 
The full charge will have a primer of the dry 
material, and the whole is to be detonated by 
the fuse. 

The explosion will unquestionably be a power- 
fulone. The reduced charge is used so that it 
would not totally demolish the vessel in case of 
accident. Should the explosion occur premature- 
ly, say in the tube iteelf, the Vesuvius would 
anne pag J be sunk and the men olose to the guns 

illed; but a total wreck would not necessarily 
Tollow. 

No one, however, has the slightest fear that 
an accident will occur. The power of the guns 
to throw the projectiles without detonating the 
gun-cotton charges has been demonstrated to 
the s&tisfaction of everybody. The members of 
the board very naturally, however, wish to” 
place themselves on the safe side by taking 
every precaution. The experiments with these 
three shells will be had during the forenoon to- 
morrow. 

Later in the day the officers of the Philadel- 
phia will return the courtesies shown them by 
citizens of Port Royal and Beaufort by giving 
them an entertainment on that vessel. The 
Wahneta will take the visitors down to the 
lower harbor in the afternoon, and an hour or 
so will be passed in dancing on the decks of the 
Philadelphia.

MAJOR M’LEAN IS DEAD. 


HE CAUGHT COLD AFTER LEAVING 
THE OLD GUARD BALL. 


Major George W. MoLean of the Old Guard 
died at 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon from 
pneumonis, at his home, 27 West Twenty- 
sixth Street. 

After leaving the ball of the O]4 Guard he 
called on some friends, and while there was 
seized with violent pains in the chest. He 
wanted to go home at once, but was prevailed 
upon to remain and rest himself. His condition 
grew worse, and pneumonia developed very 
rapidly. 

On Sunday evening he and his friends de- 
cided that he had best go home, and he was 
taken therein a carriage. At 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning Dr. Hills and Dr. Janeway held a 


long consultation, but did not give much hope. 
Mrs. McLean was with him when he breathed 
his last. 

Major MoLean was bornin this cityin 1822, 
and early in life was in the serviceot the Ohio 
Truss Company as clerk. Later he became the 
cashierof the concern. After the dissolution of 
the company he went into business on his own 
account, and drifted into Wall Street specula- 
tion, becoming in 1854a memberof the Stock 
Exchange. He was a member of the firm of 
Jerome, Riggs & Co. from 1860 to 1865, and 
in 1875 was elected President of the Stock 
Exchange. 

In 1879 he sold hie seat inthe Stock Ex- 
change, and the following year was one of the 
organizers of the Open Board of Stock Brokers, 
and was elected its President. This organiza- 
tion lived for about a year, after which Major 
McLean retired from active commercial busi- 
ness. In 1886 he was appointed Receiver of 
Taxes under Controller Loew, and held that 
oftice until his death. 

His military career began when he joined the 
Old Light Guard in June, 1841, and later on be 
was one of the organizers of the Old Guard, into 
which the Light Guard and the Tompkins Blues 
were merged. At the breaking out of the war 
he - aro to organize the old Tammany Regi- 
men 

Major McLean was a Democrat all his life and 
was identified with Gov. Tilden and the young 
Democracy in the fight against the Tweed ring. 
Later on he joined ths County Democracy. 
Although a member of the Tammany Society 
he never joined Tammany Hall. He was a life 
member of the New-York Yacht Club and also 
@ member of the St. Nicholas Society and of the 
Manhattan Club. He leaves a wife, two sons, 
and a daughter. 

The Executive Committee of the Old Guard 
met last evening at the armory of that organi- 
zation to take action on Major McLean’s death. 
The day for the funeral was not fixed, but it will 
probably be to-morrow or Thursday, and the 
services will be held in Trinity Chapel in 
Twenty-fifth Street. The Executive Committee 
will meet again in the armory at9 o’olock this 
morning to complete arrangements.

SUICIDE OF LIEUT, VANCE. 


THE DISGRACED ARMY OFFICER TOOK 
HIS OWN LIFE, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The death of Lieut. 
Capers D. Vance of the Sixteenth Infantry 
disposes of one of the most peculiar court- 
martial cases in the army. The officer was 
tried at Salt Lake City for conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. One night last 
September the officer entered the residence of 
Lieut. W. H. Johnsaton of the same regiment 
and attempted to assault Mrs. Johnston, whose 
husband was absent from the post. He 


eutered through a window, and when Mra. 
Johnston, who was asleep at the time, raised a 
ory of alarm Vance made his escape by the win- 
dow. In his flight he was observed by one of 
the servants to be an officer. Vance fell in his 
haste and left the impression of his figure on 
the soft ground. He dropped his watch, and 
added to the circumstantial evidence against 
him by returning the next day to pick up this 
article. 

The disturbance raised in the morning was 
sufficient to induce Vance to leave the post. 
He returned to Salt Lake City in a tew days 
and was placed under arrest nominally, for he 
was permitted the freedom of the city. 

The otlicers of the post refused to associate 
with him, and his life generally was made very 
miserable. He was tried by a court-martial 
and offered no defense. His attorney ingen- 
iously argued that if the court found the ac- 
cused had been to the house of Lieut. Johnston 
it was proper to regard Vance as mentally 
irresponsibly. 

The War Department had refused to accept 
Vance’s resignation, and the court found him 
guilty. He was sentenced to dismissal, and the 
President had just approved the sentence when 
pe news of the officer's suicide reached the 
olty.

The bill provides a penalty of a misdemeanor 
for any one who violates the law. It was sent 
to the Committee on Publio Institutions.

Lonpvon, Feb. 13.—Mr. Gladstone, in his 
sixty years of Parliamentary service, has 
scored many successes, That achieved to- 
day is the most complete and unquestioned 
of them all. How fully this is deserved 
may be gathered from the fact that to- 
night every unit of the diversified groups 
which constitute what had been, until to- 
day, a more or lesa nominal majority in the 
new House talks as if there never was & 
doubt in the world of the Home-Rale bill 
passing. There is absolutely no dissenti- 
ent note. Not even the most sanguine 
lieutenants of the Grand Old Man could 
have looked for so easy a Victory in this 
dreaded first engagement. 

From a spectacular point of view, the 
scene, perhaps, lacked some of the dra- 
matic interest which made the-8th of April, 
1886, memorable. Seven years’ familiarity 
with the idea of home rule robbed the pres- 
entation of the new bill of the element of 
novelty. There was acertain academic in- 
terest in the changes to be discloged, but 
the main attraction which packed every 
part of the House to-day was the fact that 
a@ man of eighty-four was to stand and 
make a speech—very likely his last—of 
over two hours’ duration, cramped in an 


inadequate chamber, which, perhaps, had 
never been put to such a strain before. 

For the first time in history the present 
House members were not allowed to enter 
until noon, with the result that there was 
then such an unseemly rush for seats that 
two men were overthrown and trampled 
on, and that half a dozen personal encount- 
ers occurred, which, in Paris, would have 
meant duels to-morrow. One comical éf- 
fect of the new rules was the spectacle of 
a whole crowd of Peers waiting for an hour 
outside the door of their little gallery, 
which, in the end, accommodated only a 
third of their number. The Duke of Dev- 
onshire was one of those who came in to be 
sent out because there was no room. It 
was only by one of the attendants stand- 
ing in the front row of the Peers’ balcony 
for half an hour making explanations to 
all comers, that places were saved for the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of York. 

This huge crowd gathered solely to see 
and hear Mr. Gladstone, and it is impossi- 
ble not to think of him now, six hours 
afterward, as of some great actor or tenor 
whom the metropolis expended itself in 
welcoming. From the moment of his en- 
trance he had the whole stage to himself. 
For over an hour his voice was quite up to 
his old level of strength and resonance, 
Then fora half hour it lapsed, so that the 
galleries could only make out part of what 
he was saying. We up there thought ita 
mark of weakness, but those nearer say it 
was intentional, in order to save strength 
for the peroration. This, at all events, was 
the most moving and affecting ten minutes 
that the oldest members recall inside Par- 
liament. 

The stern dictum of the physicians, lim- 
iting the speech to 140 minutes, was re-< 
sponsible for a certain mistiness of appre- 
hension throughout the House when Mr, 
Gladstone sat down. He forgot to mention 
the land question altogether, for instance, 
and had to explain later that this was 
reserved to the Imperial Parliament for 
three years. He talked throughout, too, of 
an Executive Committee of the Irish Privy 
Council, without once explaining that he 
meant by this the Ministry of the new Irish 
Parliament, representing a majority of that 
body, and this, until explained later in the 
lobbies, vastly puzzled everybody. There 
are a good many other interesting points 
which, for the same reason, he left un- 
touched. . 

All the same, the bill he outlined is rece, 
ognized by Irish and Minglish alike to be a 
huge advance on 1886. Then home rule 
was linked with a scheme of a thousand 
million dollars to buy out Irish landlords, 
Now there is no hint of a penny, and they 
have only three years in which to make 
terms with the Dublin Parliament. Then 
there was a fantastic plan of a big upper 
house, with two orders with Irish Peers 
playing a dominant part. Now there is a 
compact Senate of only. forty-eight, all 
elective, and Peers dropped out without a 
word of mention. The lower house, too, is 
cut down from an unwieldy body to 103, or 
25 less than the Assembly at Albany. 

The clauses dealing with the constabu- 
lary and judiciary are not objected 
to by Nationalists, and the machinery 
of veto is precisely that in operation in 
Canada and Australia. The scheme of 
financial arrangement, as I foreshadowed 
Saturday, is not so easily accepted. It is 
made on a wholly different principle from 
the bill of 1886 and from the existing 
schedule, and no one has yet figured out a 
comparison to exactness. There will be 
friction over this, but it involves no dan- 
ger to the bill It may incidentally be 
pointed out that the measure outlined to- 
day gave the lie, in every essential point, 
to the impudent fabrication sent over the 
wires Jan. 28. 

The vexed question of the retention of 
Irish members Mr. Gladstone warily 
throws upon the judgment of the House. 
What that will be it is impossible to pre- 
dict, but the strongest visible factor in the 
problem is the desire of English, Scotch, 
and Welsh Liberals that they be retained, 
to make a reform majority for British legis- 
lation. The gain of the seat of Ponte- 
fract, to-day, and two other prospective 
gains during the month, addéd to the un- 
doubted success of Mr. Gladstone’s speech, 
puts new fire into the Radical Party and 
fills it with dreams of a long lease of. 








power. They will not jeopardize this by 
parting with their Irish allies without a 
bitter protest. 


IRELAND'S PROMISED RELIEF. 


THE GREAT CROWD WHICH GATHERED 
TO LISTEN TO THE PREMIER, 


LoxDon, Feb. 13.—From early morning th 
ecene in the palace yard, Westminster, was one 
of the most animated description, groups of 
people assembling to watch the arrival of mem- 
bers. Mr. P. J. Foley, the Nationalist member 
for Connemara, was the first to come, closely 
followed by David Sheehy, Secretary of the 
Irish National Federation. “Honest John 
Roche,” Nationalist member of Parliament for 
East Galway, was also among the first arrivals, 
as well as Dr. Charles Tanner, member of Par 
Hiament for Cork. At9 o’olocvck these represent- 
atives of the Irish cause were at the door of the 
House, and by 10 o’clook sixty members were 
waiting for admission. 

When noon arrived the inner lobby was 
packed with members! and the approaches 
crowded, and when the doors opened there was 
a disorderly rush for seats, the members shout- 
ing and struggling, and several being thrown to 
the floor in the excitement. The veteran Caleb 
Wright, Liberal member of Parliament for 
Southwest Lancashire, who is eighty-two years 
of age, was unable to hold his own in the crush, 
and fell down in the doorway. Others were 
pushed upon him by the throng, and he was 
trampled upon more thaa@ once before the vigor- 
ous and resolute labor representative, John 
Burns, member of Parliament for Battersea, 
came to his resdéue. 

Meantime the struggle for entrance grew 
more exciting, and cries could be heard of 


**Keep back!” “ Don’t kick!” and ether excla- 


mations of a more emphatic character, while 
yells of pain left no doubt that a marked im- 
pression had been made on the feelings of some 
usually dignified and phlegmatic Briton. How- 
ever, the mélée settled down at last, and all got 
safely in their state. Every seat in the House, 
except the Government bench, was occupied. 

The seating capacity of the House, as is well 
known, is entirely too small to accommodate 
even the members, and the time-honored cus- 
tom of the members who could get seats sitting 
togetber according to their political predilec- 
tions was to-day honored more in the breach 
than in the observance. Radicals and Laborists 
sat cheek by jowl with the bluest of blue Tories. 
Col, Saunderson, the champion of the Ulster 
men, to whoni home rule is as a red flag flaunt- 
ed in the face of a bull, found himself sitting 
among the warmesteupporters of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s scheme. Dr. Charles Tanner, the anti- 
Parnellite, was mixed up with the Tory rout 
below the gangway, and the whole political ap- 
pearance of the House was changed by the 
commingling of the parties. 

The rush to get into the galleries was equal 
to the struggle to enter the legislative cham- 
ber. Ail the galleries were packed to their 
fullest capacity. Justice Harlan of the United 
States Supreme Court, who will soon proceed te 
Paris to take part in the Bering Sea arbitra- 
tion, had aseatin the diplomatic gallery. He 
Was accompanied by the Hon. Robert T. Lin- 
coln, the United States Minister. Scores of 
other noted strangers were in the gallery. 
They were greeted by Earl Spencer, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, and the Earlof Rosebery, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, both of 
whom found themselves unable to gain access 
to the Peers’ gallery. 

Extra police were summoned to restrain the 
throng of noblemen who were waiting for the 
Peers’ gallery to be thrown open. Included 
among these Peers were the Earl of Aberdeen 
and Lord Knutsford, well-known Liberal mem- 
bers of the upper house. The police formed 
their Lordships into a line, and compelied 
them to preserve at least a semblance of order. 
The members of the House of Commons pres- 
ent watched the proceedings amusedly. Lord 
Iveagh brought with him a camp stool, which 
proved a very useful precaution. He took his 
seat in the line and appeared far more comfort- 
able than did some of his neighbors. Bome of 
his friends offered to hire the camp stool, but 
Lord Iveagh kindly, but firmly, declined to 
enter into negotiations with them, satisfied him- 
self to reap the reward of his forethought. 


During the rush in the House Mr. John 8. Wal- 
lace, a Liberal, and Col, Saunderson beeame in- 
volved in a brisk squabble, each aceusing the 
other of stealing his seat. The argument waxed 
warm, and finally the two honorable members 
grabbed each other by the collar, and, standing 
thus, they glared into each other's eyes and con- 
tinued their altercation. Ultimately Ool. Saun- 
dersen withdrew his claim to the seat occupied 
by Mr. Wallace upon the latter pledging his 
honor that he had arrived first. 


Mr. Gladstone during all this turmoil was not 
in the House. While it was going on he and 
Mrs. Gladstone left their official residence in 
Downing Street. A large crowd had long been 
awaiting their appearance, and when Mrs. Glad- 
stone came out, carrying a large bunch of lilies, 
she was lustily cheered. A brougham was in 
waiting, and through the cheering crowd Mrs. 
Gladstone passed and entered the oarriage. 
Bhe was closely followed by Mr. Gladstone, who, 
as he emergod from his home, was greeted with 
renewed and prolonged cheering. The aged 
statesman bowed right and left inresponse to 
the enthusiastic salutation offered him, his face 
allthe while beaming with pleasure. He en- 
tered the brougham with his wife and was at 
once driven to the House. Upon arriving there 
Mrs. Gladstone went to the ladies’ gallery, 
where her favorite seat had been reserved for 
her. 

Groups of people awaited along Parliament 
Street the coming of the Prime Minister. As 
his carriage passed he was cheered to the echo. 
The crowd outside the palace yard was smaller 
than that which gathered at the opening of 
Parliament, but what it lacked in numbers it 
made up in enthusiasm. The people roared 
themselves hoarse as Mr. Gladstone, bowing 
and smiling, entered the yard. 

As Bir William Vernon Harcourt. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and his wife were walking to 
the House through Parliament Street they were 
recognized and almost mobbed by the cheering 
admirere of Mr. Giadstone and his lieutenant. 
The police stationed along the street had con- 
siderable difficulty in rescuing them froin their 
enthueiastic friends. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Gladstone entered the House of Com- 
mons at 3:30 o’clock. Every Liberal and Irish 
Nationalist in the House stood up and greeted 
him with prolonged and enthusiastic cheers. 
When Mr. Gladstone arose at 3:43, to introduce 
the Home Rule bill, there was another demon- 
siration 80 earnest, so enthusiastic and irre- 
preasible, that it was several minutes before he 
could be heard, 

Mr. Gladstone spoke as follows, in a clear, 
strong, and resonant voice: 


“I may without impropriety remind the 
House that the voices which usually pleaded 
the cause of Irish self-government in Irish 
afiairs have, within these walls during the last 
seven years, been almost entirely mute. I[ re- 
turn therefore to the period of 1836, when a 
proposition of this kind was submitted on the 
part of the Government of the day, and I beg to 
remind the House of tie position then taken up 
by all the promoters of these measures. We 
eaid that we had arrived at a point in our trans- 
actions with Ireland where the two roads part- 
ed. ‘ \ou have,’ we said, ‘to choose one or the 
otber. One is the way of Irish autonomy ac- 
cording to the conception I have just referred 
to. Ihe otheris the way of coercion. That is 
our contention.’ 

“It will be the recollection of the House how 
that contention was most stoutly and largely 
denied. It was said over and over again by 
many membere opposite, ‘ We are not coercion- 
ists; we do not adopt that alternative, and 
neither can we adoptit.’ {Ministerial cheers. | 
That assertion of theirs was undoubtedly sus- 
tained by proposals, especially from dissentient 
Liberals, of various pians dealing with Irish 
atiairs. Those plaus, though they fall entirely 
ebort in principle and inscope of Irish self-gov- 
ernment, yet were of no trivial or mean impor- 
tance, They went far beyond what had hereto- 
fore been usually proposed in the way of local 
ecif-government for Ireland. 

“ Well, what bas been the result of the dilem- 
ma as it was then put forward on this side of 
the House: and repelled by the other? Has 
our contention that the choice lay between au- 
tenomy and coercion been justitied or not? 
|| iberal cheers.| What has become of each and 
nil of those important schemes for giving 
lreland self-government in provinces and giv- 
ing hereven a central establishment in Dublin 
with limited powers? All vanished into thie 
air, but the reality remained. Lhe two roads 





were.still there—autonomy or coercion. The 
choice lay between them, and the choice made 
Wus to repel autonomy and embrace overcion. 
You cannot always follow coercion in an abso- 
lutely uniform method. In 1886, for the first time, 
coercion was imposed on Ireland in the sha 
of a permanent law added to the statute boo 
This state of things constituted an offending 
against the harmony and traditions of self- 
—— It was a distinct and violent 

reach ofthe promise on the face of which 
union was obtained. That permanent system 
of repression inflicted upon the country a state 
of things which could not continue to exist. 
It was impossible to bring the inhabitants of 
the country under coercion into sympathy with 
the coercing power.” 

Mr. Gladstone proceeded to dilate at length 
upon the circumstances under which the act of 
union was passed, the promise of equality in the 
laws, and of commercial equality, under which 
union was effected. It was then prophesied con- 
fidently, he said, that Irishmen would take their 

laces in the Cabinet of the United Kingdom, 
But it had been his honored destiny to sit in 
Cabinets with no less than sixty te sevent 
statesmen, of whom only one, the Duke of Wel- 
lington, was an Irishman. while Oastlereagh 
was the only other Irishman who had satin the 
Cabinet since the union. Pitt promised equal 
laws when the union was formed, but the 
broken promises made to Ireland were unhap- 
pily written in indelible characters in the his- 
tory of the country. 

“Coming to 1832, when the resurrection of the 
poone began, and thence down to 1880, Ire- 
and could present here only a small minority 
in favor of restoring to her something in the 
nature of constitutional rights and practical 
self-government. 

“It is to me astonishing,” continued Mr. 
Gladstone, “ that so little weight 1s attached b 
many to the fact that before 1886—before 1885, 
indeed—Irish wishes of self-government were 
represented by only a small minority. Since 
1885, when the wide extension of the franchise 
was protected by a secret baliot, Ireland's posi- 
tion has been improved. In 1886 there were 
eighty-five Nationalists, or more than five- 
sixths. (Cheers) They have been reduced 
from eighty-five to eighty under circumstances 
somewhat peculiar, {** Hear! hear!’’) and, [ 
must frankly own, to myself among others for 
reasons totally and absolutely unintelligible. 
{Loud eet 

** Let us look at the state of the case as it now 
stands. There are but 80 out of 101—that is to 
say, the wishes of Ireland for self-government 
in Irish matters are only represented by four- 
fifths. [Laughter and inisterial cheers. } 
Honorable gentiemen seem to have no respect 
for such a majority as that. Do they recollect, 
Sir, that never in England has there been such 
a majority? (Cheers.}) Ne Parliament of the 
last fifty years has come within measurable dis- 
tance of it. Ifthere be anything in the great 
pripoiple of self-government, whioh, if it be a 
reality, never can work except through the 
machinery and by the laws of representation, 
atany rate the voice of the Irish people, the 
persistence of the Irish — in delivering 
that voice, and the aceful constitutional cir- 
cumstances under which it has been delivered 
{Ministerial cheers and Opposition laughter) 
constitute a great fact in history. 

** It is said, and, | admit, with truth, that lre- 
land is not a united country. I don’t deny that 
the division which exists is a fact ef great mo- 
ment. in truth, were Ireland united, anything 
that can tender Ireland formidable would be- 
come very much more formidable. Were Ire- 
jand united, all opposition would vanish asa 
shadow. (‘‘Hear! hear!’’}) [reland is not united, 
in this sense, that in one portion of the country 
not a mere majority of the higher classes, but a 
considerable popular feeling is opposed to the 
present national movement. I will not attempt 
to measure the numerival strength of the mi- 
nority. 

“Itis said by the party opposite that the mi- 
nority in the North of Ireland is arrayed in un- 
alterable opposition te home rule. Unhappily, 
atthe successful instigation of those whose 
plot it was to divide the people of Ireland, 
when they were united at the close of the last 
century, through the medium mainly of Orange 
lodges and through religious animosity, there 
was an alteration of feeling, but the Protest- 
ants of Ireland, during the period of the inde- 
pendent Irish Parliament, were themselves not 
only willing but zealous and enthusiastic 
supporters of Irish nationality. Inasmuch 
as their political life was at that period 
more highly developed they led on _ tho 
Roman Catholic population in the political 
movement which distinguished that period. 
{[Cheers.} This is written broadeast upon the 

istory of the time. Genuine national senti- 
ment in the sense of national unity had at one 
time prevailed among the North of Ireland Prot- 
estauts. We, who have seen them alter, not 
through their own faalt, are not readily to be 
persuaded that they will not alter back again 
to the sentiments of theirown ancestors [cheers | 
and with their own blood and their own people 
form one, in noble glorious unity.” 


AN OUTLINE OF THE MEASURE. 


Alluding to English feeling toward Irish 
home rule, Mr. Gladstone said he would refrain 
from urging that England would find herself 
exhausted and her work made impracticable by 
resistance to Irish demands. He could well 
conceive England maintaining, if so minded, 


resistance to Irish demands, but England’s con- 
version to home rule had been rapid. in 18386 
England's majority adverse to hume rule was 
211. It had now declined to 71. In tace of 
such a fact, who would guarantee the perma- 
nenve of the opposition of tbe remainder? 
| Cheers. } 

He would now ask the patient indulgence of 
the House while giving an account of the bill 
{|Cheers.| He could not undertake to supply a 
mere table of contents. The bill,if he did, 
would probably bewilder his hearers. He would 
rather seek to present the salient points, ho 
ing to leavealiving impression on the minds 
and memories of his hearers. If he might omit 
what in view of some member ought to be 
mentioned therefore, he begged him to wait and 
consult the bill itself, which he hoped would 
soon be in their hands ; 

It would be remembered that the bill of 1886 
laid down tive propositions as cardinal princi- 
ples, to which he had endeavored closely to ad- 
here. Change there was, but not a trenchant 
change, he declared, from the principles of 
lss6. Theobject of the bill remained, as in 
1886, to establish a legislative body in Dublin 
for the conduct of both legislation and admipvis- 
tration in Irish, as distinct from imperial af- 
fairs. {|Cheers. | 

‘* The limiting conditions which were then ob- 
served,” he continued, “ and have since, so far 
as we were able to do, been sedulously and 
closely observed, were these: We were todo 
nothing inconsistent with imperial unity. Of 
this I will say, whatever our opponents may 
say, that, sofar as our convictions and inten- 
tions are concerned, they would be but fesbly 
stated by being couched in the declaration that 
we do pot mean to impair it We wish to 
strengthen it. (Cheers.| We wish to give it 
greater intensity than it had ever yet possessed. 

“ First, then, rey unity is observed, and 
the eyuality of all is observed; secendiy, the 
equality of all the kingdoms will be borne in 
mind; and, thirdly, there will be equitable re- 
partition of imperial eharges; fourthly, any and 
every practicable provision for the protection 
of minorities will be included. ‘he plan pro- 
posed ought to be such as to present the neces- 
sary characteristics of a real and continued set- 
tlement 

“In the first place we have made it a desire 
to meet what we thought no unreasonable de- 
mand for the express mention of the supremacy 
of the Imperial Parliament. There were two 
methods in which that mightbedone. It might 
be done by olause, it might be done in the pre- 
amble. We have chosen the preamble as the 
worthier and better, for if it were done by 
clause it would be too much in the character of 
amere enactment. Itis not necessary to say 
many words for such a paeeee Our own 
words are ‘ Whereas, it isexpedient, withoutim- 
pairing or restricting the supreme authority of 
Parliament,’ and then the preamble’ goes on to 
declare the creation of the (rish legislature. 

* With reference to the charge, frequently with 
good faith, made against us that we are destroy- 
ing the Actof Union, I wish to challenge inquiry 
upon this fundamental point. What is the 
essence of the Act of Union? (** Hear, hear!’’) 
That essence is to be appreciated by comparing 
the constitution of things found in the country 
before 1800 with the constitution of things now 
subsisting in England. Before 1800 we had two 
sovereignties in the country. One ef those was 
collectively lodged in the King, the Houses of 
Lords and Commons of England, and the other 
lodged in the King and Houses of Lords and 
Commons of Ireland. There was no more right 
in a true historical and legal sense in the 
sovereignty residing in Great Britain to inter- 
fere with the sovereignty of Ireland than there 
was of the sovereignty of Ireland to interfere 
with the sovereignty of England. 

* This bill respects and maintains these rights 
of sovereignty equally throughout the entire 
range of the three kingdoms. Then the bill 
constitutes the Irish legislature. Power is 
granted to the Irish legislature, which con- 
gists first of all, of a legislative counelil, gecond- 
ly of a legislagive assembly empowered to make 
lawe for peac®, order, and good government of 
Ireland in respect to matters exolusively re- 
lating to Ireland or to a part thereof. 

* The power is subject to a doubie limitation. 
First of all itis subject to necessary and obvi- 
ous limitations imposing certain incapacities 
on the Irish Parliament, including all that re- 
lates to the Crown, a Kegeney, or the Vice- 
royalty. The subjects of peace and war, public 
defense, treaties and foreign relations, dignities, 
titles, law, treason, do not belong to the [Irish 
legislature. The law of alienage does not be- 
long to it, nor everything that belongs to ex- 
ternal trade, the coinage, and other subsidiary 
subjects. Other incapacities are impesed simi- 
lar to those contained in the bill of 1886. These 
provide for the security of religious freedom, 
the safeguarding of education, and for the se- 
curity of persenal freedom, in which we en- 
deavored to borrow one of the modern amend- 
ments to the American OConatitution. 

“Then, coming to exclusive wers, We re- 
tain the Viceroyalty of Ireland, but we divest 
itof the party character hitherto borne by 
making the appointment run six years, subject 
to the revoking power of the Crown. Then, also, 
the post is freed from all religious disability. 
{Cheers.}) Then comes s clause which may be 
considered formal, although it is of great im- 
portance, providing for the full devolution of 
executive power fromjthe sovereign upon the 
Viceroy. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 

“Thea comes an Important prevision for the 
appointment ef an Executive Committee of the 
Privy Council of Ireland. We propose to make 
thie an executive couneil for the ordinary af- 
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fairs, the Cabinet of the Viceroy. The question 
arises, Shall there be any Legislative Council? 
a decided that there ought to be such a Coun- 


“It has appeared to us to be highly incon- 
venient to aiter the numbers of the Legislative 
Assembly. If we were to increase the number, 
we do not know what the increase ought to be. 
If we were to reduce it, we run serious risks of 
causing practical inconvenience in Dublin, es- 

Clally at the time when the functions of 

nternal government come to be newly exer- 

cised, and when probably there will be a great 
deal todo. Wetherefore leave the number at 
103, and we fix the term at five years. We 
leave the constituency as it is now.” 

Next, as to the Legislative Council, Mr. Glad- 
stone said he didn’t think they would bave been 
Warranted, without some strong necessity, iu 
establishing the system of a single chamber; 
“but in Ireland,” he added, “ far from finding 
any such necessity, we look to the Legislative 
Council as enabling us to meet the expectation 
that we shall give to the minority some means 
of freer and fuller consideration of its views. 
The next thing is, Shall the Legislative Council 
be nominated or elected! We came to the con- 
clusion that a nominated Council would be a 
weak Council. {Ministerial cheers] If it should 
be made weak, the Counoil would probably enjoy 
a very short term of existence. We therefore 

ropose an elective Council, believing it to be 

he only form wherein we oan give any great 
force to the vitality of the instisution. 

“Well, then, how do we differentiate this 
Council from that popular Assembly? We pro- 
pose to fix the number at forty-eight, with an 
eight years’ term of office, the term of the popu- 
lar Assembly being less. We then constitute 
a new constituency. The Council constituency 
must,in the firat place, be associated with a 
ratable value of £2U, whereby to secure an ag- 
gregate constituency approaching 170,000 per- 
sons, including owners as well as ocoupiers, 
but subject to a provision that no owner or oo- 
oupier has a vote in more than one constitu- 
ency. Then there is no provision in the bill 
making the Legislative Council alterable by 
Irish acte. 

“ Regarding the Legislative Assembly, these 
103 members must be elected for Irish legisla- 
tive business by constituencies in Ireland. We 
make these provisions in regard to the Assembly 
alterable, in respect to electors and constituen- 
cles, after eix years, but in altering constituen- 
cies the power of the Assembly will be limited 
by the declaratory act tothe effect that due re- 
gard must be had to the distribution of popula- 

on. 

‘The bill must include a provision for meet- 
mn what is called a dead-lock. In a case where 
a bill has been adopted by the Assembly more 
than once, and where there is an interval of two 
years between the two adoptions, or a dissolu- 
tion of Parliament, then upon its second adop- 
tion the two assemblies may be required to 
meet and the fateof the bill is to be decided in 
joint assembly. Sage son? 

*“ Next, all appeals shall lie to the Privy Coun 
cil alone, not to the Council and the Lords. The 
Privy Council may try the question of the in- 
validity of any Irish act—that is, try it judicially 
and with reasonable judgment, under the initia- 
tive of the Viceroy or Secretary of State. This 
judicial committee is now recognized by us as 
the only approach we can make to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. In composing this 
judicial committee, due regard must be had to 
the different elements of nationality. [(Cheers.] 
We have not apprehended any difficulty there. 

*‘ Other clauses provide for the security of the 
emoluments of existing Judges and of officers 
generally. Then there ia a clause intended to 
correspond with the colonial validity law, the 
effect of which is that if the Irish Legislature 
should pass any act in any way contrary to the 
acts of the Imperial Parliament such law shall 
be good except in so far as it is contrary to the 
imperial enactment. Two Exchequer Judges 
shall be appointed under the authority of the 
Crown, mainly for financial business. Be- 
sides the Exchequer Judges, it is ro- 
vided that for six years all Judges 
shall be appointed as now. We do not 
reserve for the Imperial Parliament the power 
to fixemoluments. These willbe fixed in Ire- 
land and the effect will be to establish a joint 
control of these appointments. The month of 
September is probably the most convenient 
month for the Assembly to meet; therefore a 
clause provides that it shall meet on the first 
Tuesday in September. ([Prolenged Irish 
cheers.| Certain clauses secure the initiative in 
regard to money Dills to the Assembly. 

‘We are now coming to the important ques- 
tion of the constabulary. We propose a gradual 
reduction and the ultimate dissolution or dis- 
appearance of that force with the discharge of 
every —— toward them in such a way as 
will not adversely affect the interests of that 
honorable force. During the period of transi- 
tion they wil! be under the contro! of the Viceroy, 
It is contemplated that they will be replaced by 
a force Owing existence to Irish authorities in 
local areas. 


RETENTION OF IRISH MEMBERS, 

“On the important subject of the retention of 
Irish members in the Imperial Parliament, I do 
not regard and have never regarded it as touch- 
ing what are sometimes called fine principles of 
the bill. It is not included in any one of them, 


but whether it be a principle or whether it be 
not, there is no question that itis avery weighty 
and organic detail, which cute rather deep in 
some respects into the composition of the bill. 
There are strong arguments which may be 
alleged in defense of the reteptionof Irish 
members in Parliament, but there is one arau- 
meut | must put aside as a most dangerous ar- 
gument and in itself quite untenable—the argu- 
ment of those who say unless you retain the 
[rish members there is no Parliamentary su- 
premacy over lreland. 

“| entirely decline to admitthat argument I[ 
say that if you do admit it at a stroke you shat- 
ter Parliamentary supremacy in this country. 
Aithough I do not at all admit that Parlia- 
mentary supremacy depends upon the retention 
of Irish members, I yet quite admit that the re 
tention of members has great practical im- 
portance, because it visibly exhibits that su- 
premacy in a manner intelligible to the people. 
Besides, it gives Ireland a voice, and a full 
voice, in all imperial matters. (‘ Hear, hear!’’} 
It has this advantage: We cannotin our finaneial 
arrangements get rid of al! financial connection 
between the two countries, unless you are pre- 
pared to face a very inexpedient and incon- 
venient system of different sets of treaties and 
trade lawe. That being so, it must be that Brit- 
ish budgets will more or less influence Irish 
pecuniary balances. It is therefore desirable, 
for the purpose of mitigating any inconvenience 
which might thence arise, that Ireland should 
have something to say about these British 
budgets. 

“IT know no argument of an abstract, theo- 
retical, or constitutional character against the 
retention of Irish members at Westminster, 
but, to revertto an old expression which has 
become rather familiar, Ido not think it is in 
the wit of man to devise a plan for their reten- 
tion which will not be open to some serious 
practical difficulties. [Cheers.} Retention in- 
volves two points—first, as to numbers, and, 
secondly, as to voting power. Now, as tg the 
first question, that of numbers, is Ireland'to be 
fully represented in tne House? **Hear! 
Hear!’’}) Well, probably the feeling will be in 
favor of the attirmative. 

Then arises another difficulty—what Is full 
representation for Ireland! In 1884 the House 
treated Ireland in a wise and liberal spirit by 
assigning 103 members to that country. That 
number was then beyond what, according to 
the calculations of population in this country, 
Ireland was entitled to, and it is claimed thas 
unbappily the disparity has since been aggra- 
vated by adouble process. The population of 
Great Britain has increased, while that of Lre- 
land has diminished, and has now reached a 
point that, whereas it was formerly entitled to 
103 members, it would, according to the same 
ratio, now have 80. There ought to bea gen- 
eral determination to interpret full repee 
sentation as meaning representation according 
to the existing population. Speaking of full 
representation, then, I —, that the represen- 
tation in the House from Ireland would be com- 
posed of eighty Irish gentlemen. Of course it 
follows that there would have to be an election. 
These eighty members from Ireland in the 
House would probably be indisposed to recog- 
nize a commission given to 103 members, so 
when it had been determined that eighty was 
the proper number, we endeavored to arrange 
the schedule of the bill in such a manner that 
this imperial representation would —— 
not clash with representation in the Legislature 
at Dublin. 

“Now comes the greater difficulty: What 
voting power are these —T members to have ! 
Ireland is to be represented here fully. That is 
my first postulate. 

**My second postulate is that Ireland is to be 
invested with separate powers, subject, no 
doubt, to imperial authority, yet still, as we 
must from experience practically separate a 
certain independent power, as has been done in 
other Legislatures of the Empire, Ireland is to 
be endowed with separate powers over Irish 
affairs. Then the question before us is: Is she 
orisshe not to vote so strongly upon matters 
purely British 

“TI propose this question in the true Pariia- 
mentary form—aye or no! There are reasons 
both ways. We cannot cut them off in a man- 
ner perfectly clean and clear from these ques- 
tions; we cannot find an abaolutely accurate 
line of cleavage between questions that are im- 
perial questions and those that are Irish ques- 
tions. [Cheers.] Unless the Irish members are 
allowed to vote on all British questions they 
must have too little or too much, because 
there are questions which defy our efforts to 
arrange them with accuracy and precision on 
the prener side of the line as either English or 
Irish. We do not see the possibility ef ex- 
cluding them from one of the highest and most 
important functions of the House, namely, that 
of determing the com tion of the executive 
power. A vote of confidence is a simple declara- 
tion, but may be otherwise. I do not see how 
it is possible to exolude Irish members from 
voting on that at subject. Next, unless 
Irish members vote on all questions, you break 
the Parliamentary tradition. The presence of 
eighty members with o limited powers of 
voting is a serious breach of that tradition, 
which, whether you resolve to face it or no 
ought to be made the subject of most carefu 
consideration. 

“ Now come the reasons against the universal 
voting power. It is difficult to say: Everything 
on that side, Irish; everything on this side, im- 
perial. That, I think, you cannot do. If you 
ask me fora rtion, I say nine-teuths, nine- 
teen-twentie perhaps ninety-nine one-hun- 
dredths of the business of Parliament can with- 
out difficulty be classed as Irish or Imperial. 
It would be, however, a at anom if these 
olghey Irish members should come here con- 
tinually to intervene in questions purely and 
absolutely British. Jf some !argce uuestion or 
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controversy in British affairs should then come 
up causing a deep and vital severing of the two 
great parties in this House, and the members of 
those parties knew that they could bring over 
eighty members from Ireland to support their 
views, [am afraid a 6ase like that would open a 
possible door to wholesale dangerous political 
intrigue. {Hear, bear !} 

“My colleagues found themselves not well 
able to face a contingenesy of that kind. They 
inserted in the bill limitations on the voting 
power of the Irish members to exclude them, 
tirst, from voting on a Dill or motion expressly 
confined to Great Britain; second, from voting 
on a tax not levied upon Ireland; third, from 
voting on a vote of or apprepriation of money 
otherwise than for the imperial service; fourti, 
from voting on any motion or resolution ex- 
clusively affecting Great Britain. 

“The whole subject is full of thorns and 
brambles, but our object is the autonomy and 
self-government of Ireland in all matters prop- 
erly Irish. The Irish people certainly did not 
raise the difficulty to which I have just alluded 
—the retention of Irish members in the House. 
This is @ seoener matter in their eyes, and 
ought not to interfere with their principal aim. 
In face of the feeling that a shade of uncer- 
tainty still hangs over the question of retention 
of the Irish members we have affixed to the 
paragraph concerning this question the words: 
*Exoepting and until Parliament shall deter- 
mine coming financial legislation.’ 


FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 

“TI wish to supply the keynote to the financial 
part of the legislation. That keynote is to be 
found in the .provision included in our plans 
from the first,and wisely and generously ac- 
ceded to by Ireland through her representa- 


tives, that there is to be but one system of legis- 
lation for all the Kingdoms, As far as external 
things are concerned, that will ba found to en- 
tail very important consequences. It has 
guided us to the conclusion at which we have 
arrived, of unity of thé commercial legisla- 
tion for the three Kingd This in- 
eludes customs and exo duties, post 
oftice and telegrawhs. By adopting 
keynote we can attain te the most valuable 
results, and will be key to avoid the ememye | 
friction of agents of the Imperial and agents o 
the Irish Government. @ can make, under 
cover of this proposal. a larger and more liberal 
transfer to Ireland in the management of her 
own affairs than we could make if we proceeded 
on any other principle. We hope to eseape in 
this way all collection in the interior of Ireland 
of any revenue whatever by imperial authority. 

“The principle to which we are bound to give 
effect in Lrelandis: Ireland has to bear a fair 
share of the imperial expenditure. “ Hear!” 
“Hear!") The word ‘imperial’ is defined in 
the sohedule which gives the iist of imperial 
burdens. There are three modes by which this 
fair share may be apportioned. The first 
method is the lump-sum payment, adopted in 
1886. This method, we thought, should disap- 
pear naturally from the new bill, for through 
the retention of Irish representation here, 
Irish members will vote the imperial expendi- 
ture. Consequently, it would seem strange un- 
der these circumstances to revert to the 
method of lump sum. 

* Another method is what may simply be de- 
scribed as the method of a quota—that is to say, 
that Ireland shall pay 6 per cent., or 5 per 
cent., or 4 per cent., or what you please, of the 
imperial expenditure, which shall be taken out 
of the common fund. Shewill be debited to 
that extent, and will have to pay it over from 
her account toours. If you fix the quota, and 
the quota be absolutely elastio, should the im- 
perial expenditure swell, the principle of the 
quota would atill secure the relative share to be 
contributed by Ireland. 

* But there is a third method—which one we 
adopt—that of deducting from the lIrisa rev- 
enues the amount due England. There is one 
of these revenues to which the greatest diffi- 
culty adheres. When explaining the subject in 
1886 I pointed out that there was a large 
revenue localiy reecived in Ireland, but really 
belonging to Great Britain, The principal part 
of that revenue was within the Excise Depart- 
ment. With the advantage of the consideration 
which the Inland Revenue Department has had 
since the former plan was produced, we get rid 
of the difficulty altogether, as faras the inland 
revenue is concerned. - We provide that revenue 
levied in Ireland shall be revenue reaily belong- 
ing to lreland—that is, revenue from goods 
consumed in Ireland. It is not so with the 
customs. With the customs there is a large 
debt from Ireland to this country. It is not sv 
large as is involved in the case of excise,fbut 
— comes up to several hundreds of thou- 
sands. 

“If we adopted the method of a quota, we 
should expose [rish finance toe large and incon- 
venient shocks from changes introduced in 
English budgets. Imperial reasons, also, would 
perhaps make it necessary for us to do what we 
are, I think, very unwilling to do—namely, to 
give imporial officers a meddling and interven- 
ing power in relation to Irish fiscal affairs. 

* Hear! hear!” 

“The third plan is to ~ yor & particu- 
lar fund; say thie fund shall be taken Dy us and 
shall stand in acquittal of all obligations of Ire- 
land for imperial services. ‘his fund will 
sweep away all the difliculties of calculation 
and intervention which might belong to the 

uota method. Then we have the fund prac- 
tically in our hands in the management of the 
customs revenue of Ireland, which mnuat be 
British. Consequently, we shall be receivers of 
a fund which will never go near the Irish ex- 
chequer. If,it be deemed a fair and convenient 
arrangement, there can be no question of 
handing it backward and forward. We sheuld 
keep it and give Irelanda receipt in full, instead 
of coming upom her for heavy paymenis from 
year to year. 

“Then, next, the customs fund would be very 
nearly the right amount ido not know what 
the House might censider the right amount. 
Judgments might fluctuate. Some might say 4 
per cent.; some 5 per cent.; some more than 5 
percent. Butthe amount is this—2#2,430,000 
yearly, less £60,000 allowed for collection, 
leaves £2,370,000 net. With the imperial ex- 
penditure at £59,000,000, #2,370,000 is a sum 
that drops between a charge of 4 per cent, and 
a ohargo of 5 percent The irish members will 
observe that by that means everything of a 

ractioal nature we will hand over to. them. 
Though the rates of excise and the pdBt and 
telegraph rates will be a fixed, amount, the au- 
thority and the whole control over them will be 
absolutely in the hands of [rish officers. 

“The fund plan falis short of the exactitude of 
the quota plan. The latter method mects every 
exigency of peace and war, but this plan is not 
quite so exact. Questions may arise, such as 
we are assured we shall obtain from Ireland a 
fair share of assistance in a great imperial 
emergency. I, myself, am bound to say that [ 
think there is very little to fear from trusting 
the patriotiem and liberality of the Irish Legis- 
lature. [Opposition ories of “Oh!” “Oh!” 
and cheers from members on the Government 
penches.| Stinginess was never a vice of the 
Irish people, and if we look forward very 
much, I am afraid her suffering will be due to 
generous extravagance rather than to mean- 
ness. 

‘*When we come to a state of war we have to 
leok to several sources—customs, exolse, and 
income tax. With regard to customs, we pro- 
pose to leave them in our hands so that there 
oan be no difficulty in adapting contributions, 
60 far as custome are concerned. With regard 
to excise, we have in view a proposition to re- 
tain considerable control in our hands, which 
considerable power will enable Great Britain to 
make sure of having aid from Ireland if she 
thinks such provision necessary. 

“The Irish balance sheet stands thus: On 
credit side would appear exoise, £3,220,000; 
local taxation, which goes over stemps, income 

exeise licenses, which are £1,495,000; 
postal revenue, £740,000; Crown lands, 
£65,000; miscellameous, £140,000, making ao 
total of £5,660,000. On the other side, Ireland 
takes ever the whole of the civil charges with 
the exception of the constabulary charges of 
£3,110, , inland revenue, £160,000, and 
ostal service, £760,000. We propose that Ire- 
and shall take part of the constabulary charges, 
amounting to £1,000,000. This will bring the 
Irish charges to £5,160,000. We propose that 
she shall receive against that the items I have 
aed to her credit, amounting to £5,660,000, 
hus she will have a clear surplus of £500,000 
with whioh to start on her mission. 


A PLEA FOR IRELAND. 

“TIT will now release the House from the pain- 
ful consideration of details, which it has pur- 
sued with unexampled patience. I have tried 
to convey the fundamental conception and 
spiritof the scheme. I submit that the plan 


may be imperfeot, but I hope that it will receive 
impartial consideration. Although there may 
be friendly and unfriendly criticisms, | hope [ 
shall not give offense when I express my deep 
conviction that a plan closely resembling this, 
if net the present proposa of an identical 
Legislative Chamber for Ireland may shortly 
become law. 

“There is one risk, and that is, thatif this 
controversy 1s unduly and unwarrantedly pro- 
longed, the demand for self-government, in re- 
gard to Irish affairs, may become a demand for 
the repeal of the union and the establishment 
of dual supremacy in these islands. I hope that 
the ship of state will be steered from that rook. 
I would ask you to contrast the present condi- 
tion of the Irish people with what it was at the 
time of Bwift, when the Irish Ascendenoy Par- 
liament begged to be admitted to the British 
Parliament and was refused, or with what it 
was in the beginning of the century immedi- 
ately, after the union, when Irish voters were 
trooped tothe poll for the simple purpose of 
recording their votes in order to return land- 
lords to Parliament. 

“We have conciuded that we have before us 
now a different state of things. Ireland has on 
her side the memory of vast victories, earned 
by the sweat of labor, but really earned and re- 
corded in her behalf. Ireland has mighty sym- 
— She requires this larger and stronger 
siand. She has obtained the au e@ of Seot- 
land and the sutirage of Wales, and in the short 
space of seven years she has changed a majority 
more than 200 against her in England to one- 
third that mumber. She was atinted in fran- 
chise and means of representation. Now she 
possesses a most extended franchise, with most 
perfect protection. 

“Her remaining objects she has not yet at 
tained to, but she looks forward to the attain- 
ment of them with mere means in her hands. 
One other source of strength she has—the 
moderation of her demands [‘ Hear, hear!’! 
She has, ever since 1886, if not before, but une- 
quivocally and nationally since, abandoned the 
whole argument that, perhaps, she was en- 
titled make on the subject of the 
act of union. She has asked you to 
save for yourselves every imperial power. 
She has consented to accept the House of 
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Commons and the universal supremacy of the 
empire. In return, she has asked you only that 
ehe have the management of her own affairs, 
which reason and justice, combined with the 
voice of her people, f hope, will soon move this 
nation to say shall be awarded her. If this is to 
be the end of the matter, I think dispassionate 
men would say,the sooner ended the better; the 
sooner we stampthe seal which will efface all 
our former snimosities and open the era of 
peace and good-will—the sooner done the better. 

“But these are matters which human vision 
“is hardly equal to penetrating. I must say 
however, for my own part, that I never wil 
and never can be a party to bequeathing to my 
p vee po Beg continuance of this heritage of dis- 
cord which has been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, with h y¥ momentary 
interruption, through seven centuries—this her- 
itage of discord with all the evils that follow in 
its train. I wish no part nor lot in that process. 
It would be misery for me if I had foregone or 
omitted in these closing years of my life any 
measure it was possible for me to take toward 
upholding and promoting the cause which I be- 
lieve to be the cause, not of party or one nation, 
but of all parties and all nations. To these 
nations, viewing them as I do with their vast 
opportunities under a living union for power 
and pepeenen, to these nations [say: Let me 
entreat you—if it were my latest breath, [ 
would so entreat you—let the dead bury their 
dead and cast behind you forever reeollections 
of bygone evils; cherish, love, and sustain one 
another through all vicissitudes of human 
affairs In times that are to come.” | Prolonged 
Liberal cheers. | 

When the cheering had died out Sir Edward 
Clark, who was Attorney General in the Salis- 
bury Administration, congratulated Mr. Glad- 
stone on the magnificent physical effort which 
he had just made and then proceeded to attack 
the bill, dwelling with particular severity upon 
the absence of any provisions which would re- 
Move the objections of the people of Ulster to 
home rule. 

Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite for North 
Kerry, paid a glowing tribute to Mr. Gladstone 
for his steadfastness in the cause of home rule 
and to the intellectual power which he had 
shown in laying the bill before the House. He 
declared that its provisions were, on the whole, 
better than those of the bill of 1886, 


THE HOME RULE BILL OF 1886. 


REMARKABLE SCENES WHICH MARKED 
ITS INTRODUCTION AND DEFEAT. 


The scenes which marked the introduction of 
the Home Rule bill April 8, 1886, and the events 
which resulted, following in quick succession 
until they finally culminated in the dissolution 
of Parliament on the 10th of the succeeding 
June, form an interesting chapter in English 
Parliamentary history. The Conservative Gov- 
ernment was defeated and Gladstone asked to 
take office Jan. 28, 1886. The Ministry was os- 
tensibly formed on the basis of ‘examination 
and inquiry.”” Mr. Gladstone, convinced by ex- 
perience of the futility of coercion, was anx- 
fous to wash his hands of “separate and ro- 
strictive criminal legislation,’ and satisfy the 
national desires of the Irish people in a way to 
end the Irish question. 

In his speech to his constituents on taking 
office he indicated the task that he had set be- 
fore himself, which was toevolve a scheme of 
comprehensive legislation dealing with the 
question of social order, the agrarian difficulty, 
and the demand for self-government in Ireland. 
The country was impatient for information re- 
garding the plan of legislation, but the Irish ques- 
tion was postponed until the close of the financial 
year. Thefollowers of Mr. Giadstone hoped 
thatthe country would become familiar with 
the idea of home rule, and thatthe prestige of 
their leader would carry through a project that 


contained adequate safeguards for the pres- 
ervation of the imperial union. 

The difficulty of uniting the Liberai Party on 
any plan ihat would be acceptable’ to the Na- 
tionalists appeared during the discussion of 
the subject in the Cabinet. After the Marquis 
of Hartington had publicly announced his 
readiness to lead a secession of Liberals, it be- 
came known that Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Trevelyan had refused to accept Mr. Glad- 
stone’s measure, though their formal resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet was not announced uatil 
just before the presentation of the bill. Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Trevelyan, though foes 
of separation, had taken office with such pro- 
nounced home rulers as Joba Morley and Lord 
Rosebery. 

It was under these far from auspicious condi- 
tions that the bill ** to amend the provision for 
the future government of ireland,’’ which pro- 
vided for the establishment in Ireland of a sep- 
orate executive Government, aolely responsible 
to a legislature sitting in UDublin, and with com- 
plete power to change the civil and eriminal 
law, to deal with reer i | contracts, and to reg- 
ulate the protection of life and property was 
introduced April 8. The Crown, the army and, 
navy, toreigu and colonial affairs, trade, naviga- 
tion, and currency, and the endowment of relig- 
ious bodies were excluded from the scope of 
Irish legislation, though some of them were 
clearly left at the mercy of Irish administra- 
tion. A veto was reserved for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, which was to be exercised subject to 
the advice of his Irish ministers. 

Another safeguard was the division of the 
single assembly into two orders, voting apart 
in oase of difference, the first order to be oom- 
posed of representative peers and members, 
with a high pecuniary qualification, elected by 
persons posesseng £25 a year; the second 
chosen by household suffrage. Inthe event of 
disagreement the measure voted upon would 
be suspended three years, or until a dissolution. 
The Irish representation in the British Pariia- 
ment was to be abolished. It was originally in- 
tended to give the Irish Parliament control over 
customs and excise, but the possibility of a pro- 
tective tariff against British manufacturers 
drew protests from two or three more members 
of the Cabinet, so that this provision was left 
out. The exclusion of Irish members from 
Westminster, therefore, violated the constitu- 
tional rule that taxation and representation go 
together. The Irish contribution to the im- 
perial revenue was fixed at £3,242,000, which 
Was considered unreasonably low by the op- 

onents of the measure, while, on the other 

and, Mr. Parnell denounced it as a hard bar- 


ain. 

The Land Purehase bill, which was the com- 

lement of the Irish Government bill, was 

rought in on April 13. The amount required 
for the credit operation was in the revised esti- 
mate reckoned at £50,000,000. Every iand- 
lord was to have the option of selling his estate 
to a State authority, appointed by the Irish 
Parliament, which would transfer the land to 
the tenants. The money required was to be ad- 
vanced on the credit of the Imperial Govern- 
ment by an issue of consols; the repayment, 
principal and interest, was to be made by the 
tenants in installments, spread over forty-nine 
years. The price was to be fixed by a Land 
Commission on the nominal basis of twenty 
years’ purchase, but with power to diminish or 
inorease it or to reject the application. 

The next charge was to be paid over, together 
with all the proceeds of Irish taxation, to a re- 
eeirer general appointed by the British Goy- 
ernment, an arrangement censured by Mr. Par- 
nell as an unnecessary and offensive precaution. 
The repayment of the advances was to be the 
first oharge onthe whole fund, which, it was 
pointed out, might reduce Ireland to bank- 
ruptey if rents were largely unpaid. The crit- 
ics of the measure apprehended that if the 
British Government undertook to buy out the 
Irish landlords it would have to advance per- 
haps £300,000,000, and that the Irish tenantry 
would refuse to pay for the land and leave the 
British taxpayers to bear the expenses of giv- 
ing them their farms at * prairie value.’ 

The interest shown in the introduction of the 
home rule bill was tremendous, and as early as 
5 o@clock on the morning of April 8 crowds 
began to gather about Westminster, and when 
the doors were opened there was arush which 
nothing could stop. The London correspondent 
of Tuk New-York Times described the soene in 
a cable dispatch, published April 9, as follows: 

“The scramble for seats was terrific among 
the outsiders. Ladies began to come at 10 
o’elock, and at noon one could see Duchesses 
sitting on the stairs eating penny buns while 
waiting for the doors to open. Later on a ocuri- 
ous sight was presented in the Commons lobby, 
when the peers formedacue at the door of 
their gallery waiting for it to open, and were 
ordered about by lackeys like common mortals. 
~ * = When the door was opened the peers 
made a grand rush like a crowd in the gallery 
of a theatre, even the dignified lord Spencer 
jumping over the seats like hoedlum to gain the 
frontrow. The Prince of Wales, Prince Victor, 
and Prince Christian sat over the clock watch- 
ing the proceedings glumily. Members, stran- 
gers, peers, and diplomats were all packed in 
like sardines. 

“The ap ps of Mr. Gladstone outside of 
the House of Commons was inspiringly impress- 
ive. Dense crowds stood for hours in a pouring 
rain waiting for him to come. It has been 
many ayearsince Queen Victoria herself has 
heard such cheers as thundered all the way 
from Downing Street to the Houses. As he rode 
beside his wife, bare-headed, bowing his thanks 
from an open carriage, and holding an umbrella, 
the crowd became s0 enthustastic that it forced 
ite way past the policeand filled the palace yard 
after him, cheering fervently.” 

It was late in the afternoon when the Speaker 
called upon Mr. Gladatone to take the floor. He 
rose and met with the most prolonged outburat 
of cheering ever heard in the House of Com- 
mons. When he was finally permitted to speak, 








his first words were almost inaudible. His 
voloe seemed hardly equal to the great task be- 
fore him. This, however, quickly disappeared, 
and when he had spoken a few sentences he 
** found his voice.”” As soon as he had steadied 
himself to his task his voice grew even, clear, 
strong, and eventually penetrating, ringing, 
sonorous, and captivating. His speech, prob- 
ably the best of nis life, was punctuated with 
&pplause, and there was no sign of dissent.. 

After Mr. Gladstone’s speech the house rapid- 
ly thinned out without waiting to hear Mr. 
Trevelyan, Mr. Chamberlain, and Mr. Parnell. 
Mr. Chamberlain was, not allowed to state his 
main objection to the scheme, which embraced 
the “moral obligation” to buy out the land- 
lords, and eeopenes an imperial guarantee of 
£120,000,000, He denounced the home-rule 
measure as not providing sufficient safeguarde 
for imperial unity or for the rights of the minor- 
ity. Lord Hartington accused Mr. Gladstone of 
political immorality in presenting a scheme 
that was not a part of the “authorized pro- 
gramme” of the Autumn elections, though that 
programme embraced little beyond the return 
Fatt under the lead of the “Grand Old 

an.” 

May 10 the debate opened, Gladstone moving 
the second reading of the bill He then pro- 
ceeded to speak upon it, explaining his posi- 
tion, and answering some of the leading objec- 
tions toit. Before the proposed measure was 
read for the second time, which occurred June 
7, the Liberal-Unionists formed an association 
under Lord Hartington. Mr. Chamberlain, not 
wishing to — himself against every form of 
home rule, held aloof from the organization. 
Mr. Jesse Collimgs, as well as Mr. Chamberlain 
and other early leaders, parted company with 
the National Liberal Federation. Mr. Gladstone 
offered to recast the bill so to admit Irish repre- 
sentatives to the British Parliament, but insisted 
on the principle of Irish autonomy. His con- 
cession was supposed to have won over enough 
of Mr. Chamberlain’s followers to osrry the bill 
The principle of a Governmentin Ireland, with 
the control of affairs specifically and exclusive- 
ly Irish, was the question determined in the vote 
on the second reading. The Irish members ex- 
tolled Mr. Gladstone and contrasted his pro- 
ry solution of the Irish question with that of 

ord Salisbury, who would settle it with 
“twenty sears’ resolute government.” 

Instead of the adherence of many ** waverers”’ 
ameng the followers of Chamberlain, fifty Rad- 
foals were persuaded by Mr. Chamberlain and 
Mr. Trevelyan not merely to abstain from 
voting, but to vote against the bill, on the sec- 
ond reading, asthe Whigs who followed Lord 
Hartington were certain todo. Asa result, the 
vote went against the Goverment by a majority 
of 30, the vote being 341 to 311. All the Con- 
servatives voted except 2, who were ill, but 10 
Liberals were absent and 1 Parnellite., 

The excitement during the division is said to 
have had no paraliel in the history of the House 
of Commons. Lord Randolph Churohill was 
the first to discover that the Government was 
defeated, and waving his hat he aroused the 
enthusiasm of the opposition. When the tigures 
were announced, the noise was deafening. The 
Parnellites rose and challenged tlie vote. Mr. 
O’Connor called for cheers forthe ‘Grand Old 
Man,” which were given with a gusto by the 
Government supporters, and Sir William Har- 
court and his companions rose and bowed to 
Mr. Gladstone, who was somewhat embarrassed. 
The Parnellites called for groans for Chamber- 
lain, which weregiven with shouts of * Traitor’ 
and “Judas Iscariot.” When order had been 
restored, Mr. Gladstone rose, white and trem- 
bling, and moved adjournment until the 10th. 
lt was a historical scene—the greatest since the 
passage of the Reform Act of 1832. Dissolu- 
tion was announced June 10, and Parliament 
was prorogued June 25, mueh unfinished busi- 
ness being dropped in order to wind up the 
session. 

In the general election which followed, the 
Liverals under the lead of the Marquis of 
Hartington, and to a great extent those con- 
trolled by Mr. Chamberlain, coalesced with the 
Tories. Insome constituencies the Conserva- 
tives opposed the dissentient Liberal candi- 
dates and won through the division in the 
Liberal ranks. In; strongly Liberal districts 
they set up no opposition candidates, but gave 
the whole bf vote to the Liberal seceder, bal- 
ancing the ballota cast for the regular Liberal 
candidates. In many others the Conservatives 
won through the abstention of the dissentiont 
Liberals. 

In the decision on the Home Rule bill, 228 
Liberals voted with the Government and 93 
against the bill. Five-sixths of the Liberal 
peers and four-fifths of the Liberal capitalists 
supported the seceders, but nineteen-twentieths 
of the Liberal democracy clung to Mr. Glad- 
stone. The new Parliament was composed of 
316 Conservatives, 74 Union-Liberals, 196 
Gladstone Liberals, and 84 Parnellites, giving 
the Unionists a majority of 390 against 280 
Gladstone Home Rulers. Lord pe poy | pro- 
noun@ed the result of the election ‘an irrevo- 
cable verdict against home rule.” Mr. Glad- 
stone, on the other hand, saw “advantages in 
apolicy thatis affirmative, definite, and com- 
plete, over a combination that agrees only in 
negations.” For the ultimate triumph of his 
ideas the defeated statesman deemed it ‘‘a 
mighty advantage to haye a nation at our back, 
for a nation never dies.” 

‘The regular Liberals polled 1,344,000 votes in 
Great Britain, the seceders 379,000, and the 
Tories 1,041,000. The popular vote in Scotland 
in favoror the Gladstone policy was 3 to 2, in 
Wales 5 tol, andin Ireland 4¥2tol. The Rad- 
ioals led by Joseph Chamberlain were not abso- 
lutely opposed to home rule, but only to the 
scheme propounded by Gladstone. 

July 21, after the elections and before the 
meeting of Parliament, the Home-Rule Ministry 
resigned. The Marquis of Salisbury in under- 
taking to form a new Ministry sought ineffectu- 
ally the direct co-operation of Lord Hartington 
and the Unionist-Liberals, and was compelled 
to select his associates entirely from the Tory 
Party. The newly-elected Parliament assem- 
bled on Aug. 5.

SPEECHES IN HIS HONOR AT BROOKLYN 
UNION LEAGUE’S DINNER. 


IN 


The anniversary of the birth of Abraham Lin- 
coln was celebrated last evening by the Unien 
League Club of Brooklyn by a dinner at the 
clubhouse in Bedford Avenue. About 300 
well-known men sat down to the tables, ad- 
mired the artistic floral decorations of the 
room, and applauded the remarks of the speak- 
ers. 

President Howard M. Smith was confined to 
his house by a sudden illness, and had to send 
his regrets at the last minute. Vice President 
Benjamin F. Blair took his place, and, after the 
cigars were lighted, made a brief speech about 
the patriotism that prevails in the Union 
League and about the dinners that have been 
given on past anniversaries of Lincoln’s birth 
and those that it is proposed to give in the 
future. 

Mr. Blair introduced Frederick Douglass, 
who for half an hour amused his hearers and, 
at times, saddened them by his personal recol- 
lections of the martyred President. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry L. Wayland of Phila- 
delphia followed Mr, Douglass, and drew sev- 
eral morals from the life of Lincoln. He, in 
turn, gave way to ex-Congressman 8. V. White, 


whose toast was ‘‘ The Financial Policy of Lin- 
coln and His Cabinet.” Mr. White drew a par- 
allel between the condition of the country in 
1863 and in 1893, and closed by making a 
strong argument In favor of sound money and a 
gold basis. 

“Republican Principles” was the toast as- 
signed to Edward 8. Wallace, ex-Mayor of 
Springfield, Ohio, and he maintained that the 
“Grand Old Party’ waa stillon the right side 
of all questions and was morally certain to re- 
- the confidence of the people in a short 

me.

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CAPTURE OF A DESPERADO, 


DETECTIVES ARREST PATRICK wM’GUIRE, 
A BURGLAR AND ESCAPED CONVICT. 


Patrick MoGuire, a desperate criminal, wae 
captured on Saturday night by Detective Ser- 
geant Michael J. Reap and Detective Holland. 
Reap had been instrumental in sending Me- 
Guire te State prison for burglary and felonious 
assault over two years ago, and at that time 
MoGuire had threatened to kill the deteotive 
whenever he got out of prison. 

After spending some time in Sing Sing, Me- 
Guire was transferred to Clinton Prison, and 
there he so successfully feigned insanity that 
he completely hoodwinked the prison physician 
and Warden and was committed to the State 
Asylum for Insane Criminals at Fishkill Land- 
ing, whence he escaped last July, and remained 
at large until Saturday night. In this period of 
liberty he committed a number of burglaries. 

The orime for which he had been originally 
arrested was a particularly atrocious one. Pre 
vious to this he had served several terms in 
prison for petty thefts. On the morning of Oot. 
18, 1889, be breke into Morris Dannenberg’s 
millenery store at 73 Orchard Street. The neise 
he made awakened Dannenberg and his wife, 
who slept in rooms over the store. Dannenberg 


hurried on some clothes and went down staira 
into the store. McGuire was crouched behind a 
show-case. As Dannenberg approached, the 
burglar sprang upon him and felled him to the 
floor with a blow of asteel “jimmy.” Then he 
beat the unfortunate milliner about the head 
until he became insensible. 

Detective Reap, who was attached to the El 
dridge Street Police Station, succeeded in ar- 
resting McGuire less than a week after the com- 
mission of the crime. MoGuire, through the 
testimeny procured by Reap, was convicted on 
Nov. 7, 1890, in the Court of General Sessions, 
and Judge Fitzgerald sentenced him to ten 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor. 

On July 25, 1892, the prisoner escaped from 
the Fishkill Landing Asylum. Reap by this 
time had been made a Detective Sergeant and 
was on duty in the Detective Bureau at Police 
Headquarters. Inspector McLaughlin gave 
Reap and his partner, Detective Holland, par- 
ticular instructions to keep a sharp lookout for 
the escaped burglar. For a long time there waa 
noclueto his whereabouts, although the de- 
tectives were positive that he was in thie city. 

In January several robberies in West Harlem 
were reported to the police. They appeared te 
be the work of a bold and skillful burglar. The 
houses were invariably entered through the 
basement window. Onthe morning of the 4th 
inst. the-residence of G. Maltby, 22 West One 
Hundred and Thirtieth Street, was entered in 
this manner and $300 worth of silverware was 
carried off. Three mornings later the residence 
of John B. Brosseau, 413 Lenox Avenue, was 
visited, evidently by the same thief, and $500 
worth of silver was stolen. 

Lete on Saturday night the burglar was 
tracked to a lodging house at 324 East Twenty- 
second Street, within a stone’s throw of the 
Eighteenth Precinct Police Station. The de 
tectives were upon him as he was entering the 
house and took him by surprise. He resisted, 
but was quickly overpowered and handouffed. 
Then he was searched, andin his outside coat 

ocket was found an open jack knife, with the 

lade ground down to a point and keen 
as 2 razor He was taken to Police 
Headquarters, and then his room was 
searched. In it the officers found asilver spoon 
marked “G. M. D.,” which was subsequently 
identifed by Mr. Brosseau as having been 
among the property stolen from his house, a 
file, a brace and bit, a pair of key nippers, anda 
rare Chinese coin. It was ascertained that Mo- 
Guire had occupied the room in the lodging 
house for two months. 

Superintendent Allison of the State Asylum 
for Insane Criminals at Fishkill Landing was in- 
formed of McGuire’s capture, and replied that 
he would send an officer for him. State Detec- 
tive Jackeon of Sing Sing Prison had lodged +] 
detainer against the prisoner for the balance o 
the term of imprisoument that he owes the 
State. He is again shamming insanity, but this 

lea will not serve him new, and he will doubt- 
ess be surrendered to Jackson. He was ar 
raigned before Justice Taintor at the Essex 
Market Police Court yesterday and was re- 
manded for examination. 

MoGuire is 38 years of age and sara that he ia 
@ jeweler by trade. He was a momber of the 
notorious ““Whyo” gang untii it wes disrupted 
by the execution of its leadar, “Danay”’ ;

That fungoid upon Cupid’s bower, the “ com- 
le’ valentine, has some curious peoullarities. 
Devised as a cowardly and abusive anonymous 
attack upon some real or fancied peculiarity in 
the recipient, it seemed to attain its full 
growth at the start and never to have developed 
any new feature. Generally witless in its 
abusive form, its very grotesqueness of 
form has a certain interest. Every year the 
“comic” valentines are printed over again, 
with never a new subject, a uew feature, anew 
sorap of doggerel attached, or even a new color 
in the printing. Red, blue, yellow, and green— 
there is no relief to the monotony of their repe- 
tition. 

But it is interesting to note how the principle 
ef natural selection works, even among these 
dreadful productions, and that the fittest sur- 
vive. From a pile of a hundred of these sheets 
im a dealer’s shop, about half a dozen were 
picked out, which in the drawing of the 
“picture,” the style of execution, and the tag 
of rhyme, are simply archaic. Yetin each of 
these the idea has a distinot form, and the 


joture and rhyme alike are driven straight 
oone in directer fashion than in many of the 
productions of later years. 

One of them shows aroom with furniture al- 
most of colonial times, and a woman and child 
dressed in the fashion of many years ago. No 
such drawing or composition would be possible 
in a “comic” valentine whose plate was made 
within forty years. The woman is shown two- 
faced, with a sanctimonious visage on one side, 
where she carries in her hand a big Prayer 
Book and is seen entering a church 
doorway upon whose pillar are a cross and holy- 
Water cup. On the other side the woman's 
face is distorted with rage, and with her skinny 
band she claws and beats a little child dressed 
as quaintly as the woman herself. There is a 
oouplet: 

“ A Bigot you are of the very worst stamp, 

Crueily beating your own little Lamb.” 

Wherein the sentiment outruns the rhyme. 

In another one of these pictures there is a 
house which is exactly such a house as is shown 
fin the cuts in the old New-England Primer. 
In the foreground are a hideous old woman, 
‘tricked out in wonderful finery of nobody 
‘knows what date, and a barefooted and ragged 
boy. The old woman holds a giddy little 

arasol over her head, from which has fallen 
ee false hair, which the boy is holding up in 
giee. He cries: 

~ Absorbed in thought about a Wedding Ring. 

Hey! Hey! mistress—you lost something!” 

In another of these amazing old ones are seen 
@ young womanand a young man who have 
tried to skate. The man has fallen fiat on his 
‘back, his head banging against the ice, while his 
‘feet, shod with greatcurving steels, between the 
oid, old “rockers” and the “ pigtails,” fly high 
+ 4m the air. He has upset the girl, who is falling, 

kicking up her skirts and showinga gigantic hoop- 

‘ekirt, white stockings, and pantalettes. The 

man’s dress, as well as hers, dimly recalls what 

‘one might have forgotten of some fashion 

plates in Harper’s Mayazine during the fifties. 

The poem attached shows a biending of the 

raillery and metrical skill of the “comico” writ- 

er of the period: 

“To the Park you go with your sweetheart nice, 

To show her your art on @ plane of ics; 

But alas! the joy has fied, 

For you fall and her hoops fiy over her head! 
In Winter, I opine, 

You are wo stiff for a valentine.” 

Of the more modern “comics” there is not 
much to say but in condemnation. Here, for 
instance, is a brutal attack upon that noble 
animal, a policeman. He is represented as of a 
dreadful countenance and tickling a lantern- 
jawed housemaid under the chin, who grins like 
acat. The rhyme runs in such pleasant phrase 
as this: 

A COP. 

“You worthless, trifling vagabond! of depravity a 

pattern, 

You spend hours the city pays for spooning with 

i some kitchen slattern; 

‘Honest folks can get no service unless liberally they 


' fee you; 
“While the Vilest felon you'd let escape, had he boodle 
enough to ‘see’ you.”’ 

The popular hatred of plumbers and the pro- 
~fessors of the allied art of the tinsmith is seen 
'dm the following spirited apostrophe: 

“You miserable clipper of tin ! 
You boozy old swiller of gin! 
There's naught in the way ofa sin 
That you're not a graduate in. 
But some day the Devil will pin 
Yon, and tucking you under his fin, 
In spite of your howls and your din, 
Down to sheol with you he will spin.” 

The way that the writers of “‘comio” valen- 
tines pitch into the Irish isenough to discour- 
age a citizen of New-York. No other nationali- 
ty isso continually assailed. A picture of an 
old woman smoking a pipe and leaning on a 
fence while her big green sunbonnet flaps in 
wind, is lapeled ‘*‘ Gossiping Wash Lady.’’ The 
verse ise more ambitious in methical construc- 
tion than most of them: 

* For aught except gossip, you don’t care a toss-up; 
Your tongue like a piece of machinery goes, 

As you lean oer the fences to exchange confidences 

ith other fine ladies and washers of clothes; 


* You're an elegant creature (!) in every feature, 
As ugly as >atan from topknot to toes, 
You've a lip like a prairie, and milk in a dairy 
I’m certain would sour at the sight of your nose.” 

Atype of this kind of valentine based upon 
facial peculiarity is this one, addressed to a 
young woman possessing a large mouth. The 
picture is hideous beyond telling, and the rhyme 
runs: 

'** Ig ita tunnel, where the cars go in? 

Is it a graveyard with the stones within? 
Not so! By ail the darkies of the South ! 
"Tis but the opening of your uely mouth. 
4 daily fill that mouth with decent food 

ould put a rich man in despairing mood. 

Go West, os maid, while you are young and able, 
And hire that opening for a horse's stable.” 

Some German “comics,” imported to fill a 
eertain want, are of a different character. The 
pictures are emaller, drawn by artists, and 
some of them printed in colors. These, too, 
show fashions in men’s and women’s dress of 
half a century ago. Many of the subjects ap- 
proach nearly to the indelicate.

A NEW RAPID-TRANSIT BILL, 


——_@-—_—— 
THE SCHEME FOR THE CITY TO BUILD 
AND OWN THE ROADS, 


ALBANY, Feb. 13.—A new Rapid-Transit bill 
was dropped into the Assembly box to-night by 
Mr. Ellison, (Dem., New-York.) In some re- 
spects the bill is different from that introduced 
ajfew weeks ago by Mr. Percival Farquhar, 
(Dem., New-York.) The latter’s original inten- 
tion was to provide that the city should con- 
struct the road and pay for it, but after he 
had been to New-York and talked the matter 
over with real estate men and politicians, hoe 
returned to Albany apd offered a bill which 


simply legislated the present commissioners 
out of office, and which permitted a private 
corporation to build the road. 

Mr. Ellison’s bill goes as far as Mr. Far- 
quhar’s original intentions. It authorizes the 
city to construct the rapid-transit road, after 
the question shall have been put to a public 
a Pm majority of citizens have declared 

erefor. 


The Harnett committee of real estate men 
completed yesterday the draft of its amendment 
to the Rapid-Transit act, and William B. Ellison 
of the Twenty-third District offered it in the As- 


sembly. Mr. Ellison promised to work for the 
bil. Mr. Farquhar, with whom the experi- 
ences of the committee were not wholly 
happy, also announced himseif satisfied yes- 
terday that private capital would not under- 
take to build the road. He offered to join in the 
committee’s effort. 

There is no attempt in the committee's bill to 
change existing laws except by additions. Pri- 
vate capital thus will have as good a chance as 
ever. Failing to sell the franchise to a private 
company, however, the Rapid-Transit Commis- 
sioners ‘must cause the question whether such 
railway or railways shall be constructed at the 
public expense and operated to be submitted to 
the vote of the qualified electors of the city, and 
to that end it shall be the duty of the board, at 
least thirty days prior to the next general elec- 
tion, to file with the public officer or officers 
who may be charged with the duty of printing 
the ballots to be used at such election a request 
that separate ballots be printed and supplied to 
such electors, one-half in number of whichsball 
read, ‘For municipal construction of rapid- 
transit road,’ and the other half in number of 
said ballots shall read, ‘ Against municipal con- 
struction of rapid-transit road.’ 

“If the popular vote shall declare for munici- 
pal construction, the Rapid-Transit Commis- 
sioners, in behalf of the city, shall contract for 
the construction of the road or roadsin such 
manner asthe Commissioners shall deem best 
for public interests. The construction company 
or contractor must not only build, but equip 
and operate the road for a term of years and 
pay for the privilege into the City Treasury a 
rental annually, which shall not be leas than 
the interest upon the bonds issued by the city 
for the cost of construction and 2 per oént. ad- 
ditional upon the whole amount of such bonds. 
The operating company must give a bondin a 
sum considered by the Commissioners sufficient 
to insure the faithful performance of the ‘con- 
tract. In case of the company’s failure, the 
Commissioners may take possession and operate 
the road or make another contract. 

“ The Commissioners must advertise for pro- 

posals. They may draw on the Controller for 
funds, which shall be provided by sales of 
bonds bearing interest at not more than 3 per 
cent. Such bonds shall be free from taxation 
and shall be redeemed at maturity out of the 
sinking fund created for them by the payment 
on the part of the operating company of 2 per 
eent. annually above the interest charges. The 
Commissioners may acquire all necessary real 
estate under the proceedings usual in con- 
demnation, and the road or roads so constructed 
shall be and remain the absolute property of the 
city, and shall be deemed to be a part of the 
yublic streets and highways, to be used and en- 
oyed by the public upon the payment of such 
fares and tolls and subject to such reasonable 
rules and regulations as may be imposed and 
provided for by the Rapid-Transit Commis- 
sioners.”’ 





MONETARY DELEGATES, 


—— 
ENGAGED IN PREPARING A REPORT OF 
THE CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The United States 
delegates to the International Monetary Con- 
ference, which met in Brussels last November 
and adjourned in January to reassemble in 
Paris, May 30, are in the city for the purpose of 
presenting to President Harrison their report of 
the proceedingsof the conference. They spent 
all of to-day at the residence of Senator Allison 
discussing the points of the document, and will 
meet again to-morrow afternoon, when it will 
be signed. 

The report will state, it is said, that, in the 
opinion of the delegates from this country, 
there was avery much better feeling toward 
the objects sought to be accomplished manifest- 


ed at the close of the conference than at its 
beginning. This was shown, they say, 
by the fact that at first the delega 
tion from this country received but 
scant attention, while at the end there 
was no delegation more sought. after. 
At first the foreign members of the conference 
expressed an unwillingness to engage in an 
academie discussion of the question, preferring 
a practical one, but the delegates from this 
country advocated a presentation of principles 
underlying bimetallism, and with such success 
that the discussions took the form that they 
suggested and the matter was discussed in all 
of ite phases, theoretical and practical 

One of the delegates said that if there had not 
been a change of feeling on the part of the for- 
eign members of the conference the adjournment 
in January would have been sine die instead of 
until May 30. The United States delegates hope 
for substantial results from the adjourned 
meeting in Paris, believing that the foreign del- 
egates to the conference will come to that 
meeting with specific inatractions which 
will authorize them to come to some conclusion 
npon the subject. Instructions of this character 
were lacking at the conference at Brussels. 
Great Britain hoids the key of the situation, and 
the change of opinion expressed by the dele- 
gates from that country, with the exception of 
Mr. Bertrand Currie, gives the United States 
delegates a substantial basis for the hope that 
at the meeting in Paris the attitude of Great 
Britain will not be unfriendly to silver. 
The delegates from the United States, it is 
said, will place their resignations at the disposal 
of President-elect Cleveland, but whether or 
not any change in the personnel of the delega- 
tion will be made cannot be stated.

INVESTIGATE GEN. PLUME—BILL

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 13.—Ex-Gov. Abbett’s 
name was not sent to the Senate to-night. The 
delay is due to the fact that if the nomination 
had been made to-night its immediate confirma- 
tion would have been defeated by Senator 
Adrain’s objection, and that it could not have 
been called up until to-morrow, and to-morrow 
Mr. Daly of Hudson, whose vote is needed for 
confirmation, cannot be in attendance. 

The Governor nominated Charles H. Zimmer- 
man for Chief of the Labor Statistics Bureau, in 


place of Bishop, and renominated Judge Mo- 
Cormack cf Union. 

Senator Daly raked over Major Gen. Plume’s 
National Guard disorganization order of last 
Fall, the one he made to defeat Wanser’s elec- 
tion to the Major Generalship, and then offered 
a resolution forthe appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate the matter to find by what 
authority Gen. Plume acted, and whether the 
National Guard cannot get along better witb- 
out a Major General and a division staff. Sena- 
tors Keyes, Marsh, and Rogers were appointed 
to make the investigation. 

Mr. Lane of Union introduced a race-track 
bill inte the House. It forbids racing between 
the end of November and the ist of April. It 
also authorizes the Governor to send his State 
police on the tracks that violate the act, and if 
the State police do not answer the demands the 
Btate militia may be called on. Violation 
of the act can be visited with a fine of $1,000 to 
$10,000 or two years’ imprisonment, or both.

TELEGRAPH OFFICIALS TO ATTEND. 


THEY WILL GO TO LOUISVILLE IN A 
SPECIAL CAR. 


The Directors of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company met yesterday morning to take action 
on the death of President Dr. Norvin Green. 
George J. Gould, John T. Terry, Samuel Sloan, 
Thomas T. Eckert, John Van Horne, and John 
E. Dillon were appointed a committee to draw 
up suitable resolutions. The memorial will not 
be prepared, however, until after the faneral. 

It was decided to secure a special car to take 
a large number of the officers of the company 
from this city to Louisville, where the funeral 
services will be held on Thursday morning at 
10:30 o’olock. The car will be attached to one of 
the expresses on the Pennsylvania Road, leav- 
ing Jersey City this afternoon or to-night. Be- 
tween twenty-five and thirty representatives of 


the telegraph company are expected to make 
the trip from this city. 

Dr. Green left this city on his way to Louis- 
ville on the Friday before Christmas. He was 
very anxious to reach bis home before the holl- 
day, which fell on Sunday, but his associates at 
the Western Union offices greatly doubted his 
ability to get through without delays. The 
doctor took greatinterest in his race against 
time, and made a little bet with Mr. Van Horne 
that he would reach Louisville before Christ- 
mas. A telegram from him on Sunday told his 
friends here that he had succeeded, and had 
reached his home a few minutes before mid- 
night Saturday night. On his way west, how- 
ever, he found some very cold weather, and it 
is supposed that he caught a oold which led to 
the disease which caused his death. 

Dr. Green’s assoviates recall the fact that at 
the annual Western Union dinner of 1892, 
which was held early in February'at the Hol- 
land House, he made a speechin which be said 
that he feared that he would never be able to 
meet his friends ata similar festivity again. 
The 1893 dinner was to have been held at 
Sherry’s last Saturday night, but was given up 
on the receipt of a message from Louisville 
late in the afternoon that Dr. Green was crit- 
ically ilL 

A characteristic story of Dr. Green was told 
yesterday. He had occasion to go to Washing- 
ton after the war to seek the restoration of his 
Southwestern telegraph lines, which had been 
taken by the Government. He put his whole 
case on 8 single sheet of paper, a feat which 
brought from President Lincoln the comment 
that it was the most comprehensive document 
he had ever seen. Dr. Green got baok bis lines. 

Dr. Green was a great advocate of female la- 
bor, and one day, when he had reinstated a 
number of girl employes who had been dis- 
charged, he said that he would like to have for 
his epitaph: ‘‘ He was a l’riend of Woman.” 

It is possible ihat a new President of the 
Western Union will be elected in March, but 
opinion at the company’s offices was that an 
election would probably be delayed until Octo- 
ber. Gen. Eckert was looked upon as likely to 
be made President. 





CRUISER DETROIT’S SHOWING, 


NAVY DEPARTMENT PLEASED WITH HER 
PRELIMINARY SPEED TRIAL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The plans of the 
Columbia are to be slightly altered, so as to pro- 
vide less cramped quarters forthe crew. ‘The 
space between the present houses on the hurri- 
cane deck will be housed over, and additional 
berth space for the men will be secured.

Work of the German Hospital). 

The annual meeting of the German Hospital 
and Dispensary Association was held last night 
in Arion Hall, Fifty-ninth Street and Park Ave- 
nue. The Trustees submitted their report, in 
which they said that $60,000 had been sub- 
scribed for the purpose of providing a suitable 
building for a training school for nurses asd 


that steps would be taken immediately toward 
oarrying out the wishes of the assoviation. 

The report also said that the permanent fund 
of the hospital was increased in the last year as 
follows: Legacies, $6,950; donations, $2,296.41; 
receipts from the concert, $3,779.01; from the 
German Charity ball, $1,500, and from the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association, 
$4,529.57. 

During the year 2,472 patients were treated 
in the hospital. In the dispensary 28,232 pa- 
tients were treated free of charge, 71,584 oalls 
Were made upon them, 41 physicians oaring for 
the siok and suffering, dispensing 45,846 pre- 
scriptions, The number of applicants varied 
from 345 to 132 per day. The Charity Organi- 
zation Society investigated 221 cases.

The retrial of Col. W. B. Bayes, charged with 
perjury, was continued yesterday before Judge 
Martine in the Court of General Sessions.

Charlotte Brown, who served as janitress in 
the East Eighty-ninth Street flat when the 
Hayes family lived there, her husband and Mrs. 
Esther E. Stout, who said she had lived with 
Mrs. Hayes, testified that Col. Hayes was not 
in New-York at the time of the drawing of the 
note, which has brought about the trouble be- 
tween Miss Anna M. Keating and the defend- 


ant. 

Mra, Stout said that when she lived with the 
Hayes family she was unmarried and that, after 
leaving, she took a husband. She first testified 
that she did not know what had become of ber 
husband, but before leaving tne stand after 
recess she explained that she had heard that 
Mr. Stout was then on trial inthe Court House 
on the charge of assault. It was all news to her‘ 
she added. 

Morris Coster, a notary, who has an office at 
19 Broadway, swore to affixing his seal to an 
affidavit signed in his presence by a woman 
whom he believed was Miss Keating. Ho got 
all mixed up in his identification of Miss Keat- 
ing, aud was not very clear as to whether he 
knew her, bad seen her, would know her did he 
see her again, or whether, Ivy Roche, for whom 
Assistant District Attorney Weeks bad sent, was 
more like the woman who apeseeee before him. 

When Mr. Weeks asked that a messenger be 
anes to his office for Ivy Roohe, ex-Judge Curtis 
said: 

“Well, I declare, that office must be a most 
remarkable spot, a trysting place from all over 
town.” 

This remark brought forth a loud guffaw from 
& man sitting directly back of Col. Hayes. 

“Officer,” said Judge Martine, ‘‘bring that 
man to the bar. Tnat man there, I mean,” 
pointing to an individual who seemed much 
confused. “Stand up, Bir. You, I mean.” 

The man addressed aroge rather reluctantly, 
and then the Judge gave him a dressing 
down, saying, “‘I know you are a counselor in 
this court, Sir, but you should know better 
than to break forth in this manner.”

SOME ON BLACKWELL’s ISLAND, HOW- 
EVER—THREE SMALLPOX PATIENTS. 


No new oases of typhus fever in this city were 
bulletined at the Health Department up to 6 P. 
M. yesterday, and there was only one death re- 
ported from that disease. 

George Heinert, aged thirty-six, who was 
taken from his home, 338 East Ninth Street, on 
Jau. 30, died at North Brother Island yester- 
day morning. He had contracted the disease 


pains ig in the alcoholic ward at Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

William Wallace, aged forty, and Daniel Bar- 
ry, aged twenty-three, were removed from the 
lodging house 6 Chatham Square yesterday 
to the Reception Hospital for observation. 

Late yesterday afternoon it was reported that 
four additional cases of typhus fever had oc- 
curred among the inmates of the almshouse on 
Blackwell’s Island, and that the patients were 
isolated and properly cared for. 

Chief Inspector Koberts of the Division of 
Contagious Diseases received notice on Sunday 
that there was a case of suspicious death at 452 
Robbins Avenue. He sent ous of the physicians 
attached to the department to the house, 
and he discovered that Mra. Mary Schmidt, 
thirty-seven years old, had died there on 
Sunday afternoon from smallpox. The woman 
had been sick for over two weeks, but was two 
poor to have medical attendance, so the case 
had not been reported to the Health Depart- 
ment. 

On making a search of the house, the doctor 
found Annie Miller, thirteen years old, sick 
with smallpox. The child was taken to the 
Riverside Hospital.

HALSTED’S 
PAPERS MRS. 


MR. 


John M. Bowers, as counsel forthe executors 
of the estate of Jacob Halsted, made a motion 
yesterday before Judge Freedman in the Super- 
ior Court te compel Mra. Florice Von Ax-Hal- 
sted, as she calle herself,to give up certain 
letters alleged to have been written toher by 
Mr. Halsted. 

It is on these letters that Mrs. Von Ax relies, 
it is anid, to make out a case for the recovery of 
a dower interest in the large estate left 
by Mr. Halsted. She began suit some 
time ago to recover this dower, and 
Mr. Bowers argued yesterday that the defense 
ought te be permitted to see the letters which 
she says sbe has, in order to ascertain on what 
grounds she bases her claim to have been the 
common-law wife of Mr. Halsted. 

Soon after Mr. Haleted’s death, Mr. Burns 
said, Mrs. Von Ax drove up to the Halsted res!i- 
denee and sent in a request to the family for an 
interview, which was refused. Several days 
later she wrote a long letter to Mr. Halsted’s 
daughter announcing her right to the name of 
Halsted, and stating that Mr. Halsted had as- 
sured her thatshe was his common-law wife. 
She therefore wanted to knowif any provision 
had been made for her in his will. In this letter 
she inclosed abont twenty envelopes, which she 
said had contained letters written to her by 
Mr. Halsted. 

These envelopes, Mr. Bowers informed the 
court yesterday, were addressed in Mr. Halsted’s 
handwriting, and if they contained any letters 
in which he alluded to Mra. Von Ax as his 
““wife’’ it would very materially simplify the 
ease if the executors were allowed to inspect 
the dvcuments. 

Benno Lewinson, counsel for Mra, Von Ax, 
opposed the motion on the ground that it was a 
fishing excursion, undertaken by the other side 
to strengthen the defense. 

Judge Freedman reserved his decision on the 
application.

New-Lonvon, Conn., Feb. 13.—The brig High- 
lander, 1,280 tons, Capt. A. J. Morrison, from 
Cuba for New-York, with a cargo of mahogany 
consigned to J. W. Parker & Co., is ashere on 
Isabella Beach, Fisher's Island.

AF-— REPUBLICANS HOPE THAT IT MAY BE 


CONFIRMED THIS WEEK. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The nomination of 
Howell E. Jackson of Tennessee to be an Associ- 
ate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States was favorably reported to the Senate to- 
day by the Judiciary Committee, which has had 
it under consideration for nearly a fortnight. 

Mr. Vest, (Dem., Mo.,) who is a member of the 
committee, was absent when it was decided to 
make the report. He is known to be strongly 
opposed to the confirmation of Judge 
Jackson. Messrs, Coke, (Dem., Texas,) 
Pugh, (Dem., Ala,) and George (Dem., 
Miss.,.) were in the committee room 
when the decision was reached. They offered 
no objection, but one of them announced that 
when the nomination came before the Senate, 


he would oppose it with all his might. The re- 
my to the Senate was postponed for one week 

ast Monday, in deference to the wishes of the 
Democratic members, This morning the Re- 
publican members of the committee were de- 
termined that there should no longer be any de- 
lay, and they forced the issue. 

A prominent member of the committee said 
to the correspondent of THE NEw-YorRK TIMES 
that in his epinion Judge Jackson’s nomi- 
nation would be confirmed without ditt- 
culty when the Senate in executive 
session proceeded to its consideration. 
He said that no charges whatever had been pre- 
ferred against Judge Jackson, and that the op- 
position to him was due to the belief 
of a tew Democrats that Mr. Harrison 
had no right to appoint even a Dem- 
ocrat to a life position just as he 
was about to go out of office himself. “Suchan 
objection,” said this Senator, “carried no 
weight, and I am confident that it will produce 
uo effect when the Senate comes to consider the 
matter.”’ : 

One reason for delay which the Democrats 
have constantly in mind is that, if Judge Jack- 
s0n’s place on the Cirouit bench is made vacant 
before Maroh 4, Mr. Harrison may be expected 
to name a Republican for it. This the Demo- 
crats hope to prevent. If they could stave off 
the Jackson case another week, their chances for 
success would be brighter. [tis considered likely, 
by leading Kepublicans, that Judge Jackson 
will be contirmed this week, possibly to-mor- 
row, Inthis event there will ton good deal of 
anxiety regarding his successor on the Circuit 
bench. Republicans are anxious that Mr. Har- 
rison should appoint a Circuit Judge, and there 
is no reason to believe that the President will 
disappoint them,

GEORGIA CENTRAL AFFAIRS 

Members of the Georgia Central Reorganization 
Committee in this city say that they do not under- 
stand the object of the independent movement 
started by the stockholders of the Southwestern 
Railroad of Georgia. As indicated in the dispatches 
from Georgia, the Southwestern stockholders ap- 
prove the scheme of reorganizing the Georgia Cen- 
tral property, but they desire a guarantee of $114 0n 
each share of their stock that accepts the scheme. 
“The stockholders of the Southwestern of Georgia 
evidently do not understand our scheme,” said a 
member of the Reorganization Committee yester- 
day. “A strong syndicate has furnished a guaran. 
tee for the reorganization of the Georgia Central's 
main line, which will be carried out, no matter what 
action is taken by holders of underlying liens.” 

There is good reason to believe that this reorgani- 
zation is undertaken in harmony with the Louisville 
and Nashville interests, consequently the latter 
company is not likely to become a competitor at any 
forevlosure sale of branch or controlled lines. The 
reorganization of the Richmond Terminal system 
by Drexel, Morgan & Co. will undonbtedly tend to 
bring about a satisfactory settlement of Georgia 
Central troubles.

A JERSEY OITY STREET DECISION. 

Judge Depue, on behalf of the New-Jersey Sn- 
preme Court, yesterday tiled an opinion on the con- 
troversy between the Lehigh Valley and other rail- 
roads on the one side and the city on the other for 
the possession of Brown Place, in the Greenville sec- 
tion of Jersey City. The street was at that time 
only a thoroughfareonamap. The companies made 
anattempt subsequently to take possession of the 
whole street, and the Street and Water Board acted 
as though it wanted to let them do so till public 
clamor forced it to act. It did not, however, de- 
clare the street to be a public thoroughfare till the 
companies had secured an order for the appointment 
to condemn the street as private property.

MR. SAMPSON’S MEXICAN ROAD. 

KANSAS City, Mo,, Feb. 13.—Col. J. H. Samvson 
of this city has just returned from Mexico, where, it 
is alleged, he has placed several hundred men at 
work making the grade for an important railway en- 
terprise. The scheme of constructing a railway 
from the City of Mexico to Plazada Bay, on the Pa- 
cific coast, was atarted some years ago. The dis- 
tance is about 300 miles, but on accountof the 
mountainous nature of the country upward of 650 
miles of railway must be constfueted. From fifteen 
to twenty miies are said to be completed, the work 
having been done by Mr. Sampson under contract.

The Yale Athletio Association has been notified 
that Swarthmore Meme will propose an smend- 
ment to the constitution of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association that a student shall be allowed 
to compete at the meetings four times and no more, 
and that no student shall compete in one college 
team who has ever competed on another. This 
is looked upon in the light of an approval of 
the Yale Captain’s course in the movement 
for the puritication of athletio sporte. It is 
also proposed by Swarthmore that the entries 
to the games be closed three weeks before the 
dates decided upon; that no college shall 
enter more than five men toany one competition; 
that all races requiring more than three trials for an 
individual to win shall have such trials ran in the 
morning, and thatif a college fails to score for three 
consecutive years, it shall be dropped from the as- 
sociation.

When the lawyer of the Long Island 
Railroad Company told Mayor Boopy yes- 
terday that his company should not be re- 
quired to sink its tracks on Atlantic 
Avenue because it was paying $300 a 
day now for flagmen at st¥eet crossings 
slone, he laid himself open to a response 
which he had not foreseen and which the 
Mayor was not slow to make, It 
was that $300 a day would pay the 
interest on more money than would 
be needed to sink the tracks. This 
is undoubtedly true, since the sum 
mentioned is 4 per cent. on about $2,750,- 
000. The Mayors declaration that the 
time had come when the company must 
state exactly what itis willing to do is a 
perfectly proper one, and he should use 
his utmost influence and authority to en- 
force it. 


The Senate has at last got the Nicaragua 
Canal bill under discussion. The measure 
in effect provides fora Government guar- 
antee of the bonds of the company in re- 
turn for whichit will have practical contro! 
over the enterprise. The financial der 
ence between affording the proposed gntar 
antee and leaving the company to its own 
resources was strikingly presented yester- 
day by Senator FrY# in the statement that 
it would require not more than $100,- 
000,000 in bonds at 3 per cent. with 
the Government guarantee, while the com- 
pany would probably have to issue $200,- 
000,000 at 6 per cent. to accomplish the 
same result. In the one case the annual 
charges upon the canal, including a sink- 
ing fund, would be $6,000,000, and in the 
other they would amount to $14,000,000, 
with no sinking fund. In the former case 
$1a ton for transportation for 9,000,000 
tons per annum would produce a profit of 
$3,000,000 a year, while in the latter case 
the charge upon traffic would have to be 
at least $3 aton. Striking as this is, it is 
less important than the question of nation- 
al control over the enterprise, which can- 
not be readily established in any other way 
than that proposed. 








It does not appear why the ofticers of the 
old Metropolitan Opera House Company 
should refuse the request of Mr. CLEWS 
and his associates for a postponement of 
the sale except through lack of faith in 
Mr. CLews’s plan. The property is evi- 
dently worth more for an opera house than 
for any other purpose. A comparatively 
slight outlay would refit it for opera, while 
for anything else the existing building 
would need to be entirely reconstructed, if 
not altogether demolished. Moreover, Mr, 
CiLews has already twenty-five stockhold- 
ers out of the thirty-four he needs, and 
it does not seem likely that any other 
“syndicate” is so nearly complete. It will 
be a reproach to the rich men of New-York 
if they fail to sustain an enterprise which 
is as distinctly instructive and civilizing 
as the Museum of Art. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. CLews’s plan may be successful, 
while it is to be expected that the present 
owners of the property will be disappointed 
in the result of the sale, unless they aro in 
possession of information on that point 
which they have not imparted to the 
public. 


THE ISSUE OF BONDS. 


We confess’ to a certain surprise that 
even so faithful a party organ as the 
Tribune should take the view that the 
Secretary of the Treasury should be 
guided, though indirectly, by party con- 
siderations in the present financial situa- 
tion. What difference can it make, in 
reason, if he strengthens the Treasury gold 
reserve when it needs strengthening 
whether he does it at the close of his term 
of office or not? Ifitisrightand prudent 
for him to issue bonds, he can well afford 
to ineur any unjust criticism that 
may be made upon his course by ‘ dem- 
agogues.” It will be far more than offset 
by the approval of sensible and honest 
men in every section of the Union. It is 
the opinion of this latter class, and not of 
the former, that he is bound to respect. 
The criticism of demagogues can do him no 
harm. Bowing in fear before them can do 
neither him nor his party any good. The 
demagogues do not really make public opin- 
ion, and the influence they exert can never 
be commanded by an honorable official. We 
shall not believe that Mr. FosTer himself 
is guided by any such considerations. 

Mr. FostER’s position is a well-defined 
one. He has declared that he has ample 
authority to issue bonds for the purpose of 
maintaining gold payments, In this he is 
supported, as he has himself pointed out, by 
the Republican members of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House. He is also sup- 
ported by the opinion of Mr, SHERMAN, 
whose authority is very high, becatise of 
his long experience in financial legislation 
in Congress, because of his intimate con- 
nection with the law of 1875 under which 
the issue of bonds must take place, and be- 
cause of his having been Secretary of the 
Treasury in 1878 and 1879, when 
the act of 1875 was put into operation 
and specie payments were resumed. 

Mr. SHERMAN says that there is no doubt 
of the power of the Treasury to issue bonds 
under the law. The only question, then, 
that Mr. Foster has left himself to decide 
is whether the exigencies of the Treasury 
require him to issue bonds and to what 
amount, On that point he has had the ad- 
vantage of a free consultation with some 
of the leading bankers and financiers of 
New-York. He has, we are sure, found but 
one opinion among them. He returned to 
Washington last evening with such in- 
formation and suggestions as he had ob- 
tained, which he will doubtless lay before 
the President. What the result is to be we 
shall know in a few days. 

In the meantime itis well to understand 
what is the real object to be accomplished 
by a bondissue. It is the re-establishment 
of confidence, which has been gradually 
undermined as the effect of the act of 1890 
has become more clear. Confidenee can, of 
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couree, only be completely and permanently 
restored by the removal of the cause of 
distrust, by the stoppage of the issue of de- 
mand notes for the purchase of silver. But 
the process of increasing liabilities while 
gold assets were diminishing has now 
gone on for so long a time that what 
we have to fear isa sharp and sudden dis- 
turbance of the public mind, something in 
the nature of a panic. That is liable to 
occur at any time, and if it should 
occur it will give no definite warning of 
its approach. Itis perfectly well known

that the immediate source of apprehension 


is the possibility that gold payments can- 
not be kept up by the Treasury. That can 
be met by the Secretary of the Treasury 
promptly, and for the present sufficiently, 
by increasing the gold reserve in sucha 
way as to leave no doubt of his purpose to 
keep it adequate to ali demands, The only 
specific and sufficient method of doing that 
is by the issue of bonds, by the firm use of 
the reserved power lodged in his hands. 

The immediate and most important effect 
of such an fssue would be to allay all rea- 
sonable apprehension, An incidental effect 
might be to raise the rate of interest tem- 
porarily, though it would be practicable 
to avoid that effect if the banks supplying 
the gold for the bonds should issue cur- 
rency on them, as they may under the law, 
to 90 per cent. of their face value. But 
to whatever extent interest were advanced 
and loans restricted, the mercantile com- 
munity might be made to see more clearly 
the need of action by Congress to repeal 
the act of 1890 and remove the cause of 
disturbance. That, of course, is the ulti- 
mate object which all rational men desire. 
Until it can be accomplished, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury assumes a grave re- 
sponsibility if he does not use every means 
in his power to avert disturbance. 








AN ELUSIVE FUND 

The Panama investigating committee 
has obtained from the witnesses who have 
appeared at its sessions no information 
about the expenditure of the sum of 
$2,400,000 which was appropriated for the 
use of the American Committee of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company by the agree- 
ment under which that committee 
was formed. Although the terms of 
that agreement were made public at a 
meeting of the company in 1881 
and have repeatedly been the sub- 
ject of comment in the press since 
that time, no person connected with the 
American Committee who has testified 
or published explanations in the news- 
papers during the last few weeks has ad- 
mitted that the appropriation of this fund 
was ever brought to his attention. With 
one accord they assert that they have 
never heard of it. Thisis the assertion of 
the Chairman of the committee himself, 
who ought to be familiar with the history 
of the organization over which he presided 
for several years. 

If the story about this appropriation and 
the terms of the agreement with the com- 
mittee in this country were now told for 
the first time, and if it were not founded 
upon official records, the professed igno- 
rance of these persons would not seem so 
remarkable, and there would be room for 
the explanation that the tale had its origin 
in gossip. But the stockholders of the 
canal company have known from the be- 
ginning that the appropriation was made. 
The fact was announced at the meeting held 
when the organization of the company was 
completed. 

The American Committee was formed on 
July 7, 1880. So,.FERDINAND DE LESSEPS 
said in his circular or prospectus of Nov. 
15, 1880. The first general meeting of the 
canal company was held on Jan. 31, 1881. 
At that meeting Dr LEssEPs presented a 
report in which the shareholders were told 
that this committee had been formed 
under an agreement providing that 
it should “represent in the United 
States of America the interests of the 
company in everything that concerns the 
observance of the neutrality of the canal 
as defined in Article V. of the law of the 
United States of Colombia granting the 
concession,” and in any other matter with 
respect to which the company might re- 
quest its co-operation. 

But that part of the agreement which 
related to the appropriation of money was 
not made known at that meeting. Commis- 
sioners were appointed to examine and re- 
port upon the preliminary expenses of the 
company, and at the next general meet- 
ing, held on March 3, 1881, these 
Commissioners made a report. After 
having set forth the sums due for 
the propaganda, for commissions on the 
issue of the capital stock, for the profits to 
which those who had advanced money were 
entitled, (the last item alone being $2,360,- 
000,) for the expeditions to the isthmus, 
&c., the Commissioners made the following 
statement: 

“ There is stillan agreement made with the 
American financial group which has charged 
itself with the task of representing the com- 
pany’s interest in the United States. Such 
agreement brings usa liability of six annual 
payments, as follows: 3,100,000f. soon after 
the organization of the company, 1,400,000f. 
payable one year after, and five payments of 
1,500,000f at the end of each of the five follow- 


ing years. Such expenses should appear in 
your annual budgets.” 


In all about $2,400,000, of which $620,- 
000 was due at that time. Mr. THomMPsoNn 
had then been Chairman of the American 
committee for two or three months, and was 
striving in Washington to induce a com- 
mittee of Congress to smother the Crapo 
resolution. The resolution was ‘‘smoth- 
ered,” he says, “‘and was never heard of 
again. If it had passed it would have end- 
ed the Panama  Uanal. I made an 
argument in favor of the canal 
and the committee unanimously con- 
curred in my conclusions.” As we 
have said, Mr. THOMPSON was Chairman 
of the American Committee when the 
terms of the agreement concerning this 
fund were made public in Paris, and it is 
reasonable to suppose that they had been 
known to him at an earlier date. But now 
he knows nothing about such an agree- 
ment. Nor does the Secretary who served 
under him in the first years of the commit- 
tee’s existence appear to know anything 
aboutit. Thereis a very curious accumu- 
lation of ignorance on this point. 

It seems to be established that a much 








larger sum was expended by the committee 
for machinery and supplies. Mr. THomp- 
SON says the committee bought the Panama 
Railroad for the company at a cost of 
$17,000,000. But the appropriation of 
which we have been speaking was not made 
for supplies and machinery, It was @ 
part of the company’s preliminary 
expenses and was @ separate and distinct 
fund. Perhaps the investigators will 
eventually find some one connected with 
the committee who remembers that there 
was such an agreement and who will show 
how the money was spent. Perhaps it will 
be shown that the $2,400,000 was simply 
an allowance in payment for the commit- 
tee’s services. 


COL GEORGE BLISS, CENSOR OF 
MORALS. 


The art of writing verse is at a low ebb 
in this country. There are few that have 
it in any degree—the art, that is, of writ- 
ing verse that may be read with pleasure, 
that does not expressly offend good taste 
and good judgment; for as to verse of a 
loftier order, like some of LowELw’s and 
much of EMERSON’S, there are’none in this 
country that now produce it. 

Of books that are vile and vulgar, of 
picture papers that are gaudy and lubri- 
cious, we have, on the other hand, an out- 
pouring abundance, Public custom, if not 
the public taste, has visibly changed in the 
past five years. The trade in prurient 
printed stuff is now publicly carried on. 
A few years ago it was sedulously con- 
cealed and under the ban of the law. 

Paupers in the highest expression of lit- 
erary art, and prodigalsin the lowest—that 
itseems to us, fairly describes thecondition 
that confronts us. It is a bad sign. For 
the literary, moral, and political parallel 
we turn naturally to SuzTonius, or fora 
fresher illustration to modern French lit- 
erature. From Horace to Persius the 
descent was rapid. From Bautzac to 
CATULLE MENDES it is appalling. 

From the era and the example of Haw- 
THORNE and EMERSON, of LOWELL and 
Curtis, we have fallen far. An observer 
quite free from any morbid taint might 
fairly conclude that we had entered upon 
a period of decadence. Possibly we have, 
but regenerating forces are at work. We 
have remedies and the courage to apply 
them. The Manhattan News Company de- 
clines to expose for sale flash periodicals 
upon its news stands on the elevated rail- 
road stations unless advance copies have 
been inspected and approved by its Presi- 
dent, Col. GkorGE BLIss, 

This is the rainbow of promise projected 
athwart the sky of literature and virtue. 
Col. Buiiss in effect puts his strong hand 
on the throttle valves of the engines that 
run the pressesof decadence. If he forbids 
the sales the flashy sheets are doomed. 
They must reform or die. 

What an admirable censor of morals! A 
cultivated gentleman, aman of the world, 
austere, yet tolerant, skilled to put his 
finger on the line where mere fun or inno- 
cent gallantry shades off into indelicacy, 
he is, perhaps, the fittest man in town to 
be intrusted with the power to make 
entries in the Jndex librorum prohibitorum. 
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THE COLLEGE OF THE CITY OF 
NEW-YORK. 

The bill sent to Albany to provide a new 
site and new buildings for the College of 
the City of New-York ought to become 
law. Its enactment is really necessary for 
the progress of the institution, if the in- 
stitution is to be maintained. It can 
logically be resisted on no other ground 
than that the institution ought to be dis- 
continued. This is sometimes held, but 
only academically and for the reason that 
a college is an anomaly in a system of 
public instruction. As the college is an 
excellent and useful school, nobody seri- 
ously proposes to abolish it, even of those 
who like to write articles showing that it 
is anomf#lous. 

The objections to the present site are 
that itis too fardown town, in a quarter 
quite unsuited to an institution of learning, 
and that there is not room on the present 
site for the satisfactory operation of the 
institution, much less for its future expan- 
sion. Its buildings are old, not fire-proof, 
and dangerous as well as inadequate. 
Moreover, the present site is commercially 
worth about ten times what was paid for 
it forty-odd years ago, and the sale of it 
would go far toward defraying the expenses 
of g@ more spacious and more suitable site 
up town. 

It is a distinction of the college that its 
examinations are very strict and its stand- 
ard very high. These things are required 
by the limits of its accommodations. But 
it is plain that the college should be very 
much larger, toaccommodate really worthy 
and industrious students, than it needed 
to be when the population of the city was 
but a quarter of whatitis now. Its stand- 
ards should not be relaxed so as to dimin- 
ish the value of the degrees it confers, but 
it might, with larger space at its command, 
extend its benefits to at least twice the 
number who can now avail themselves of 
those benefits without running any risk of 
that kind. 














THE HOME-RULE BILL. 


Attention to the subject-matter of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s speech is necessarily dis- 
tracted by the appeal the circumstances 
make to human sympathy with the orator. 
A man far beyond the normal years of ac- 
tivity, and even beyond the ordinary term of 
human life, pleads once more the cause for 
which he pleaded in vain seven years ago, 
and to which he has dedicated the closing 
years of an illustrious life. He pleads this 
cause, too, not by anappeal to the emotions 
of his hearers, but by an endeavor to show 
how the object to which a majority of the 
present House of Commons is pledged may 
practically be carried out. It is a work of 
great difficulty and complication, and it is 
almost entirely a work of detail. The 
speech shows that the aged speaker has not 
shrunk from this detail, and, in order to 
acquire the mastery of it which he exhib- 
its, has not shrunk from along season of 
arduous mental and physical labor, which 
isafar greater wonder fora man of his 
years than even the lucid speech in which 





the results of his researches are embodied. 

The object of the bill, as Mr. GLapsTONE 
has stated it, is “*to establish a legislative 
body in Dublin for the conduct of both 
legislation and administration in Irish as 
distinct from imperial affairs.” This may 
perhaps seem easy, given the disposition to 
do it, to those who have never really con- 
sidered the subject, but the impression 
most likely to abide with the careful reader 
of the speech is the enormous difficulty of 
the project. It is in fact a project to estab- 
lish a Federal system to regulate the rela- 
tions between Ireland and the British Em- 
pire, while no such system is proposed for 
the other members of the Federation, for 
Walesand Scotland and England, which 
also were originally independent and au- 
tonomous nations. Such a proposition is 
necessarily anomalous, but the final answer 
to the objection upon this score is that the 
position of Ireland in the Empire is already 
anomalous, and that she has never become 
English or even British, as the other con- 
stituent parts of the Empire have done. 

The model for a Federal Government in 
our time is undoubtedly our own, under 
which a complete self-government of the 
different members for domestic purposes is 
combined with a complete merger of their 
individuality for foreign and for national 
purposes. The Supreme Court of the United 
States isa necessary part of this system, 
since there must be lodged somewhere the 
power to decide when the local Govern- 
ment exceeds its functions. Mr. GLADSTONE 
acknowledges that this is the power which 
he intends to confide to the Privy Council, 
sitting judicially. But the possible con- 
flicts of jurisdiction are so many and so 
various that it is necessary to reduce them 
and to simplify them as much as possible, 
The retention of eighty Irish members at 
Westminster, the creation of a Leg- 
islative Council at Dublin, the par- 
tition of the taxes, the withholding by 
Great Britain of the Irish customs 
duties for imperial purposes — every 
one of these is a debatable question, and 
every one of them Mr. GLADSTONE admits, 
with a candor that disarms spiteful or 
factious criticism, to be a debatable ques- 
tion. If the bill is met with the same 
candor with which it seems to have been 
framed and expounded, then there ought 
not to be any doubt that an acceptable 
and workable measure will emerge out of 
the debate. Mr. GLADSTONE and his col- 
leagues have undoubtedly a “ mandate” 
to pass a measure of home rule as much as 
Mr. CLEVELAND and Congress have a man- 
date to reform our revenue system. With 
a House of Commons pledged to execute 
that mandate, and with the lines laid down 
in the bill and in the speech of the Liberal 
leader, the brunt of the work seems to 
have been done, and the remaining difi- 
culties should not be insuperable. 











JUDGE GRESHAM.

There seems to be good reason for the belief that 
Mr. Cleveland has offered the portfolio of Secretary 
of State to Judge Gresham and that the oiffer has 
been accepted. Should this reasonable belief be 
confirmed, assurance will be thereby given to the 
country that at least two members of the incoming 
Administration, the President and the Secretary of 
State, are capable of rising to the heights of purest 
politics and the most elevatod statesmanship. Mr. 
Cleveland, it must be indisputably recognized, could 
have had no other motive for asking Judge Gresham 
to assist him, as Secretary of State, in administering 
the Government during the ensuing four years, than 
that of seouring the services of one who was not only 
conspicuously competent, but of one whose fine pub- 
lic spirit, lofty ideals of official duty, and purity of 
character went handin hand with ripe experience 
and rare intellectual attainments. If Mr. Cleveland 
has offered Judge Gresham the office of Secretary of 
State he has been wise enough and brave enough to 
put all partisan considerations behind him, to ignore 
ignoble politica, and to sagaciously recognize the 
value to the country of the services of so able and 
pure a statesman.

Personally, there is great reason why Mr. Cleve- 
land should choose Judge Gresham for a position of 
this kind. They are men of much the same charac- 
ter, full, warm-blooded, courageous men—men capa- 
ble of chivalric action and of the strength of asser- 
tion that increases in proportion to the opposition 
it meets, which is the quality of the rising courage 
of all brave men. Judgo Gresham is a democrat, 
using the word with a little d,in his views of life 
and government. So, personally, there is great rea- 
son why Mr. Oleveland should choose him. Politic- 
ally, as we have indicated, we believe it is an 
act that may have great and far-reaching conse- 
quences. It will test the quality of the Democratic 
Party as Mr, Oleveland’s act six years ago teated ite 
quality.

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AN AUDACIOUS AND BIZARRE 
STAGE EXHIBITION, 


DUMAS FILS REPRESENTED IN HIS WORST 
MOOD AT THE FOURTEENTH STREET 
THEATRE TO THE AMAZEMENT OF 
THE FREQUENTERS OF THAT PLAY- 
HOUSE—MRS. POTTER’S COSTUMES. 


The “ Francillon” of Dumas fils was present- 
ed in a new guise at the Fourteenth Street The- 
atre last night. New-York has now had 
this “advanced” and deplorable comedy 
three times, first in German, with Frau 
Niemwann-Raabe and her excellent company, 
next in English, in an adaptation by 
Rachel MoAuley called ‘“Olarisse,” and 
now again in English, which is often very bad 
English, with Mra, Potter and Kyrie Bellew. 
We have not yet been favered with the original 
French, but Signora Duse promises us a 
hearing of an Italian version. 80 that the 
mothers, wives, and daughters of New-York 
will not fail to have tha latest “social 
problem” of the Paris stage clearly set before 
them. Girls of immature years go to see such 
plays here—as they do not in Paris—and pre- 
tend to understand them. 

“ Frangillon”’ is not one of the best plays of 
ita author. It is not nearly so impressive in 
the acting as ‘“‘La Dame aux Camélias,” 
“Le Demi Monde,” “Monsieur  A\l- 
phonse” or “Denise,” and in its moral 
atmosphere itis worse than any of these; be- 
cause its tone is persistently cynical, its view of 
modern society is radically wrong, and ita sen- 
timent is fudge. 

In torm, however, itis an excellent example 
of modern conversational comedy. Its progres- 
sion is natural and logical, it is free from foreed 
climaxes, the keenest analysis would probably 
fail to discover any technical flaws in its con- 
struction, and there is scarcely an “ aside” or so- 
liloguy in the whole text. Those devices belong 
properly to the poetic drama. The use of them 
in modern comedy by such playwrights as 
Bronson Howard and Oscar Wilde denotes their 
lack of skill Ifyou desire to oreate the illu- 
sion of every-day life in the scenic picture you 
must not make your personages express their 


secret thoughts aloud. A master of modern 
stagecraft like Dumas rarely does. 

The conversation in the sa/ou of the Count de 
Riverolles in the eighteen or twenty hours 
between his dinner party and afternoon tea the 
next day ia not at all the sertor thing one 
would hear in the house of any gentleman. 
People in real life do not habitually express 
themselvesseo aptly and entertainingly, with such 
a wealth of epigram. But it seems to be real. 
The wit of the dramatist is not thrust forward, 
but permeates the text. While the personages 
do not seem to be talking Dumas all the time, 
that is what they are talking, whether their 
moods are cynical or sentimental, sad or the 
reverse, and that is what makes them enter- 
taining. 

On the other hand, the subject of “ Fran- 
gillon”’ is detestable. Such a woman as Fran- 
cine de Riverolles is a monstrosity. Contempla- 
tion of her doings is not elevating. Her 
surroundings are equally disagreeable. A man 
who would allow another man to talk to 
his wife about the out of her bodice 
as Stanislas talks to Francine would be a 
despicable our. It is the whim of Dumas, in 
this acene, toshow how much more respecta- 
ble is the atmosphere of the quiet 
abode of Rosalie Michon (a person often 
hesrd of, but happily not seen or 
heard in the play) than the atmosphere 
of polite society. The present Alexandre Dumas 
was born with a grudge against polite soolety, 
and he seems to have devoted his whole life to 
nursing it. As a matter of fact, neither his 
plays nor his books are taken very serlousiy in 
France, and “ Francillon,” in particular, didnot 
have a long run at the Comédie Francaise. 

The new English version called, “The Mar- 
riage Spectre,” follows the original very closely, 
except that the réle of Lucien has been * writ- 
ten up” in the last act for Mr. Kyrie Bellew, 
Some of the tirades are shortened and others 
omitted; the famous recipe fora Russian salad 
(with the seemingly artless recitation of which 
Mile. Reichemberg contributed a new sensation 
to Paris) is now carefully committed to paper 
behind the scenes and transmitted by mail, 
without fuss, to the mamma of M. de Symeux. 

Mrs. Potter was a bizarre figure as Francine, 
and her acting, which was well studied and rea- 
sonably eificient, was remarkably audacious. 
B8he did not slur a possible point A tranker 
and more objectionable stage exhibition we do 
not remember. 

Mrs. Potter's personal appearance. does not 
denote robust health, but her fragile beauty has 
not faded. In her acting she reveals no 
large natural resources. She has practiced 
the art faithfully, and seems to have 
made Mr. Kyrie Bellew her model. BsShe 
evidently takes herself very seriously, but the 
nature she seems to reveal is shallow. There 
is not a touch of pathos in her performance. 
In her angry moods she is strident 
but not forcible. Her speech is pain- 
fully monotonous, though her thin, hollow, low- 
toned voice, which carries to the ear a hint ofa 
remote but not forgotten Scotch burr, is not ac- 
tually unpleasant Her high tones are atill 
shrill and weak. 

In the matter of facial expression she has ac- 
quired little efficiency. A trown, with the eyes 
nearly closed, and a very pretty smile that is 
often meaningless, still seem to be her only ac- 
complishments in this direction. 

Her costumes were striking, and there were 
four of them for the three acts, a skating dress 
having been “ written in,” probably with that 
“full consent and approval” of Dumas men- 
tioned on the house bill. The fashion of the 
dinner dress justified the opinion of Stanislas, 
if not the public expression of that opinion, 

The play was viewed with amazement, not 
wholly free from awe, but frequently tending 
to unexpected bursts of laughter, by the fre- 
quenters of the Fourteeuth Street Theatre, 
who are accustomed to homely heroics and 
broad but decent American humor, and who 
bold wifely honor as a thing to be cherished 
but not to be publicly cackled about 

The scenic setting comprised a single room 
that resembled the show window of a prosper- 
ous Eighth Avenue furniture shop, except that 
the chairs and tables were of a better quality 
than the tapestries and mural decorations. 

The parts of the lady’s maid and the man 
servant were excellently played. Mr. Henry 
Chanfrau performed the part of the polished 
Parisian in the stalwart and  energetio 
manner of the American ‘‘drummer.” 
The part of tke innocent lawyer's clerk 
was particularly well done. Mr. Kyrle Bellew's 
fervor and grace need no new encomium at this 
late day.

NOTHING LIKELY TO BE DONK UNTIL 
MINISTER STEVENS’S LETTERS ARRIVE, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Hawaiian Com. 
missioners will have another conference with 
Secretary of State Foster to-morrow, probably 
in the morning, before the Cabinet meeting. I€ 
is probable that the text of the proposed treaty 
of annexation and the President's message 
transmitting it to the Senate will be ready at 
that time for submission to the Cabinet for con- 
sideration. 

It is said, however, that they will not be sent 
to the Capitol until after the arrival of the let. 
ters and dispatches from Minister Stevens and 
other officials, which reached San Francisco 


lust Thursday on the Austrata. This mail is 
due in Washington, barring delays, to-morrow 
evening. 

Many matters of detail are constantly coming 
up for discussion, some of which will find ne 
place in the treaty, but be left for settlement 
after determination of the questions of ad- 
ministration and form of government. Tne 
principal financial item is that of bounty on 
sugar. The Hawalians naturally want the 
present law to apply to their crop, but are not 
insisting upon this point very strenuously, 
being convinced thatthe bounty provision of the 
tariff law will not be retained long enough te 
cover the next sugar crop of the islands, which 
does not begin to come in until] December. 

Aside from the sugar bounty, Mr. Thurston 
of tbe Hawaiian Commission estimates (with- 
out having made any calculation on the sub- 
ject) that the loss of revonue to the islands by’ 
annexation will just about equal the amount of 
expenditures of which they will be relieved. 

An inv.tation was received by the Hawaliang 
to-day to visit Tacoma, Washington, on their 
return to the islands, and go home by a new 
line of steamers which will ply between Taco- 
maand Honolulu.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—It was unfortunate 
that Mr. Carey, (Rep., Wyoming.) who has 
charge of the Statehood movement in the 
fenate, should have decided to press the New- 
Mexico bill, to which he proposed to affix the 
omnibus amendment, making Utah, Oklahoma, 
and Arizona share the benefits proposed, in the 
Senate morning hour to-day. . 

To begin with, there were only about half of 
the Senators present. It had beendeocided on 
Baturday that the Nicaragua bill should be 


taken up at the conclusion of the morning 
hour. It has not been expected that, if the bill 
were taken up, it could be disposed of without 
debate. Apparently Mr. Carey lost sight of 
this fact. 

Soon after the session began he tried to call 
up the New-Mexico bill, which was laid over 
last Friday. Mr. Platt, (Rep., Conn.,) Chairman 
of the Committee on Territories, objected, and 
Mr. Carey promptly moved that the bill be 
taken up. Mr. Platt called for the yeas and 
nays. ‘The result was that the motion was de- 
feated—3U to 14. This is the vote in detail:

Mr. Carey said later that he did not regard 
this asa test vote, and that, as soon as the 
Nicaragua Oana) bill was out of the way, he 
would make another effort to have the Dill 
taken up. Heis not yet prepared to admit that 
the bill cannot pass. 

Mr. Gorman, who voted against the motion 
and was quite active in securing votes against 
it, said to the correspondent of THr New-York 
TIMES that his action was not based on opposi- 
tion to the measure. It was simply due to the 
fact thatan agreement had been made to take 
up the calendar,and that the bringing of the State- 
hood bill to the front would have necessitated 
a debate for which there was not sufficient time 
in the morning hour. Should the bill be called 
up later, he said, he would interpose no objec- 
tion to it. He was quite sure that a great many 
who voted against its consideration to-day 
would vote differently then. 

Mr. Gorman added that he could see no chance 
for the passage of the pill in the present ses- 
sion. In his opinion there is not enough time 
to discuss fully and send it to the House for 
concurrence in the omnibus amendment. There 
would be a desire to debate the bill in the 
House, and, with only sixteen legislative days 
remaining, he did not see any prospect of suc- 
cess. Other Senators who voted in opposition 
to the motion to take up the bill express a like 
opinion. 

In view of to-day’s proceedings, many of 
those who had figured on a speedy passage of 
the measure now seem to have lost all hope, 
and are already talking about the gy of 
the billin the next session. Should Mr. Carey 
carry outhisintention and succeed in bringing 
the bill before the Senate, Mr. Platt is prepared 
to antagonize it, and this fact does not improve 
its chances,

He is a young man, hardly forty years old, and 
is of a vigorous physical and intellectual con- 
atitution.

THE JUDGE FULLY VINDICATED. 


HE HAD BECOME A DEMOCRAT LONG 
BEFORE THE LAST CAMPAIGN. 


Cuicaeo, Feb. 13.—Judge Walter Q. Gresham 
is the central figure in a new politica) sensation. 
Judge Egbert Jamieson of Chicago, a personal 
friend of the presumptive coming Secretary of 
State, sprung the matter to-day. The disclosure 
was elicited by expressions of opinion that the 
Judge had violated political decency in accept- 
ing the office, in the light of the fact that the 
appointment might be construed as a reward 
for deserting a party that had honored him. 
@Judge Jamieson said: “I do not speak from 
hearsay, but from direct personal knowledge. 
Part of the Pennsylvania delegation to the Re- 
publican National Convention stopped over in 
this city on its way to Minneapolis. The day of 
their arrival I was invited by a prominent mem- 
ber of the delegation to meet a number 
of them at the Auditorium. I went there, 
and it was explained to me that while Penn- 
syivania was for Blaine, the contingency of a 
failure to nominate him had entered into their 
calculations. Gresham was their second choice, 
aud they recognized in him elements that might 
consolidate the anti-Harrison strength to a 
greater extent even than Blaine. 

“It oocurred to me that it was not my funeral, 
and I laughingly asked what was wanted of me 
in connection with a National Republican Con- 
vention of any sort. 

*** |] want you,’ said my friend, ‘ to see Jonge 
Gresham and find out if he willlet us put him 
in training for the nomination in case it is 
ascertained that we can win with him, and not 
with Blaine.’ 

“* You are sending a Democrat on rather a 
queer mission,’ I replied, ‘but, being your 
friend and a friend of Judge Gresham, I will do 
what I can.’ 

* Il feund Judge Gresham in his chambers and 
had a conversation with him that lasted over an 
hour. Itold him frankly whatl had called for 
and outlined the situation as it had been given 


to me. 

“The Judge said he appreciated the high com- 
pliment paid bim, but that under no ciroum- 
stances could he be considered as a possibility. 
*I donot think it possible to defeat Mr. Harrison 
for the nomination,’ he remarked; ‘buteven if it 
were and the nomination were offered me, I 
could not as an honest man accept It.’ 

* He then went on and defined his views on 
the tariff He was in thorough accord with Mr. 
Cleveland and came out flat-footed for revenue 
reform. ‘On the tariff issue,’ he said, ‘I am as 
much of a Democrat as you are, and, eptertain- 
ing auch views, you must see that I could not 
be the candidate of the Republican Party for 
President.’ There could be no mistaking his 
position. It was clear as sunlight.”’

MR, ANNOYED. 


LAKEWOOD, N. J., Feb. 13.—Mr. Cleveland has 
been overwhelmed with letters directed to him 
here instead of being addressed to his office in 
New-York, and as his private secretary is in the 
city the heavy correspondence has taken much 
of his time and caused him much annoyance. 

His mail to-day contained over sixty letters, 
not one-tenth of which were of a nature to re- 
quire immediate attention, but were, for the 
most part, applications in advance for positions 
under the new Administration. He also re- 
ceived a half dozen telegrams from men who 
asked for personal interviews. 

It was Mr. Cleveland’s intention to avoid all 
this when he set aside an entire week for seeing 


people and announced that he weuld be at his 
oflice every day, but that after the expiration 
of the week he desired to be undisturbed. Mr. 
Cleveland said to-day: 

“There is one thing in connection with my 
retirement to Lakewood that has anneyed me 
very much. A number of people have sent let- 
ters here instead of directing their corre- 
spondence to my office in New- York, where I have 
arrangements made for their disposition and for 
the early submission to me of all letters that 
require immediate attention. Notwithstanding 
this and the fact that people generally must 
understand that I have many things on hand of 
pressing importance, Iam fairly deluged with 
letters of all descriptions directed to me here. 

‘Bo far as they, relate to olflice, I suppose their 
writers expect they will gain some advantage 
by peesenting shete applications at this time 
notwithstanding my request to be relieved from 
such importunities. If this is their caloulation 
they are certainly much mistaken, for [ feel at 

erfect liberty to consign to the waste basket 
etters of this description, which, if sent to New- 
York, would be filed for future reference. 

** Those who still persist in sending letters of 
this description or those of no more importance 
to me here must take their chances of their 
lettera ever being read, for it is utterly 
impossible for me to give them atten- 
tion at this time, and their writers can- 
not meg sees if, after this warning, 
they are a yoy disregarded. I hope, also, 
that the fact that I absolutely need the time be- 
tween this and the inauguration to do work 
whioh requires absolute seclusion will be suili- 
cient to peeves 580 many applications as I 
have lately had to appoint time for personal 
conferences.” 

Senator Vest of Missouri came out onthe 
early train and had along talk with Mr. Cleve- 
land to-day. He urged the claims of 
ex-Gov. Wrancis of issouri for either 
the Interior or the Agricultural portfolio. 
Senator Martin of Kansas and Dr. & F. 
Neely, from the same State, arrived here to-day 
in the interest of ex-Gov. G. W. Glick of Kansas, 
for Secretary of Agriculture. They took rooms 
at the hotel and sent a message to the cottage 
asking for an interview. 

Mr. Cleveland replied that he would see them 
to-morrow morning. They will cali his atten- 
tion to the peculiar position that Kansas occu- 
pies politically and the recent succeas of the 
Democrats in eftlecting a fusion. which gives 
them a Democratic United States Senator. They 
are backed by a petition signed by representa- 
tives of all parties who favor the selection of 
Glick for Secretary of Agriculture. 

Mr. Cleveland received a letter to-day from 
President Harrison couched in the most friendly 
terms and profiering the hospitalities of the 
White House before the inauguration. Mr.

JONATHAN OSBORN HALSEY. 

Jonathan Osborn Halsey, one of the pioneers 
in the life insurance business, died Sunday at 
his residenee in East Orange, N.J. Mr. Hal- 
sey was fifty-seven years old, having been born 
in Wainscott, L, L, Aug. 6, 1836. An attack of 
grip ® year ago last December left him with 
lupg trouble. Six weeks ago he went to Colo- 
rado. The Colorado climate failed to have the 
desired effect. He reached home Saturday last, 
and died within twenty-four hours. 

Mr. Halsey had been connected with the 
Manhattan Lite Insurance Company, of which 
his brother was First Vice President, for nearly 
forty-three years, with the exception of a short 
interval. During this interval he was Firat 
Vice President of the National Life Insurance 
Company, which retired from business in 1873. 
With the Manhattan Company Mr. Halsey held 
the position of Superintendent of Agents. 

In Masonis circles Mr. ee, was prominent, 
being a Mason of the thirty-third degree. Ho 
was Past Master of Grameroy Lodge of this 
city, and belonged to Jerusalem Chapter, R. A. 
M., and OCwur de Lion Commandery, Knights 
Templar. 

Mr. Halsey leaves a widow and one daugh- 
ter, who is the wife of G. C. Steins. The funer- 
al services will take place at the residence, 
Washington Street and Glenwood Avenue, East 
Orange, Wednesday, on the arrival at the Brick 
Church Station of the 2:30 o'clock train from 
the foot of Barolay Street. 


JUSTICE JOHN SCHOLFIELD. 

Justice John Scholfield of the Illinois Supreme 
Court is dead at Marshall, 1. He was born 
near Marshall, Ill.,in 1834, His father was a 
Pennsylvania Quaker who went to Illinois with 
the pioneers in 1830. The boy fought his way 
up after the fashion of poor and ambitious lads 
of half acentury ago and etudied law while 
teaching school. He was admitted to the bar at 


twenty and at twenty-two was elected State 
Attorney for the Fourth Judicial Oiroult of 
Illinois. He was a prominent man among the 
young Democrats and made Buchanan speeches 
n 1856 and Douglas speeches in 1856-60. In 
1860 he was elected to the Legislature, 
serving ® term while Cullum was 
Speaker. He gained a large law practice, 
and in 1869 was elected without opposition to 
represent the Counties of Clark and Cumber- 
land in the Constitutional Convention. In 1870 
he was made General Solicitor for Illinois of the 
Vandalia Railroad and in 1873 was elected to 
the Supreme Bench, defeating Judge Kingsbury. 
In 1879 he was re-elected without opposition, 
both Democrats and Reptblieans voting for 
him. He married Miss Emily Bartlett of

ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO BE MADE TO 


REPEAL IT. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Josiah Quincy was at 
the Capitol to-day and had conferences with 
many of the members of both the Senate and 
the House, and it has beceme generally under- 
stood that the object of his visit is to revive in- 
terest in the proposition to secure legislation 
that will correct the evils growing out of con- 
tinued purchase and storage of silver. 

It does not appear that the advocates of the 


repeal of the Sherman act yet see their way 
clearly to victory, but the hope exists with them 
that with wise management the vote of last 
week against consideration may be revised and 
@ bill of some sort pushed through. 

Senator Sherman, who bas heard of the new 
attempt which is to be made, and who under- 
stands that it contemplates a return to the 
Bland aot, says he is “dead against that.” 

The managera of this last attempt will con- 
sider their plans wel) before moving, and they 
believe there are many ways Oy which a bill 
can be produced and passed. e preliminary 
work is being done carefully, and the plans will 
not be made knewn until they are fully out- 
lined and the course to be followed decided 
upon. Then there will be a vigorous and thor- 
eugh canvass for Democratic support of the 
measure. 

The Democratic Senators do not manifest as 
much interest in the silver question as they do 
in the make-up ef the Cabinet. It is evident 
thatit will take some time to overcome the 
shock of Judge Gresham’s nomination into the 
Cabinet. The feeling of annoyance over the 
appointment is a little warmer to-day than it 
was when the selection was first made known.

BUSINESS TROUBLES, 


— Pincus Pohalski, doing business as P. Pohalski 
& Co., manufecturer of cigars at 17 Warren Street 
and at Key Weat, Fla., made an assignment yester- 
day to William Arrowsmith, without preference. 
Mr. Pohaiski has been in the cigar business since 
1565, aud has had several partners during that time, 
the last one being David G. Pohalski, a brother, who 
withdrew from the tirm of P. Pohaiski & Co. on Jan. 
15, 1891, and went into the firm of Haas & Pohalaki, 
wholesale liquor dealers at 510 Broadway, for which 
firm a receiver was appointed last October. Pincus 
Pehalski has continued the cigar manufacturing 
business at Warren Street alone under 
the old firm style. He has been very iil 
for the past two months, and at his oflice 
it was said that he had not been there 
yesterday and no information could be given 
by his son as to the cause of the failure or amount of 
liabilities. Lawyer Arrowsmith, the assignee, said 
that the failure was the result of several causes—i))- 
health, Mr. Pohalski being completely broken dewn 
physically; bad trade, cost of carrying the factory 
at Key West, losses in business, and the McKinley 
bill. he latter was probably the principal cause, 
but it affected him in a different way from other 
mapvufacturers. He did not think the bill would 
»ass and he neglected to lay in a stock of leaf tobacco 
yefore it passed, as others did, and while leaf tobacco 
went up, the price of cigars did not, so that he had 
to pay higher prices for his tobacco and did not get 
the increase on the cigars. He aleo has about 
$8,000 tied up in Haas & Pohalski. Mr. Arrow. 
swith further said the liabilities are about $100,000. 
Mr. Pohaiski thinks he can pay 75 cenis on the do)- 
lar. There are only about eight creditors, and Mr. 
Arrowsmith thought a settlement might be ar- 
ranged. About eighteen months ago it waa said 
that Mr. Pohalski had put $50,000 in the business. 
the proceeds from the sale of real estate. The 
factory at Key West is said to have cost over 
#40, 000. 

—The Sheriff has a museum on his hands. Deputy 
Sheriff Young has taken possession of the museum 
at138 Bowery under an attachment for $1,450 
against Albert Bernstein of Baltimore in favor ot 
Mrs. Mary A. McGuire for rent and on a note. It is 
said that Mr. Berustein leased the premises and sub- 
let them to David Posner tor $100 a week; that Mr.

DENVER, Col., Feb. 13,—N. C, Creede can well 
be classed as a marvel as a prospector. He has 
discovered some wonderful mines, and has 
opened by his finds an entirely new mining dis- 
trict in Colorado, Monarch Bonanza and Creede 
stand to his credit.

The nephew claimed that N.C. Creede’s father’s 
name was Harvey, but that alter the crime the 
young Man escaped and took his present name. 

This nephew is dead, and remorse is supposed 
to be the cause. His body was found in a Pull- 
man sleeping car at Wilson, Kan., on the Union 
Pacific Railway. 

Mr. Creede ciaima to know nothing of the 
young man, but he shows blackmailing letters in 
which he is charged with a crime similar to the 
one mentioned, and to find the author or au- 
thors he has had out a small army of detectives. 

He is known to have provided liberally for all 
his relatives, and he says if his nephew had 
come to him in need of money he would have 
received all and even more than he wanted. 

The honest old prospector—and every man 
who has met him in the hills and in the cities 
regards him as such—aaid to-day: 

“Ithink I should be happier without the 
wealth I have made within the past few years. 
I should, at least, be safe from such cranks as 
this fellow. I donot believe this dead young 
man was iny nephew, butif he was he was the 
sen of my Dalf brother. 

“ Bless you, if he hadcome to me and asked 
for money he could have had all he wanted, 

‘ provided my blood ran in his veins.”

AN AMERICAN ENGAGED IN NKEGOTIA- 
TIONS IN BOGOTA. 


Paris, Feb. 13.—A dispatch to the Figaro 
from Carthagena, Colombia, declares that the 
Government will grant a preference to the 
French proposals for completing the Panama 
Canal if assurance should be obtained that 
dperations will be resumed.

The dispatch to the Figaro adds that Great 
Britain has not made any proposals on the 
subject, but that several projects have been sub- 
mitted from the United States for the comple- 
tion of the work. An American, Col. Tysdell, is 
now in Bogota to engage in negotiations on the 
subjeot.

SUBJECTS OF MUCH INTEREST TO THE 
UNITED STATES DISCUSSED. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 13.—In a stormy debate to-day 
in the House of Commons on motion to place 
coal oil on the free list, George Moncrieff, 
M. P., representing the Petrolia oil interests, 
charged the Standard Oil Trust with having a 
paid agent lobbying among the members of 
Parliament for the purpose of securing a re- 
duction in the duty on American oil. He said 
this was the plan of campaign usually adopted 
by that combinatien to secure an entry to the 
Canadian market. He warned the Government 
and the House that any tampering with the 
present tariff on petroleum would give the 
Standard Company a footing in Canada which, 
he contended, would be a death blow to the 
Canadian oil industry and the beginning of the 
rale in the Dominion of one of the most oppress- 
ive monopolies which has ground the life out 
of millions in the United States. 

The Dominion Government was notified to- 
day that all Canadian cattle intended for exhi- 
bition at the World’s Fair will not be exempted 
from the new regulations. Asa result, Canada 
will likely not send an exhibition of her thor- 
oughbred animals. 

The British Minister at Washington was re- 
quested to urge the United States Government 
to exempt exhibition cattle from the quarantine 
regulation on the ground that pleuro-pneumo- 
nia does not exist in the Dominion. 

Minister of Finance Foster, in response toa 
question, said that the recent quarantine regu- 
lations issued by the United States Govern- 
ment would prohibit the transport of Cana- 
dian gattle in bond for shipment from Bos- 
ton to the English market, unless some 
trafic arrangement was arrived at similar 
to that now enjoyed \, 2 Western States, 
The language used by the Minister of Finance 
was looked upon among the Liberal members as 
a covert threat against the United States, and 
it was whispered among Governmnent 
members to-night that the Government 

roposed to withdraw the bonding privi- 
eges now enjoyed by American railways. 
The act on the part of the authorities here will 
naturally meet with great opposition from 
Canadian railway companies, which now havea

A WIDE MEASURE OF RECIPROCITY.

THE TORONTO “‘GLOBE’S” COMMISSION- 
ERS MAKE THEIR REPORT. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Feb. 13.—The Globe’s Com- 
missioners, who have been traversing Ontario 
during the past two months to ascertain the 
feeling of the people on trade and other ques- 
tions, sum up the result of their inquiries as 
follows: 

“Public opinion elicited during the inquiry 
calls for an immediate reduction of the tariff 
and as wide a measure of reciprocity with the 
United States as can be obtained, as soon as 
possible, and to inclade manufactures as well as 
patural products. 

“In some localities there is a considerable 
feeling for annexation, but a reasonable reduc- 
tion of the tariff and a measure of reciprocity 
with the United States would dispel mostof it 
in a night. 

‘* Imperial federation has no foothold outside 
ofthetown. Independence has a fair following, 
which would be larger still were ite admirers 
confident as to Canada’s ability to maintain the 
autonomy of the new nationality.”

i The Run on the Economy Bank, 

BEAVER FALts, Penn., Feb. 13.—The run on 
the Economy Bank on Saturday was only a 
slight warning of what was to follow to-day.

Examinations atthe Wesleyan College. 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Feb. 13.—The Wesleyan 
students hada college meeting after the reguler 
phapel exercises this morning and decided to adopt 
fA system of conducting examinations somewhat like 
that recently started at Princeton.

MERRIAM FUSE TESTS. 


ARMY ORDNANCE OFFICERS GET SUC- 
CESSFUL RESULTS AT SANDY HOOK. 


In well-posted army erdnance circles the 
opinion is ventured, in view of the trouble re- 
ported with the Rapieff fuses at the gun trials 
of the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, that no such 
difficulty would present itself were Merriam 
delay time fuses employed. In connection with 
the accountin THE New-York Times of Sun- 
day of the splendid showing made by the latter 
fuse in the naval test of March 13, 1890, army 
ordnance offiters point to more recent work of 
the Merriam fuse on the Sandy Hook Proving 
Grounds, 

It was lately desired by the Chief of Ordnance 
of the Navy that the new Merriam fuse should 
be fitted to the projectiles of heavy sea-coast 
guns and tested witha view to determining its 
certainty of action upon commission on a 
target, and ite ability sufficiently to delay ex- 
plosion as to permit the shell to penetrate be- 
fore exploding. It was particularly desired to 


ascertain if the explosion of the shell could be 
assured whether the projectile struck point 
foremost or sidewise. 

In teste made by official ordnance boards on 
the lines mentioned, several fuses of the Mer- 
riam type were fi from an eight-inch muzzle- 
loading rifle with results reported to be satis- 
factory. On further trial of the fuse in a 
tweive-inch breechloading rifle, two out of the 
first three failed to explode, but on recovery of 
the shelle it was found that the safety device 
had not been released. Further to investigate 
this point, experiments were made with a 
3.6-inch breechloading field mortar, using 
smaller charges. The shells, not being loaded, 
were recovered and the fuses examined. The 
results obtained were reported as confirming 
previously caloulated results. 

Still further to determine the question of cer- 
tainty of action, fuses were fired from a 3.6-inch 
tield mortar anf a 3.6-inch tield gun. The fuses 
were fired undé@r pressures varying m 3, 
to 38,000 pounds per squareinch. Absolutely 
no failures occurred. The conclusion reached 
by the board members was that the cer 
tuinty of action of the fuse had been fully es- 
tablished. As a final proof, however, shells 
were fired from a twelve-inch breechloading 
mortar. There were no failures. 

In these extended tests at Sandy Hook with 
the Merriam fuse several instances were re- 
corded of shelis bureting inthe gun. In com- 
menting on the accidents the ordnance officers 
did not attribute the premature explosions to 
the fuse action, for, as they afterward demon- 
strated, the same trouble ocourred with equal 
frequency in the firing of shells from the same 
lot, loaded with powder, but with the opening 
= the base closed by a base plug instead of a 

use. 

In the delay tests of the Merriam fuse, the 
point so vital in the operation of pneumatic 
dynamite guns, and the one on which so much 
success was scored in the naval triai of March 
13, 1890, the army ordnance officers fired about 
thirty shells. The results they reported to be 
highly satisfactory. 

Fully to understand the nature of the delay 
success achieved by this fuse, itshould be known 
that when a load shell without a fuse ie fired 
against armor and that armor exceeds a cer- 
tain thickness—varying with the size and char- 
acter of the projectile—the heat developed at 
the instant of conoussion is sufficient to ignite 
the contained bursting charge and cause explo- 
sion after the shell has passed through. Withbha 
still more strongly resisting target the heat 
would be more intense and more quickly devel- 
oped and the explosion would then occur before 

netration. In the latter oase comparatively 

ittle damage would result unless the explosion 
wae so violent as to shatter the plate. Many 
attempts have been made from time to time to 
overcome this difficulty of premature explosion 
by inclosing the charge in non-conducting baga, 
but no advantage up to the time of the advent 
of the Merriam fuse had been secured. Owing 
to the absence of any certain guard against pre- 
mature explosion prior to the design of the Mer- 
riam fuse not afew ordnance authorities have 
deemed it advisable to dispense with bursting 
charges in projectiles designed to attack armor, 
aud to trust wholly to the impact force of the 
shell to inflict damage. 

It has been calculated that there is an inter- 
val of .005 second after impact in which to 
setup the action of the fuse and develop the 
force of the bursting charge. This delay is not 
sufficient to enable ashell to effect penetration 
before explosion. To secure so short a delay by 
a train of powder is impossible; by restraining 
afuse plunger in its movements toward the 
percussion caps @ limited delay may be ob- 
tained, but this renders the fuse less sensitive, 
and would cause a shorter delay with a thicker 
target, which is the reverse of what ordnance 
men aim at. But the Merriam fuse affords a 
time delay proportional to the resistance to be 
overceme by the projectile. 

In the recent Sandy Hook tests shells were 
fired from a 3.6-inch field gun through a 3-inch 
plank target, through a 4-foot butt of sand, 
and plank targets of varying thicknesses. 
The shells fired through the plank targets burat 
about five feet beyond, and, with a thickness of 
fifty-two inches of plank, the burst occurred at 
practically the same distance in therear. Of 
about sixty Merriam fuses fired on the Sandy 
Hook Proving Grounds not one failed to act. 

This record made before the eyes of an ord- 
nance officer of the high standing of Capt 
Frank Heath, the chief ordnance officer of the 
Bandy Hook Proving Grounds, is a showing 
which, ordnance men esay, cannot be dis- 
counted. [tnot only bears out the reports of 
the perfect action of the fuse as declared by the 
naval board of March 13, 1890, consisting of 
Capt. Robert F. Bradford, Lieut. Commander 
H. N. Manney, and Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, 
but shows by exhaustive experiments the ab- 
solute certainty of action under all conditions 
of resistance to the projectile. In face of these 
facts the action of the Navy Department offi- 
cers in permitting an untried fuse to enter into 
the fittings of the Vesuvius is not understood 
by unbiased ordnance men of this oity,if it is 
understood at the Navy Department. 

Results count. The maxim is as true in ord- 
nance circles as in businegs life, and it remains 
to be seen, well-informed men here are saying, 
ifthe prejudices as exhibited by ordnance offi- 
cers and others of the Navy Department will 
again deprive the public service of an soreness 
whicb has proved to be a success, but which, 
for some unaccountable reason, has been thrown 
overboard at the very moment that its success 
was demopatrated.

DANIEL BOLEB. 


INCIDENTS IN THE LIFE OF THE DEAD 
SHAKER LBADER. 


Bow.ine GREEN, Ky., Feb. 13.—There died 
& few weeks ago at Mount Lebanon, N. Y., tne 
distinguished Shaker Elder, Daniel Boler, who 
was at the head of the Shaker Order, and was a 
man of splendid attainments and great learning. 
He was ninety years of aze when he died, and 
had been for morethan half a century the leader 
of the Shakers. His death was written up at 


length in THE New-YorRK Times, and the ohar- 
acter and life of the great elder were widely 
commented upon. 

This man at one time was a resident of this 
county. He lived eight miles from Bowling 
Green, on Gosper River, and his early life was 
in some respects an eventful one. He is re- 
membered in this section now, however, by 
very few outside of the members of the United 
Society of Shakers at South Union, Ky. 

His father was William Boler, who owned a 
ricoh and well-cultivated farm on the banks of 
the Gosper. He was an industrious, frugal man, 
and accumulated considerable property. While 
he was living on this farm, young Daniel, who 
wae afterward to play such an important part 
and attain such a high position as a Shaker, was 
born. This was in 1803, and shortly afterward 
William Boler, the father, became a convert to 
the Shaker faith, and it resulted in the disrup- 
tivn of his family. 

He went to the Shaker Society at South Union 
in 1808, as the records of the society show, and 
became amember. His wife went to Glasgow, 
Ky., and instituted an action for divorce and 
the custody of the ohild Daniel. 

Boler, in anticipation of this, had conveyed 
his farm and all his other property to the so- 
clety. His wife claimed the property, and after 
several years’ litigation the case was decided in 
1814, a deoree being. rendered ving her the 
property and declaring null and void the con- 
veyance to the society. She was also given the 
custody of the ohild, then in Mr. Boler’s posses- 
sion at South Union. 

The night after the decision of the court be- 
came known, Mr. Boler took Daniel, then about 
eleven years of age, and left South Union, de- 
termined that, though deprived of his landa, he 
would retain the boy at hazards. 

He went first to the Shaker settlement at 
Pleasant Hill, Ky., but, feeling insecure there 
and fearing that his divorced wife would by pro- 
cess Of law secure possession of the boy, le left 
Pleasant Hill and set his face toward the Shaker 
settlement at Mount Lebanon, N. Y. It was a 
long, weary journey, taken on foot, and beset 
with many hardships and perils; but after sev- 
eral weeks of travel he arrived at Mount 
Lebanon with the boy. Both were fatigued 
from their long tramp, but were otherwise well 
and hearty. 

He was never further molested, the wife evi- 
dently remaining in ignorance of his where- 
abouts.

THE MILLERS FORM A TKUST.

IT TAKES IN THE SPRING WHEAT MEN 
OF THE WEST AND NORTHWEST. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 13.—In regard to tho al- 
leged Millers’ Trust reported to-day, it was 
learned from a gentleman who olalins to have 
personal knowledge that for more than three 
months the leading Spring wheat millers in the 
belt bounded by Buifalo, St. Louis, and Minne- 
apolis have been trying to form an organiza- 
tion. 

The scheme is said to have originated with 
Mr. Hubbard of Mankato, Minn., and all the 
mectings have been held in Chicago. Most of 
the Spring wheat millers in Buffalo, Chicago, 


St. Louis, Milwaukeo, Minneapolis, and trib- 
utary points have finally got into the organiza- 
tion, which is now under full headway, witb all 
the necessary officers and committees. 

The millers of Minnesota, or several of them 
who were seen this afternoon, do not deny that 
there is on foot a movement looking to the 
formation of an association of all prominent 
millers in the Spring-wheat belt, but they do 
deny that the organization will have anything 
te do with controlling prices. 

A minimum priee may be agreed upon, but no 
maximum. The idea is to have prices open, so 
that every miller in the association may know 
what every other miller is getting for his goods. 
In this way millers will unite against the 
buyer who ts responsible for outs in prices.

CANADIAN TEACHERS TO BE FITTED TO 
ILLUSTRATE IT INTELLIGENTLY. 


OTrawa, Ontario, Feb. 13.—The Ontario Gov- 
ernment has just decided upon a novel method 
of stemming the rush from farms to cities. 
This tendency is growing in Canada every year. 
The Government proposes to solve the difficulty 


through the schoolroom. 
During the Summer holidays a school will be 


opened at Guelph to which the teachers of the 
rural schools ef the Provinee will be invited. 
There will be given a series of forty or fifty 
lectures on subjects appertaining to agricult- 
ure, including chemistry, botany, and geology, 
not with a view of fitting them in that short 
time to teach technical agriculture, but to pre- 
pare them to give a series of popular talks to 
the children on plant and animal lire, the nature 
of the soil, with special reference to their im- 
mediate surroundings, and other kindred sub- 

ots which will naturally present themselves 

n this connection. 

No additional subject will be placed upon the 
school curriculum, which is already fully loada- 
ed, but the teachers will be advised to take up 
some of these sibjects, say on Friday after- 
boon, a part of which is now usually devoted 
to readings and recitations.

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NICARAGUA CANAL BONDS 


—— 
THE BILL FOR THEIR ISSUE BE- 
FORE THE SENATE. 


A MEASURE TO GUARANTEE THE PAY- 
MENT BY THE Company oF $100,- 
000,000, WITH INTEREST, IN SIXTY 
YEARS—THE TREASURY TO BE AM- 
PLY SECURED BY MORTGAGE. 


WASHrvefon, Feb. 13.—The proposition that 
the United States Government shall guarantee 
the payment of $100,000,000 in bonds, which 
the Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua pro- 
poses to issue, is now equarely before the Sen- 
ate, the bill containing it having been taken up 
to-day. 

The bill is amendatory of the act of 1889 in- 
porporating the company. It provides that the 
capital stock shall consist of 1,000,000 shares 
of $100 each, and no more. All stock of the 
company heretofore issued and all bonds issued 
are to be redeemed and canceled, al) outstand- 
ing liabilities of the company satisfied, and all 
contracts not in harmony with the present 
measure canceled or made to conform 
to it, it being, in the language of 
the bill, “the intent and object of 
this act to secure the construction of the Niea- 
ragus Canal by the said company, with the aid 
of the United States to the extent herein pro- 
vided, upon the basis of the concession of Nica- 
ragua and Costa Kica, and the contracts and 
exgagements heretofore made, consistent with 
the provisions of this act, or that may hereafter 
‘be made by said maritime company, consistent 
with the provisions of thie act, and as far as 
practicable at ite actual cost. 

Bonds to the amount of $100,000,000 are au- 
thorized to be issued, to be payable Jan. 1, 1953, 
but redeemable at the pleasure of the United 
Btates at any time after Jan. 1, 1903, with in- 
terest at 3 per cent, payable quarterly. These 
bonds are to be secured by firat mortgage 
onall the property and rights of property of 
the company, including its rights and franchise 
to be a corporation. This mortgage must con- 
tain @ provision for a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the bonds at maturity. Before execu- 
tion the Attormey General of the United States 
must approve the mortgage, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury must aleo approve the Trustees to 
be named. 

The most interesting feature of the bill is the 
paragraph calling for the description on each of 
the bonds to be issued of the guaranty of the 
United States as follows: ‘‘The United States 
of America guarantees to the lawful holder of 
this bond the payment by the Maritime Canal 
Company of Nicaragua of the principal of said 
bonds and interest accruing thereon, and as it 
accrues.” 

The liabilities of the canal company caunot 
under the bill be construed to be lessened in 
any way by reason of the guaranty. Should the 
company default at any time in the payment of 
interest, orin other respect, the right of fore- 
closure shall at once attach, in favor of the 
United States 

Should the dill become alaw the Secretary of 
the Treasury might deliver to the company 
bonds to an amount equal to the sum expended 
Dy the canal company prior to Jan. 1, 1893, the 
total not to exceed $6,000,000. He must de- 
liver bonds regularly thereafter as the work 

roceeds, always keeping within the safety 
fimit, the proceeds of these bonds to be em- 
ployed by the company exclusively for canal 
purposes. 

In order to secure to the governments of 
Nicagura and Costa Rica the benefits stipulated 
by their concessions, and to compensate the 
United States for its guarantee of the bonds, it 
is proposed that $12,000,000 of the company’s 
stock shall be retained by the company, to en- 
able it to comply with the provisions of the aot, 
and that Nicagura and Costa Rice shall receive 
the shares promised them. The remainder of 
the capital stock is to be issued to the 
United States, and to be voted at all 
stock holders meetings by the . Presi- 
dent of the United States or his proxy. 
But three Directors shall be selected from 
holders of the stock, other than that owned by 
the United States. Ten of the fifteen Directors 
shall be appointed by the President of the 
United States, not more than five of whom shall 
belong to one political party. Five of these 
shall hold office one year and five two years, 
their successors to serve two years. Such 
Directors cannot be stockholders. 

Before the bill was considered in the Senate 
to-day two colored maps,one showing the ex- 
isting routes of transportation between the 
Atlantic and the Pacitic Oceans and the other 
the region to be transversed by the proposed 
canal, were suspended from the galleries on the 
north side of the chamber, in order to give the 
Senators a clear idea of the points to be brought 
eut in favor of the enterprise. 

Mr. Frye (Rep.. Maine,) epened the debate 
with a vigorous speechin favor of the bill. At 
its conclusion the people in the galleries showod 
their appreciation by applauding, which called 
for no rebuke from the Vice President Later 
in the day Mr. Frye said to the correspondent 
of THE NeEw-YorK TIMcs that he was in doubt 
whether the bill would pase in the present ses- 
sion, owing to the short time remaining in 
which to discuss it, and the necessity of consid- 
ering the appropriation bille. 

Mr. Frye began with a review of the plans for 
eonnecting the two oceans, concluding that 
the Panama route was an impossibility and the 
Tehuantepec ship railway was impracticable. 
He then continued: 

** Nicaragua has been the favored location for a great 
many years on account of its climate; because the 
distance for an excavated canal was only 26 miles, 
while lake and river transportation was 142 
miles; because midway was a magnificent sheet of 
tresh water, deep enough and broad enough w hold 
the navies of the whole world; because at either ex- 
tremity a harbor, safe and convenient, cvuld be 
easily provided, and because itis just beyond what 
is known as the ‘ calm belt’ of Panama.” 

Mr. Frye went on to elucidate the advantages 
of the Nicaragua route, to reply to the earth- 
quake and other objections made against it, and 
to show why it would be for the benefit of the 
country that the oredit of the Government 
should be loaned to the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, as proposed in the bill. 

As to the cost of the work, he had no hesita- 
tion in saying that, with the aid of Government 
credit, its outside cost would be $100,000,000; 
while without that aid ite cost would be at least 
double, because the company could not sell its 
bonds, unguaranteed, for more than 60 per 
cent., and would have to pay 6 per cent in- 
terest instead of 3 per cent. The Suez bonds 
had been sold at 50, with stock thrown in asa 
bonus. He calculated the annual fixed charges 
of the Nicaragua Canal under the two systems 
as follows: 

Interest on $100,000,000 guaranteed by the 
United States Government at 3 per cent., $3,000,- 
000; maintenance, repairs and operations, $2.000,- 
000; sinking fund, (which would in fifty years pay 
the entire issue of bonds,) $1,000,000; total, $6,00v,- 


Interest on $200,000,000 (which it would cost the 
company if bonds were not guaranteed by the Gov- 
ernment) at 6 per cent., $12,000,000; annual main. 
tenance, $2,000,000; total, (without sinking fund,) 
$14,000,000. 

He calculated on the basis of 9,000,000 tons 
(in sight) that a tonnage of $1 a ton would 
leave, under the plan of the bill, a profit of 
$3,000,000 a year; while the same tonnage and 
toll, without that plan, would leave a loss of 
$5,000,000 a year. The company, therefore, 
would have to charge, not $1 a tun, but $2.50 
or $3. 

Mr. Frye went on to describe the advantages 
which the opening of the Nicaragua Canal 
would give to the United States in the trade 
with China and Japan. If his showing, he said, 
were correct, the United States Government 
could afford to lend its credit for $100,000,000 
to build the Nicaragua Canal for the foreign 
commerce alone, and he asserted that the do- 
mestic commerce of the United States would 
reap very much more advantage from the canal 
than even the foreign commerce would. 

In conclusion, Mr. Prye spoke of the growth 
of the United States since the war as phenome- 
nal and unparalleled in the history of the world, 
and he said: 

“Gladstone twenty years ago declared that 
the young daughter beyond the seas might, 
some time or other, overtake the mother. I de- 
clare to-day, in this presence, that the ‘daugh- 
ter beyond the seas’ has overtaken the mother, 
has distanced her im the race, and can only see 
her to-day by looking backward through the 
dust raised by the wheels of her own magniti- 
cent progress. Mr. President, let the crowning 
glory of this blessed Republic of ours be the com- 
oe ofthis gigantic enterprise before the 

awn of the twentieth century.” (Applause on 
the fioor and in the galleries. } 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) said that the coun- 
try whose opinion the United States most 
respected and whose power the United States 
Was always watchful of—Great Britain—haa 
never had a word to utter in opposition to the 
bill. This was because the bill under discussion 
jollowed strictly, honorably, and justiy a pro- 
gramme in favor of the canal to whieh the 
Governments of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and other 
Central American States had agreed. 

Mr. Morgan then went on to give a sketoh of 
the diplomatic history of the canal plan from 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty down to the most 
recent incidentin that history, and then the 
pill went over until to-morrow.

CONGRESSMAN WILSON WILL NOT TRY 
TO PREDICT ITS RESULT. 


“It is impossible to say when a Senator will 
be chosen in Washington, and uniess one be 
chosen before March 4, I do not know whether 
the vacancy may be filled by the Governor or 
not,” Congressman John L. Wilson of Washing- 
ton said to a reporter of THE New-YORK TIMES 
yesterday. Mr. Wilson was at the Hoffman 
House. He came to this city, he said, to attend 
~ private affairs, which would requirea day or 


wa, 

“It will be five weeks to-morrow,” Mr. Wil- 
son said, “since the Legislature took the first 
ballot fora successor to Senator Allen. Two 
ballots have been taken daily since, and, so far 
as I am informed, there is no sign of a break in 
the dead-lock. Senator Allen is the leading 
candidate as his own successor. His strongest 
opponent is Judge George Turner. It requires 
57 votes to elect. 

“The Republican majority is so large as to 
preclude the possibility of electing a Democrat, 
but the opposing factions do not seem any 
nearer together now than they did a month ago. 
Senator Allen continues to receive 51 votes. 
Judge Turner has 27 stanch supporters. 

“ Senator Allen’s friends favored a eaucus at 
the outset, but enough Republicans refused to 
go into caucus to prevent a nomination. I have 
been informed recently that a proposition has 
been made to take a secret ballet in caucus, and 
let whoever gets fifty-seven votes be the candi- 
date. Ido not know whether this will be done. 

“If the dead-lock continues until March 4 
the situation will be rather novel. Mr. Alien’s 
term will expire on thatdate. I do not know 
whether the Governor will have authority to 
appoint to fill the vacaney so lo as the 
Legislature is In session or not, but I thinknot.” 

r. Wilson has mn spoken of in the same 
dispatches as a possible candidate if the forces 
of Senator Allen and Judge Turner cannot unite 
op either. He disclaimed ogee § any aepira- 
tions toaseat in the Senate. “Ihave never 
been a candidate,” he said, ‘“‘and have never 
asked any man to Seo me for that office.” 

** What do you think of the selection of Judge 
Gresham fora Cabinet position?’’ Mr. Wilson 
was asked. 

* Although I once lived in Indiana,” he said, 
““T was never one of the followers of Judge 
Gresham. Heisanable man, but I do not be- 
lieve he will find himself in a congenial atmos- 
phere as one of Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. After 
the ‘new’ wears off, I don’t believe either Mr. 
Gresham or Mr. Cleveland will like it. ButI 
am a Republican and am suspicious of the next 
Administration anyway. 

“‘Bome Eastern Congressmen have told me in 
80 many words lately that the men from the 
West are asking altogether too much legislation 
at the hands of Congress. Itis hard fora man 
who represents an Eastern district fully to 
appreciate the demands of anew country. Our 
lands are just being opened up. The Govern- 
ment must provide for surveys, as our State 
institutions cannot secure their grants 
or actual settlers a piace on which 
to live. Our streams must be bridged, our 
Indian reservations cared for. Our rivers and 
and harbors, which have never had much bene- 
fit from the appropriation bills, are not yet sur- 
veyed to ascertain the cost of making them 
navigable for commerce, and the country is 
filling up sorapidly thatit is a positive hard- 
ship if this is not done. 

“Some protection for the great commercial 
interests of Puget Sound must be afforded. 
New ports of entry are constantly needed for 
the accommodation of business. There are 
great shipping interests at towns along the 
coast that have grown up within the last five 
years which are absolutely unprotected by 
anything except the fact that the flag flies over 
the Government buildings. There are not even 
lighthouses to guide those whe go down to the 
sea in transpacific steamers. All of these 
things have been attended to in the East for 
fifty years. 

“The Legislature in Washington, I have been 
advised, recently considered the question of the 
free coinaye of silver. A resolution favoring 
it was introduced, and to the surprise of some 
there was a pronounced majority against it, 
which indicates that the people there are as 
willing to pay an honest dollar as they have 
been to borrow one.” 





MISS SCHMIDS FUNERAL, 


MANY FRIENDS AT THE SERVICES IN 


ST. PATRICK’s CATHEDRAL. 


The funeral of Mise Josephine Schmid teok 
place yesterday morning at S8t. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, in Fifth Avenue. Miss Schmid was 
the daughter of the late August Schmid, the 
well-known brewer of this city, who died in 
1889, and a granddaughter of the late Joseph 
Schmid and of Mr. Kleiner of Cincinnati, who was 
for many years a leading business man of that 
city, to which he went after the revolution of 
1848 in Germany, in which he took a prominent 
part.

WOULD SUFFER BY THE LAW. 


EFFECT OF ELM STREET LEGISLATION 
IN ONE CASE—MR. HEWITT’S VIEW. 


Mrs. William Everson is a property owner 
who will suffer severely if the measure now 
before the Legislature, providing that, to hasten 
the Elm Street improvement, the city may take 
possession of property and settle with owners 
afterward, becomes a law. 

Mrs. Everson’s house is a two-story frame 
uilding on the west side of Marion Street, 
north of Spring. The ground floor is rented as 
ashop,and Mr. and Mrs. Everson, now over 


seventy years of age, with theirone daughter, 
live on the floor above. The house was built 
about ninety years ago by Mrs. Everson's moth- 
er. Mrs. Everson was born and married there. 
For nearly half a century the Eversons carried 
onasmall milk business, but now they live 
by renting the ground fioor. The house is all 
they have. 

The value of the place is comparatively small, 
but the Eversons look forward fearfully to giv- 
ing it up with the possibility of a long wait for 
compensation from the city. 

Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt, in response to a request 
for his opinion of tbe bill authorizing the city to 
take possession of property in advance of 
the award of damages, has written a letter to 
Mr. John Hayes of 114 Nassau Street, in which 
he says that he does not think that such legisia- 
tion is in the public interest. Oocvasions might 
arise, he says, when the public health would re- 
quire immediate action, but the opening of a 
street presented no such necessity. It was cer- 
tainly notjust compensation to take a man’s 
property and give him the award two or three 
years after he is deprived of possession.

SNOW AND RAIN OVERWHELM 
MR. BRENNAN’'S FORCES. 


STREET CROSSINGS TURNED INTO PUD- 
DLES AND THE CITY HALL PABK 
INTO A POND-—THE DISCOMFORT 
GREATEST DOWN TOWN — SCENES 
IN THE SHOPPING DISTRICT. 


When a large, fat storm descends and over- 
whelms this town, Street Cleaning Commis- 
sioner Brennan sits down and cries, while the 
people get along as well as they can. 

Yesterday’s scenes of snow-clogged and over- 
flowed streets have no parallels in the history of 
the place. The whole town was a dampened 
disgrace to civilization. When Mr. Brennan 
was asked what he was doing, or would do, to 
help make the streets passable, he neld up his 
hands in genial despair, and said: “ You ought 
to have seen those streets—how clean they were 
—at 10 o’colook Sunday night, when I went to 
bed.” 

Mr. Brennan is a hard man tosuit. He is re- 
ported to have said several days ago, when 
everything was frozen tight as a campaign 
fund after election, that if only a good heavy 
rain would come he would soon have the 
stroets clean. When he said that, people were 
gratified to observe that even Mr. Brennan had 
learned the physical fact that a sufficient flow 
of warm water will melt ice, although they 
couldn’tsee how Mr. Brennan was doing his 
duty by merely waiting or even praying for 
rain. But now, when soft snow and rain have 
come together, Mr. Brennan says that there is 
too much of both, and so the outlets get clogged. 
What Mr. Brennan really seems to require isa 
long stretoh of fine,early Summer weather, 
with light showers early in the morning to lay 
the dust, and a general law that no dirt or rub- 
bish shall be allowed to blow into the streets. 

The snow fell early and heavily yesterday, 
and changed to pelting rain in the middle of the 
forenoon. Gutters became roaring torrents, 
streets hopeless abysses, and where sewer holes 
were clogged great lakes spread rapidly, dark 
brown in color, of the consistancy of iced cof- 
fee and of unknown depth. These might have 
been interesting phenomena in a place where 
nobody lived, or where no business was to he 
done. Butina town of this size, where people 
do not know enough (as Mr. Brennan would 
say) to etay in when it rains, they become liv- 
ing, not to say jumping, issues. 

At every street corner where such lakes 
apread, diversified by little brown islands, 
which disappeared when stepped upon, the same 
occurrences were repeated. Men and women 
halted, shuddering on the brink. One or two 


venturesome persons would essay the danger- 
ous passage, usually making fair headway until 
a scrap of ice under water or a sudden meve- 
ment to dodge a horse threw them off their bal- 
ance, and they plunged wildly, sometimes only 
ankle deep, sometimes up to the knee, in the 
cold broth, and not infrequently sat down 
squarely, sending great sheets of the ioy slush 
flying for ten feet about them. Meanwhile the 
crowds on the corners grew in size, and those 
in the front rank were crowded out into the 
pond. Once in they squawked and swore and 
splashed on to the next ourbstone, wet and 
chilled to the bone, angry, dirty, shrieking with 
mingled anger and discomfort. 

A man in the uniform of Brig. Gen. Brennan’s 
glorious army stood in Broadway leaning on 
his broom, looking helplessly at such an exhibi- 
tion. Some inconsiderate person, with slush in 
the back of his neck and soft mud in his eyes, 
stopped and cursed him up hill and down dale 
for an incompetent hireling of a more inoom- 
petent boss. The man took it philosophically. 

** Well,” said he “av I was ye, l’'d not be out 
such a day at all.” 

The avenues and cross streets far up town 
were less outrageous simply because fewer per- 
sons were afoot tosufferinthem. Fifth Avenue 
wae a wide sea of trouble. Atthe botton of its 
hill great ponds collected and overflowed side- 
walksin alldirections, The wind blew and twist- 
ed around corners, and few were the umbrellas 
strong enough to hold theirown. A great many 
awnings were blown altogether away, and went 
oareering off like a ship's lostsails. Sherry’s 
— blew loose three times. 

In the so-called shopping districts there were 
many ourious sighte to see and sounds to hear. 
Why women went out in such weather was a 
question without an answer, but they did, and 
they had o hard time. Some of them fell, soores 
were splashed from head to foot with the most 
awful biack slime and icy weter, all got soaked 
as wet as hens on a parade ground. Itisa 
curious fact that about 100 men stood in the 
rain by the quarter hour and laughed at the 
misadventures of the procession of shoppers 
battling with the slush and storm. 

Hardly anywhere did o member of the street 
cleaning brigade heave in sight. And when he 
did come he just pushed the slush around and 
spattered people, or felt around in a puddle 
until he thought he bad found a small hole 
through whioh the water would run off in time. 
After such an exploithe assumed a virtuous 
expression and talked softly to himself, as if 
in meditation upon the vagaries of nature. 

In the streets down town, narrower and more 
crowded by horses, carts, and human beings, 
the situation was indescribable. It didn’t seem 
to make much difference what a man wore, he 

ot wet all the same. A man with patent 
eather shoes hurried beside a man in rubber 
fishing boots. A manin big goloshes slumped 
and aquashed along at the heels ef a youth in 
russet boots, which, whenthoreughly wet, are 
the most unbeautiful thines this side of Jersey. 
There was a famous puddle at Ann Street and 
Broadway and another at Fulton Street, which 
people waded through in bitterness of 
spirit. The diagonal crossing near Franklin’s 
Btatue, in Park Row, was ase shameful 
a piece of travel as anyin town. It was from 
four to eight inches deep in a weird and freez- 
ing mixture, through which trucks and other wag- 
ons labored er dashed, according to the drivers’ 
fancy or the horses’ strength, scattering slush 
in showers and sending pedestrians running for 
their lives through fathomless ole. Umbrel- 
las were blown inside out and often into shape- 
lees wrecks. One young woman hung on to 
bers and was dragged half acrose the street 
shrieking. 

The horse care ran with four horses earlier in 
the day, butin the afternoon two horses were 
considered enough to pull the packed cars. As 
each car plowed along the slush and slime were 
thrown to both sidewalks. 

Throughout its length Broadway was a mo- 
rass. In Wall and Broad Streets the steep hills 
and asphaltum pavements gave the water a 
chance (as Mr. Brennan would say) to run off in 
the natural way, and some successful effort was 
made to keep the gutters clear and the sewer 
holes open. But not a smile was to be seen 
upon Broadway. Every face was puckered up 
into wrathful stolidity as the sleety rain beat 
down sharp and hard into face and beard and 


hair. 

In the afternoon a tall, thin man, who seemed 
to care nothing for the rain and sleet, stood in 
P front of the Post Office on the Park Row side 
with a plank. He held the plank in the air like 
a drawbridge and then let it fall on three boxes, 
which he had Po in an enormous puddle 
which spread half across the street, whenever 
anybody gave him a cent, which was the toll he 
asked for the use of his bridge. He would have 
made a fortune if he had not been alone, but 
while he collected one copper, several lawless 
persons would pass over without paying. At 
the end of an hour he was pretty rieh, but he 
grew discouraged as he thought of the immense 
gum he would have made if everybody had paid 
histoll. A large, uncompromising policeman 
came along and assisted him to make up his 
mind to go out of business, so he picked up his 
plank and boxes and off he went. 

City Hall Park was afioat for several hours. 
Then somebody went to Commissioner Bren- 
pan’s office and said that if something wasn’t 
done the Mayor would be drowned. Acoord- 
ingly a few men were sent out to chop out the 
drains, and after a while the lost island of the 
park loomed above the surface again. 

In response to questions as to his plans for 
making the streets passable, Commissioner 
Brennan said that he would do all he could. 
His men were swamped and overwhelmed. The 
streets had been beautiful to look upon the 

revious night, before the storm came. The 
yepartment carts and force would go out imme- 
diately after nightfall, and would do what they 
could. 

The cause of all this unpleasantness ap- 
proached in the shape of a storm centre from 
Cape Hetteras, which, moving northward up 
the coast, struck town at 2:40 o’clock yesterday 
morning. It extended from Maine to Carolina, 
and New York was not so severely visited as 
other places. Here the rainfall was given as 
.91 of aninoh. At Lynchburg, Va., it was 1.56 
inches, and at Jacksonville, Fla, it reached 


1.88. 

The wind registered forty miles, and the max- 
imum temperature mever rose above freezing 
point; otherwise the snow might have disap- 
peared more rapidly.

DR, CLARK WITHDRAWS. 


RELUCTANT ACTION BY THE PRESBY- 
TERY—THE SEA AND LAND CHURCH. 


The Presbytery of New-Yerk has a great deal 
of very important business to dispose of be- 
tween now and the session of the General As” 
sembly in Washington next May. At the regu 
lar monthly meeting of the body, held yesterday 
afternoon in the old Scotch Presbyterian Church’ 
Fourteenth Street near Bixth Avenue, consider, 
able business was transacted, but the matters 
of the greatest interest, such as the revision of 


the Westminster Confession of Faith and special 
overtures to the General Ass-mbiy, were laid 
over until a special meeting to be heid on Mon- 
day next at the Scotch Ohurch, at 2 o’clook. 

The attendance of ministers and elders yes- 
terday was rather small. The most interest- 
ing action taken was the granting of the re- 

uestof Dr. Kdward L. Clark of the Church of the 

uritans, which he established and has presided 
over for twenty years, for leave to withdraw 
from the Presbyterian ministry. Dr. Clark has 
fully set forth his reasons for the request in ser- 
mons and public communications. He could 
not subscribe to what he thought the majority 
of the Prespyterian Church in America had con- 
etrued as ite standards. 

The Presbytery has been slow to accept his 
resignation, as he has been a strong man in the 
denemination, and appointed a special commit- 
tee to confer with him. That special committee 
reported that Dr. Clark held no views which 
Were inconsistent with Presbyterianiem, but 
Dr. Clark though otherwise and pressed his re- 

uest. 

” So yesterday he asked for leave to withdraw 
and for a letter of dismissal to the West Suffolk 
Association of Congregational Ministers of 
Massachusetts. 

Yo a New-YORK TIMES reporter Dr. Clark 
stated that he had not accepted a call to any 
Massachusetts church, but was in cemmunica- 
tion with several congregations that desired his 
services. 

In making his request Dr. Clark said that he 
hoped that it would be at once granted, with- 
out the customary discussion and farewell 
speeches. His relations with the Presbytery 
had been so tender and had extended over such 
a period of time that he feared the expressions 
of his brothers might be a little more than he 
could bear.

Elder George C. Lay of the Churoh of the Pu- 
ritans said that the members of the congrega- 
tion were exceedingly sorry to part with Dr.

This was unanimously re 
ed, and Dr. Clark left the hall He will fil) his 
pastorate for the rest of thismonth. On the 
last Sunday Dr. Marling will be at the church 
to declare the pulpit vacant. 

Two vacant pulpits were formally filled and 
accepted. The Rev. John R. Davis of Washing- 
ton accepted the call to Dr. Howard Crosby’s 
ola church, the Fourth Presbyterian, on Madi 
son Avenue, and the Kev. Matthew J. Smalley 
accepted the call to the Knox Presbyterian 
Chureh. The former will get $6,000 and the 
latter $1,800, so that they “shall not suffer 
from worldly care.”’ 

Ali the rest of the afternoon was given up to 
the apparently endless controversy as to 
whether or not the Church of the Sea and Land, 
Market and Henry Streets, should be solid. The 
matter came up on the report of a special com- 
mittee, represented by the Kev. Dr. Charles L. 
Thompson. This report nscommended that the 
property, worth about $140,000, being more ex- 
tensive than was needed for the work being 
done, should be sold in whole or in part; that in 
the locality, if not on a part of the present prop- 
erty, a new meeting-house should be erected, to 
cost, with the site, not more than $75,000, and 
that the balance of the money should be kept in 
@ separate fund for the maintenance of the 
work to be done there. After a long wrangle 
this report was adopted. It gives the power to 
the Trustees of the Presbytery to proceed now 
with the property as they see fit.

FOR PEACE IN PRESBYTERIANISM. 
With the hope of stilling the troubled waters 
in which it seems inevitable that Presbyterian- 
ism will strike on a rock and be divided when 
the General Assembly shall meet in Washing- 
ton, in May next, a movement is on foot to pre- 
sent to the Assembly a grand memorial for 


peace signed by influential clergymen and lay- 
men in all the large cities of the country. 

The plans of this peace combine, as it has been 
called, have been kept secret, with a view of not 
making the matter public until the movement 
had developed its full strength. There has been 
a leak, though. 

The movement originated on Dec. 13, 1892, 
when Dr. Henry Van Dyke, a man of very lib- 
eral theolo views, entertained with a din- 
ner at the University Club many of the leading 
lights of.Presbyterianism from all parts of the 
country, who had been attracted to this city by 
the Briggs heresy trial, which was then in 
progress. Among those who were at that din- 
ner were Dr. George Alexander of the Universi- 
ty Place Church, Dr. Wilton Merle Smith of the 
Central Presbyterian Church, Dr. T. 8. Hamlin 
of Washington, Dr. Charles Wood of German- 
town, Penn., and Dr. A, V. V. Raymond of 
Albany. 

A memorial was drawn up to be placed in the 
hands of a leading man in each Presbytery in 
the country for signatures. Just what the me- 
morial sets forth cannot be learned, but it is 
known to be essentially a conciliatory docu- 
ment.

MR. FOSTER INWALL STREET 


HE CONTINUES HIS TALKS WITH 
FINANCIERS, 


BELIEVED THAT HE DESIRES TO CON- 
FER WITH THE PRESIDENT BE- 
FORE ACTION—BONDS MAY BE ISSUED 
IN COMPARATIVELY SMALL LOTS— 
GOLD TO GO ON THE ELBE. 


Charles Foster, Secretary of the Treasury, 
had another season of conferences with bank 
Presidents and other financiers yesterday. 
There was no general meeting, but in half a 
dozen offices the Secretary disoussed the finan- 
cial situation with men whose opinions are of 
woight. 

There had been a cenerally prevalent notion 
that Mr. Foster would make the Sub-Treasury 
his headquarters for the day, but there were 
objections to it because it was not quite se- 
cluded enough. So it happened that he spent 
comparatively littl time in the New-York 
branch of his department. 

The first of his talxs with Wall Street men 
took place at the First National Bank. There 
Mr. Foster met the President of the bank, 
George F. Baker, and President George G. Will- 
iams of the Chemical Bank, who is also Presi- 
dent of the Clearing House Association. The 
Seoretary’s next stop was at the office of J. & 
W. Seligman in the Mills Building, and he also 
saw J. Pierpont Morgan before he appeared 
after luncheon at the Sub-Tressury, where he 
talked for a quarter of an hour with Assistant 
Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts before giving audi- 
ence to all comers. 

Mr. Foster said that he was going to catch the 
5 o’elook train for Washington and he had time 
for another call at the Standard Oil Building. 
At the Sub-Treasury his visitors included Henry 
Clews and George 8. Coe, President of the 
American Exchange National Bank. 

To interviewers Mr. Foster had little to say. 
There was nothing new to be told, he declared. 
Pablished accounts of his talks with bankers on 
Sunday had been fair and anybody who wanted 
information was referred to these reports. 

Was he going to issue bonds! The Secretary 
had nothing additional to say on that point. 

Wali Street had an idea yesterday that the 
Secretary was a trifle in doubt on the question 
and would mot have it settled until he had 
talked things over with the President. 

There is to be a Cabinet meeting to-day, when 
the matter will naturally come up. Personally, 
Mr. Foster has been regarded all along as op- 
posed to issuing bonds, and the President is 
said to share views. On the Secretary's 
visit to this city, however, he has found that 
nearly all the bankers look upon an issue as in- 
evitable, provided the silver-purohase law is not 


repealed. 

n the Street it is said that Secretary Foster 
and Mr. Carlisle, who is to succeed him, have 
talked over the financial situation, and know 
one another’s views on the points at issue. 
Some of the bankers believe that the present Ad- 
ministration will leave for the next one the task 
of taxing any decided steps to end the trouble, 
and that if any bonds are put out before March 
4 they will be issued in tomparatively small 
lote—tive or ten millions, perhaps—if such a 
step is found to be necessary to increase the 
Treasury’s stock of gold under the Harrison 
Administration. 

So far, at any rate, Mr. Foster’s policy has 
certainly been to tide the Treasury over present 
dithoulties rather than to take steps to provide 
tor ending the complications. The avtion of 
the oity banks inturningin gold to the Sub- 
Treasury in exchange for greenbaocks is now 
said to have been at the suggestion of the Sec- 
retary, who wrote nearly two weeks ago to 
E. H. Perkins; Jr., Chairman of the Clesring 
House Committee, intimating that it would be 
agreeable to him if some of the New-York banks 
would give gold for legal tenders. 

The committee held a meeting, and as a re- 
sult George G. Williams, President of the Clear- 
ing House Association, went about among the 
banks and laid the case before them. In this 
way a trifle over $6,000,000 was added to the 
Treasury's gold. 

The $4,000,000 deposited by the banks last 
week appeared in the Treasury statement yes- 
terday, making a showing of about $12,000,000 
‘free gold.” The shipments on Saturday 
should figure in to-day’s statement, making a 
corresponding reduction. 

Owing te a delay to the steamship Elbe, which 
was booked to sail to-day, no shipments can be 
made before to-morrow. It was reported yester- 
day that the Elbe would take out at least 
$1,500,000 to-morrow, $1,000,000 being ex- 

orted by Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. and 
$500,000 by Baring, Magoun & Co.

SALLIE MOORE TRACKED. 
—»~———_ 


SHE WENT TO PHILADELPHIA—A STORY 
OF A SECRET MARRIAGE. 


The mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of Miss Sallie Moore seems in a fair way to be 
cleared up. It wagon Jan. 16 thatshe left the 
home of her sister, Mrs. Wilbur W. Cornell, at 
133 West One Hundred and Third Street, where 
she had been visiting for four months, without 
leaving the slightest clue to her whereabouts. 

The matter was placed in the hands of the 
police, who for some time worked without suo- 
cess. In the meantime, various anonymous 
letters were received by the family of the miss- 
ing girl, stating that she had been abducted by 
the writers of these missives and demanding a 


ransom of $5,000 for her return. The police 
treated all these communications as the at 
tempts of persons either idiotic or brutal to 
prove themselves jooular. 

Superintendent Byrnes, in whose hands the 
case was placed, started by tracking Miss Moore 
to Philadelphia. The police of that city, acting 
on his suggestions, then started on the trail. it 
seemed clear to them that a girl without money, 
as Miss Moore was suid to be at the time of her 
departure from home, without friends, and in a 
strange city, would soon find it necessary to get 
employment. They accordingly began to visit 
the employment bureaus of the eity, and at 
Murray’s bureau they found that a girl answer- 
ing to the description of Mtss Moore had called 
there on the afternoon of Jan. 16 and had ap- 
plied for a situation. 

Mr. Murray, the proprietor of the bureau, 
which is at the corner of Arch and Fifteenth 
Streets, was attracted by the appearance and 
address of the girl, and promised to secure a 
place for her if she would call next day. At 
his suggestion she spent the night at the Key- 
stone Hotel, where she registered as “ Mrs, 
Sarah Morton, Deland, Fla.’’ Next day she se- 
cured a place as cook with Dr. Jamison of 1507 
Walnut Street. 

It was not long before Dr. Jamison, noticing 
her coustant gloom and nervousness, cross- 
examined the girl She broke down utterly 
under his questioning, confessing that she was 
about to become a mother. She told a story of 
@® secret marriage and an early widowhood. 
She told how, while visiting a half sister in 
Illinois, she had become infatuated with a 
young commercial traveler, how they had been 
married in secret, and how three months later 
her husband died, leaving her without any 
means of support. 

Dr. Jamison distrusted her story and dis- 
charged her. She went back to Mr. Murray, and 
told him of her dismissal and the circumstances 
which had led to it. 

Murray sent her toa Mra. Snyder who keops 
anemployment bureau at 1342 Aroh Street. 
This woman secured for Miss Moore a position 
in the house of F. M. Jobson, Vice President of 
the Elliott Lumber Company, who lives at 
2453 Colorado Street. 

The Jobsons were made aware of the girl’s 
story, and were so impressed by her modesty 
and refinement that they decided to take her in 
and oare for her if necessary during her con- 
finement. Sallie Morton, as she called herself, 
was treated more like a friend than a servant 
by the family. Last Saturday morning Mr. 
Jobson, who was reading a local paper, noticed 
on the front page a picture of Saliie Moore, to- 
gether with a short account of her disappear- 
ance. He looked up at the pale-faced servant 
opposite him, and a sudden thought struck him: 

‘Why, Sallie,” said he, * that picture is exact- 
ly like you. Are you the missing Sallie Moore, 
for whom a reward of $500 is offered ?”’ 

The girl took the paper from Mr. Jobson and 
walked out of the room. She went up stairs 
without a word. A few minutes later the family 
heard the front doorslam. The girl had taken 
her belongings and had fied from the house. 

Further investigation showed that Miss Moore 
had gone on the same day to the Maternity 
Hospital. She did not remain there, but in the 
next day or two visited several other hospitals, 
at all of which she was refused admission. All 
trace of her was then lost. 

It was said yesterday at Mrs. Cornell’s that no 
fresh information had been received from Phil- 
adelphia concerning the girl. It would seem, 
however, that the general alarm sent out by 
the Philadelphia police should succeed in re- 
storing Miss Moore to her family in a few days.

The Metropolitan Opera House property will 
be sold under foreclosure at noon to-day. Itis 
not yet settled who will buy it. 

Henry Clews’s plan for thirty-four subsoribers 
at $30,000 each has not succeeded. He received 
favorable responses from twenty-one stockhold- 
ers of the present company. Several persons 
not interested in the old company were also 
willing to subscribe, including A. R. Van Ness 
of the Rock Island Road, ex-Judge Henry Hil- 
ton, and a member of the firm of Stern Broth- 
ers. Others also signified their willingness to 
take part ofashare. Mr. Clews discovered on 
Saturday night that under the resolutions by 
which his committee was appointed he had no 
authority to invite subscriptions except from 
yy stockholders. This discovery reduced

Receiving no further subscriptions yesterday 
morning, and feeling that it was hopeless to ex- 
pect to complete the list, the Clews committee, 
consisting of Mr. Clews, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and Charles Lanier, addressed a note to James 
A. Roosevelt, President of the Board of Direct- 
ors, requesting a postponement of the sale for 
two weeks. The committee pleaded that several 
stockholders who would doubtless subscribe 
were traveling in Europe. Time was asked in 
which to reach them and to bring in others. 

Mr. Roosevelt conferred at once with the com- 
pany’s attorney, George L. Rives, who is also 
attorney for the second-mortgage bondholders. 
Then he sent this answer to the Clews commit- 
tee: 

*“Muohas I would desire to forward any scheme 
for continuing opera in its old residence, I am ad. 
vised, on consulting my counsel, that the consent of 
all the lien holders to any proposition for adjourning 
the sale should first be obtained. 

** As a Trustee for the stockholders, with every de- 
sire te realize the largest possible amount for them, 
I certainly think that any postponement—if your 
soheme should fall throungh—would greatly endanger 
their interests.” 

Mr. Clews had also appealed to Mr. Rives, 
and got the following reply: 

“In reply tothe request of your committee fora 
postponement of the foreclosure sale of the proper- 
ties of the Metropolitan Opera H use Company and 
of the Metropolitan Improvement Company, we beg 
to inform you that, after taking into account gil the 
interests involved, we have decided that tlie sale 
shall take place as at present arranged for.” 

In regard to his action Mr. Roosevelt said: 
“If Mr. Clewe’s request for delay could ever 
have been granted, which I doubt, it would not 
be possible now. There is not time to consult 
the stockholders aboutit. It is forthem that 
the property is to be sold. They wish to be re- 
lieved of the burden of carrying it. Interes8 
charges upon it alone amount to $200 per day. 
I doubt very much if correspondence with 
stockholdere now abroad would avail anything, 
for some of them while here expressed them- 
selves upon this matter, and their opinions were 
not favorable to reorganization. Personally I 
am not averse to Mr. Clews’s plan, but the in- 
terests of all concerned must be protected, and 
that can best be done by a sale of the property.” 

Mr. Clews said that he and his friends would 
consider over night whether or not they would 
bid for the property to-day. The holders of 180 
out of 210 second-mortgage bonds of $1,000 
each expect their committee, consisting of 
Alexander H. Stevens, W. Emlen Roosevelt, 
and Columbus O’D. Iselin, to protect their inter- 
ests at the sale.

EVIDENCE TAKEN BY THE COX. 
GRESSIONAL COMMITTEL., 


NATHAN APPLETON, WHO DID “ EDUCA- 

- TIONAL WORK” FOR DE LESSEPS, 
COULD NOT TELL HOW THOMPSON 
WAS INDUCED TO BECOME CHAIRMAN 
OF THE AMERICAN COMMITTEE. 


ol. Fellows’s Congressional committee tried 
yosterday to ascertain if there were any Ameri- 
ean citizens who had been concerned in the 
Panama Canal scandal, and some curious testi- 
mony was elicited. 

For instance, it appeared from the testimony 
of one witness, Nathan Appleton, that Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps had promised to make him the 
ohief American agent of the Panama Canal 
Company at a salary of 20,000f. per annum, but 
that, without notifying the witness of his in- 
tentions, de Lessops made Richard W. Thomp- 
son Chairman of the canal company’s American 
committee at a yearly salary of $25,000, 

Although the witness was on intimate terms 
with de Lesseps, advised him, possessed a meas- 
ure of his confidence, visited him frequently at 
his home, and acted occasionally as interpreter 
for him in this country, the first that the 
witness learned of the formation of the Ameri- 
can committee was when he read about it in the 
daily papers. De Lesseps never informed the 
witness why Mr. Thompson was selected to 
boom the canal scheme. 

Mr. Thompson, it will be remembered, was 
Secretary of the Navy under President Hayes, 
and the latter was opposed to the Panama Canal 
acheme. Mr. Thompson resigned his Cabinet 
office and became an agent for de Lesseps at & 
time when the father of the Suez Canal felt it 
necessary to create the impression in France 
that the United States Government was not 
hostile to the Panama Canal. That impression 
Was created by ex-Secretary Thompson's official 
connection with the ganal. 

The Congressional committee, of which Col. 
Fellows is Chairman, met yesterday in Room 
135, Post Office, this city, to take testimony. 
Congressmen Fellows, Geary, Storer, Power, 
and Patterson of the committee were present. 

The witnesses summoned were Jesse Belig- 
man, banker; Drexel, Morgan & Co., bankers; 
Nathan D. Appleton of Boston, Xavier Boyard, 
a New-York agent of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, and Eéward A. Adams. — 

Mr. Boyard was the first witness. He said that 
he came to New- York in 1883 as secretary of the 
purchasing agent of the canal company, that 
he subsequently became purchasing agent, and 


that he kept an account of all purchases made 
and money expended. 

He then produced several account books, bills, 
and receipts. He was directed to produce in 
the afternoon the books containing the record 
of all his purchases for the canalcompany prior 
to 1889. 

“ What did you do with the money sent you 
for making purchases?” Congressman Patter- 
son asked. 

“It was deposited with J. & W. Seligman.” 

“ How did you make payments?” 

“By checks on Mr. beligman’s bank,” re- 
plied the witness. 

Mr. Boyard’s checkbook and two trunksful 
of books and papers relating to purchases were 
brought to the committee room at the after- 
noon session. 

“We shall examine these books and docu- 
ments to-night,” said Col Fellowa. ‘* To-mor- 
row we shall examine you further, Mr. Boyard.” 

Nathan Appleton of Boston was on the wit- 
ness stand during the afternoon session of the 
committee. Mr. Appleton was ap agent select- 
ed by ferdinand de Lesseps to do ‘“ educational 
work” in the United States in behalf of the 
canal scheme. For his services Mr. Appleton 
received 20,000f. per annum from the canal 
company. He was the tirat man selected by de 
Lesseps to boom the canal in the United States, 
but when the services of a politician were re- 
quired, ex-Secretary Thompson becamede Les- 
seps’s chief mouthpiece in this country. 

r. Appleton is about fifty-five years old, is 
bald, wears a full brown beard, and talks with 
great rapidity. He speaks French fluently, has 
spent, oif and on, several years in France, and 
is an ardent admirer of Ferdinand de Lesseps. 

In telling how he became connected with the 
Panama Canal Company, Mr. Appleton said 
that in 1869, with Gen. Banks and others, he 
Visited the Suez Canal. He made the visit as a 
representative of the Boston Board of Trade, 
and on his return home made a report of what 
he had seen to the board. At that time Mr. 
Appleton became impressed with the idea that 
acanalcould be cut through the Isthmus of 
Panama. 

Mr. Appleton desoribed at great length the 
various canal schemes originated prior to the 
de Lesseps Panama scheme. He related the 
history of the various congresses held in Paris 
for the discussion of canal projects up to 1879, 
when Ferdinand de Lesseps determined te 
place himself at the head of the Panama Canal 
Company. The witness was an American dele- 
gate tothe canal congress which adopted the 
Panama route as the most possible of all sug- 
gested. 

“IT want to say right here that Ferdinand de 
Lesseps’s family did not want him to become 
the head of the Panama Canal Company,” said 
Mr. Appleton. ‘His son Charles opposed the 
idea. His family thought that the glory of the 
Suez Canal was enough; that he should be con- 
tent with what he had already done.” 

Witness said de Lesseps wanted the canal to 
be a thoroughly international project, con- 
fined to France and America. President Grant 
was tendered an honorary connection with the 
canal company, but refused it. 

in 1879 Mr. Appleton received aletter from 
his friend Ferdinand de Lesseps, saying: 

** As soon as the International Canal Compa- 
ny shall be formed I will hasten to propose to 
the Board of Directors your name for appoint- 
ment as General Agent of the United States at 
a@ salary of 20,000f. a year.” 

Mr. Appleton then proceeded to France and 
with de Lesseps made speeches booming the 
canal scheme. In August, 1879, the company 
appealed for subscriptions (and 800,000 shares 
of 500f. each were issued. De Lesseps hoped 
that France and America would take up these. 
shares promptly. 

“TI suggested that subscriptions be opened in 
America, solicited through the banks,” said the 
witness. “De Lesseps was opposed to syndi- 
cates. July 17, 1879, I sent this message to the 
President of the Fourth National Bank of New- 
York: ‘De Lesseps charges me to ask your 
bank to open subscription books for interna- 
tional Oanal Company, your bank to be goneral 
receiver of funds—500f. per share. Nathan 
Appleton, Suez Canal Company, Paris.’ No an- 
swer to that dispatch wae received. Subscrip- 
tion books were opened in August, but there 
Were not enough-subscriptions to continue the 
work. Then de Lesseps determined to take off 
as coat and go to work and to visitthe United 

tates.” 

De Lesseps spent fifty days on the isthmus 
with his engineers. Col. G. W. Totten and Gen. 
W. W. Wright of Philadeiphia thought the tidal 
river canal project feasible at a cost of $240,- 
000,000. ubsequent estimates placed the 
probable cost of the contemplated canal at 
$300,000,000. 

“When de Lesseps got to New-York, the esti- 
mates of the cost of the canal were reduced to 
$170,000,000,” said the witness. 

Mr. Appleton said de Lesseps was entertained 
in this city ata banquet where Algernon Sulll- 
Van presided, and was also entertained by the 
civil engineers of New-York. He then proceed- 
ed to Washington, and had two hearings before 
a committee ofthe House of Representatives. 
De Lesseps’s trip through the country was 
described in detail. 

Mr. Appleton visited de Lesseps at the lat- 
ter’s home in France in September, 1880. In 
October the witness returned to America. 

“Subscriptions were opened in December, 
1880,” said the witness. ‘“‘A few days before 
the subscriptions were opened here I read of 
the formation of the American committee. That 
was the first I heard of the committee.” 

“Did not M. de Lesseps ever speak to you 
about the committee? ’’ Col. Fellows asked. 

“No. I wrote him aletter freeing him from 
any obligation he might feel that he had in- 
ourred so far as I was concerned. I felt that I 
would not be left—that M. de Lesseps would 
do something for me.” 

“When did you first meet Mr. Thompson of 
the American committee!” Col. Fellows in- 
quired. 

“TI met him early in January, after his ap- 
pointment, at the Fifth Avenue Hotel I hada 
pleasant talk with him.” 

The witness did notask Mr. Thompson what 
he proposed to do or question him about his 
duties. Mr. Appleton was satisfied with the 
situation when de Lesseps told him that a spe- 
cial place would be provided for him. 

** Well, can you tell what your position was 1”’ 
said Col. Fellows. 

“TI never knew exactly what my position 
was. I drew 1,666f. 66c. every month My 
salary was 000 per year. My checks came 
to mefrom J. & W. Seligman. I reported to 
Ferdinand de Lesseps monthly. I had freedom 
of action.” 

‘What did you do to earn your salary?” 

“ When I had time to write an article about 
the canal, or to be interviewed, I availed my- 
velf of the opportunities. I delivered ad- 
dresses, and spent three weeks on the isthmus 
for the company.” 

“Your work was to generally promote the in- 
ter ests of the company by speaking and writ- 
ing?” said Col. Fellows. 

* Exactly.” 

The witness knew that President Hayes was 
hostile to the Panama Canal Company and that 
kK. W. Thompson was Seoretary of the Navy 
under Hayes, but he did not know how Thomp- 
son was induced to resign and become Chairman 
of the American committees of the canal com-

Mr. Appleton would not admit that he know 
that the firet unsuccessful attempt to raise 
money in France for the canal was due to the 
ryuot that Frenchmen believed the United States 
Government to be unfriendly to the scheme. 

“But M. de Lesseps found that tuat feeling 
did not exist in the seatof Government,” said 
Col. Fellows. 

* Well, he arrived in Washington the very day 
that President Hayes issued What has been 
called his Panama proclamatiou,” said the wit- 
ness. “ He did not believe the opposition would 
lastlong. He did not think the Monroe doo- 
trine would be urged against the canal, as Eng- 
land had been allowed to build a railway from 
Quebec across the countrys.” 

“Ifwe were here to discuss that matter, I 
might say that Great Britain simply built sroad 
across her own oountry,’’ said Col. Fellows 
dryly. **How was sentiment created by which 
it was thoughtin Frauce that Americans had 
abandoned their opposition to the canal 
scheme!” ; 

“The American Government never forbade 
the canal. The people in France believed de 
Lesseps would sweep away opposition as he 
had in the matter of the Suez Canal. In March, 
1886, M. de Lesseps wrote: ‘We know of the 
efforts made in the lobbies by persons represent- 
ing other interesta. We do not propose to notice 
them. Facts and results are the best answers to 
the hostility of the press and American Con- 

Tress.’’’ 
it Long before that letter was written oppo- 
sition had subsided,” said Col. Fellows. * Six 

ears before that letter the policy of Mr. 
fiages was deliberated on, and adopted after 
conference with his Cabinet. What influence 
prevailed to take a member out of that Cabinet 
and place him at the head of the American 
Committee of the canal company 1” 

“That is an extraordinary question to ask 
me,” excluimed the witness. “ Lhatis a ques- 
tion for Mr. Thompson to answer.” 

“You met Mr. Thompson. Did he ever say 
who visited him to secure his oo-operation with 
the company ?”’ 

“No. I received a letter from him asking me 
to send him any letters and facts thut would 
assist him. His miesion,so far as I know, was 
to show that the Monroe doctrine was not 
against the canal” 

Mr. Appleton eaid he was paid his salary by 
check from BankerSecligman. He wasinformed 
verbally in Paris that he would be paid in this 
way. The witness said he was not an engineer; 
it was not necessary for one in his connection 
with the canal company to be an engineer. An 
engineer's judgment might be warped. 

“Your principal duties were educational!”

Railroad stock was bought by the 
canal company. 

**Who owned the stock?”

Mr. Appleton said in response to questions 
from Congressman Power that he never asked 
de Lesseps why he formed an American oom- 
mittee, that de Lesseps never referred to the 
matter, and that he was satisfied to draw his 
salary. His salary began in March, 1881. 

“Youhave said that de Lesseps arrived in 
Washington on the day President Hayes issued 
what you call the Panama proclamation,” said 
Congressinan Storer. “Did de Lesseps send 
any dispatch that day?” 

“Yes. He sent o dispatch. It read some- 
thing like this: ‘The President's message guar- 
antees or assures political security of canal’ I 
was astonished atit. In the morning I had read 
the dispatch and was castdown—felt blue. But 
M. de eseps was in good spirita. I did not 
suggesta word of the dispatch. Do Lesseps 
was a man who did not need suggestions.” 

~ He said ‘the message assures political seour- 
ity of canal.’ Yet you understood the message 
to mean something entirely different!” said 
Col, Fellows.

Doings of the Armory Board,

Mayor Gilroy thinks that a bill permitting 
the Department of Public Works to furnish sup- 
plies for the armories should be passed, so that 
the constant issuing of bonds for armory pur- 
poses could be avoided. 





Schools Before the College. 

G. H. Crawferd, Theodore M. Banta, and the 
other members of a committee of the alumni of 
the College of the City of New-York called upon 
Mayor Gilroy yesterday for the purpose of get- 
ting his views on the bill now before the Legis- 
lature permitting the college to buy a new site 
and to erect new buildings. The principal part 
of the expense is to be borne by the city. 

Mr. Crawford said that the present buildings 
of the college were not as safe as they mixht be.

SHE DISTKUSTED LAWYERS, 


BUT MRS, PERKINS’S WILL HAS 80 FAR 
GIVEN 26 OF THEM BUSINESS. 


Mrs. Lizzie H. Perkins had no use for lawyers, 
and when she died in Paris in November, 1891, 
her will was found in her own handwriting. 
Sbe had drawn it unaided. Her estate amount- 
ed to about $150,000, nearly all in stocks, 
bonds, and other personal property. 

The will appointed John H. Wyman of this 
city, Vice President Morton, and John G. Rich- 


ardson of Bath, Me., executors of the estate. } 


When they had qualified they were unable to 
understand parts of the will, and turned that 
instrument over to a lawyer to direct them in 
their duties. He was not clear about it and 
passed it around.. No two opinions agreed 
aboutit. Up to this time, in one way and an- 


other, twenty-six lawyers have become mixed 
up init, with a prospect that there will be fifty 
before the estute can be settled. 

Since those already engaged have twenty-six 
Opinions in regard tothe meaning of the will, 
William Morton Grinnell, the attorney for the 
executors, has asked the Supreme Court to 
construe the instrument. He has served sum- 
mous by publication upon all concerned. 

The interests in this proceeding are hardly 
less vague than the language of the will. Mra. 
Perkins bad 4 charitable heart. She was much 
interested in hospitals and homes for women, 
aud meant to leave to such institutions and to 
other charities the bulk of her estate—all of it, 
indeed, except $30,0U0. She did not know that 
under the laws of this State, of which she 
was a lezal resident, she could not bequeath 
more than half her fortune, or $75,000, to 
charity while her father lived. That gentleman 
had for some years eujoyed the distinction of 
being the patriarch of Brooklyn. He was Capt. 
Thomas Harward, a shipbuilder in his early 
life, hailing from Maine. At the time of her 
death he waé well and hearty and 106 years old. 
He survived her about one mouth. 

Apart from this kink in the will, the following 
clause has caused great perplexity to Mrs. Per- 
kins’s natural enemies, the lawyers: ‘ 

“I appoint Ellen C. Woodbury my legatee, and 
give her all not above specified in this, and request 
her to give as I may direct or sell from what re- 
mains. I appoint John H. Wyman, Levi P. Morton, 
and John G. Richardson my executors, and direct 
that after the payment of my debts and sums above 
named that they shall sell bonds, stocks, aud other 
property and give the money thus collected to hos- 
pitals and homes fur womeu in Washington and 
New-York.” 

The attofgey for the executors was obliged to 
search for all the hospitals and homes devoted 
to wowen in this city and Washington in order 
to make them defendauts in the proceeding for 
the construction of the will. He is by no means 
certain that be has yet exhausted possibilities 
in that direction, but the list in his summons 
occupies about a quarter of a column in very 
close print. 

Then there ie another list, which further mys- 
tifies the subject. Mrs. Perkins desired, for 
instance, to assist with $1,00U the “ American 
Hospital of Paris, if erected.”” If a project for 
such a benefaction was in embryo when the will 
was drawn, it still remains in that state, so far 
as Mr. Grinnell can learn. Auy one interested 
in this bequest is bidden to coms forward and 
defend that institution. 

Dr. Labidie Lagrave is made in the will a 
legatee to the amount of $1,0V0, “ for the poor 
he may so aid,” and a like sum is bequeathed to 
“the poor of Bath, Me.” The court will have 
to decide what disposition should be made of 
these well-meant benefactions, besides settling 
the various épecific, general, nnd abstruse ques- 
tions that the language of the will raises,

AND MRS. CLAYTON UNABLE TO 


LIVE HAPPILY TOGETHER.

The marriage of Capt. Bertram T. Clayton of 
the Thirtecnth Regiment, Brooklyn, and Miss 
Louise M. Brasher, about five years ago, was 
one of the social features of the season in 
Brooklyn. The groom had a host of friends 
among National Guardsmen. He was a mem- 
ber of one of the best families in Alabama, a 
graduate of West Point, and had been a Lieu- 
tenant in the Eleventh United States Infantry. 
He joined the Thirteenth shortly before his mar- 
riage, and later became Col. Austen's Adiutant. 


He was elected Lieutenant of Company H, and 
subsequently Captain of Company 1. 

The bride was regarded asone of the most 
beautiful women in the city. She was then 
about twenty years ofage. Her father, William 
M. Brasher, is a millionaire oilcloth manufact-} 
urer, and lives ina mansion at the corner of 
Seventh Avenue and Lincoln Place. He gave 
his daughter a handsome brownstone house, 
completely furnished, at 502 First Street, near 
Prospect Park. 

Mr. Brasher was much attached to his son-in- 
law, and induced him to give up his business 
and become manager of the oilcloth factory. 
The salary paid him was a big one, and Capt. 
and Mrs. Clayton lived well and entertained 
extensively. One child was born to them about 
a@ year after their marriage. 

hey lived happily until about six months 
ago, when their friends noticed a decided change 
in their behavior toward one another. Mrs. 
Clayton appealed to her parents, and her hus- 
band had a quarrel with his father-in-law and 
businessassociate. The result was that he re- 
signed his position in the oilcloth factory and 
secured work in the City Works Department as 
an assistantengineer. His salary was compar- 
atively small—only $1,800 a year-—and he is 
said to have insisted — living within it. Mra. 
Clayton differed with him on this point, and 
about four months ago left her home, taking 
her only child and going to Alabama. 

Capt. Clayton closed his house, stating that 
he could not afford to pay Mr. Brasher rent for 
it, and would not liveinitus a pensioner. He 
took rooms down town, and negotiations are 
said to have been begun tending toward a quiet 
separation. 

Tho numerous [riends of the family were sur- 
prised yesterday to see an advertisement in the 
papers signed by Capt. Clayton warning people 
not to trust his wife, and giving notice that he 
will not be responsible for debts contracted by 
her. What was behind this Capt. Clayton re- 
fused tosay. A friend explained that he was 
acting under the advice of counsel, and had 
taken the step only because he had discovered 
that numerous bilis were outatanding as against 
him. There was nothing more serious between 
Capt. and Mrs. Clayton than incompatibility of 
temper, it was said, but whether the trouble 
would get into the courts could not be learned. 

Mr. Brasher, the father of Mrs. Clayton, re- 
fused to talk about the matter or to allow any 
member of his family to do so. His daughter 
was visiting Capt. Clayton's relatives, he finally 
eune. but when she would return he did not 

now. 





Hiadn’t Learned It in Twelve Years,

OBSTINATE GOV. TILLMAN 


or - 
HIS ATTEMPT TO ARRAY HIS 
STATE AGAINST THE NATION. 


IGNORING THE UNITED STATES COURT 
BY ATTACHING THE PROPERTY OF 
RAILROADS UNDER RECEIVERS—A 
LEGAL CONTROVERSY THAT EX- 
CITES GREAT INTEREST. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Feb. 13.—In the United 
States court to-day the great railroad tax case 
of the South Carolina and Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Companies against the Sheriffs 
and Treasurers of four counties was heard on 
both sides, but the argument has not yet been 
finished. The only point urged by counsel for 
the State’s officers was lack of jurisdiction of 
the United States court. Unusually forcible 
arguments were made by the counsel for the 
railroads. Nothing has yet been determined, 
but appearances favor the railroads. 

The proceedings are for the purpose of enjoin- 
ing the Sheriffs of the various counties of the 
State from levying upon the property of the vari- 
ous railroads in the hands of receivers appoint 
ed by the United States court and they have ab- 
sorbed public attention in South Carolina for 
the last ten days to a remarkable extent, not 
only on account of the large interest involved, 
but because of the extraordinary position of 
Gov. Tillman with regard to these suits. 

A few words of explanation will be necessary 
to give a proper understanding of the case. A 
year ago nearly all the railroads of the State 
filed bills in the United States Circuit Court 
restraining the Sheriffs of the various counties 
through which they ran from levying upon 
them for taxes claimed to bo illegally levied, on 
the ground that the Board of Railroad Assessors 
had arbitrarily raised the taxes of railroads to 
amounts equal to and exceeding their value, 
when they knew that by common custom and 
consent all other property in the State was 
taxed at from 50 to 60 per cent. of its value, 
and that this was done for the purpose of dis- 
criminating against the railroads by making 
them bear an unequal share of the burden of 
the taxes, thus violating the Constitutions of 
the State and Nation. The Circuit Court grant- 
ed the injunction prayed for by the roads, and 
the State carried tothe Supreme Court of the 
United States two of the cases brought. 

The Supreme Court dismissed these two oases 
without deciding on the merits, on the ground 
that the amount involved in each did not reach 
$2,000, and that therefore the United States 
courts had no jurisdiction in the matter. These 
two cases were brought by railroads not in the 
hands of receivers, and the taxes involved were 
for the previous fiscal year. For the following 
fiscal year the railroad companies tendered in 
full the taxes on their property on the valua- 
tion at which other property was by general 
consent returned, and the County Treasurers 
received the amount tendered, but demanded 


the difference between that and the amount du 
according to the assessment fixed by the Boar 
of Railroad Assessors. 

Gov. Tillman aimost immediately after the 
decision of the two cases above referred to 
issued a confidential circular to the various 
County Treasurers, directing them to levy 
executions and seize the property of all raii- 
roads where the difference between the amount 
paid and the amount claimed was less than 
$2,000, and ordering them to disregard any 
order of the United States court in Charies- 


ton. 

Accordingly, on Feb. 4 levies were made 
throughout the state on the property of all 
those roads in the hands of receivers. These 
levies were made in the most arbitrary and in- 
considerate fashion. Trains of cars of other 
roads, some of them not owned by companies in 
this State and laden with freight, material 
trains, and locomotives engaged in drawing 
trains were seized and chained to the track, 
though the property thus injured and delayed 
amounted in value to many times the amount of 
the taxes claimed. 

All this was done in spite of the fact that the 
roads bad endeavored to arrange with the At- 
torney and Controller General of the State for 
a@ peaceable settlement ofthe gcestions involved 
without undue friction between themselves and 
the State. 

Immediately upon the levies being made the 
receivers of the railroad compauies tiled peti- 
tions makiug the same allegations substantially 
as those made in the biils in equity of the pre- 
ceding year, and asking the protection of the 
court for the property under their charge 
against the levies by the Sheritts for the collec- 
tion of the alleged illegal tax. The Cireuit 
Court thereupon issued orders requiring the 
Sheriffa to show cause why they should not be 
attached for contempt in levying on property in 
the hands of the court, and in the meanwhile re 
straining the Sheritis irom further proceediugs 
under the levies. 

Upon learning that the Sheriffs intended to re- 
fuse to release the property levied on and to 
«ive such refusal his entire sanction, Gov. Till- 
man—in spite of the fact that the receivers had 
respectfully requested that the property be re- 
leased, stating their desire to svoid a seemin 
conflict with the State—sent a vielentty-werdel 
telegram directing the Sheriffs not to release, 
and promising them protection against what he 
was pleased to call the “ignorance and tyr 
anny ” of the United States Judge. 

The Circuit Court, upon showing being made 
by the receivers that their preperty had not 
been released, advanced the time for the hear 
ing of the rules, against the Sheritfs for con- 
tempt. The railroads are represented by ex- 
Judge J. 8 Cothran for the Richmond and 
Danville system and Mr. J. W. Barnwell for 
Goy. Chamberlain, receiver of the South Caro- 
lina Railway. The State was represented by 
Attorney General Townsend, Speaker of the 
House Ira B. Jones, and Messrs, Lord and 
Burke of the Charleston bar. 

It is currently reported and believed that the 
action of Gov. Tillman is totally opposed to the 
advice of the counsel representing him and to 
have been dictated by his own ideas of what 
the Supreme Court ofthe United States should 
or will decide. He is said to conceive that any 
order issued by the United States court to re- 
strain a tax of less than $2,000 ia illegal and 
void, overlooking the fact that the jurisdiction 
of the United States courtin the matter of ad- 
judicating claims against property under its 
charge or in protecting such property from seiz- 
ure under illegal claimseis as independent of 
the amount of the olaim as itis of 
ship of the parties. 

The bills which the receivers filed a year ago 
to restrain the illegal levy of that year have 
not been dismissed, and the receivers are con- 
tident will not be dismissed, inasmuch as they 
are not original bills, but what are known in 
lawyer’s phrase as dependent or ancillary bills, 
and the present petitions against the levy of 
the Sheriffs are of the same nature. Not a 
single case, the receiver's lawyers claim, can be 
found in which any Sheriff has dared to take 
possession of property in the hands of the 
court where the tax itself is claimed to be 
illegal. There have been cases where the 
courts have permitted such levies to be made 
where the tax was admitted to be legal or the 
assessment meroly irregular, but none which 
decides that State officers may take property 
out of the possession of the United States 
court without its leave and against its order. 

As to the agitation of Btate rights, of which 
Gov. Tillman is now posing as a champion—in 
spite of the fact that four-fifths of his followers 
swear by the great centralized Ocala and 
Omaha ‘demands ’’—it is only necessary to say 
that some of the opinions on which the counsel 
for the receivers mainly rely were delivered by 
great State rights Judges of the olden time— 
**in Consule Planco’’—before it would have 
been possible for a demagogue like Tillman to 
become Governor of South Carolina,

DAMAGES FOR A DOG’S BITE. 


WHY CARPENTER DICK IS SUING 8A- 
LOON KEEPER STRUEVER. 


From all accounts Louis Struever has a most 
remarkably wicked dog. Struever keeps a sa- 
loon at 281 Eighth Avenue. On the evening of 
April 20, 1891, William Dick, a carpenter, who 
lives at 318 West Eighty-fifth Street, went into 
the place te get a glass of mixed ale. 

When Dick had disposed of this beverage and 
had started to go out, the bad dog kept by 
Btruever made a spring at Dick and began 
chewing his right hand, with the result that the 
carpenter, according to his own story, has not 
been able to handle a jackplane since. To 
recompense himself he brought suitin the Su- 
preme Court for $5,000 damages against the 
saloon keeper, and in the complaint which was 
submitted yesterday the viciousness of the dog 
and the accompanying facts were summed up in 
the rollowing remarkable manner: 


“The defendant wrongfully kept a dog, well know- 
ing him to be of a ferocious and malacious disposi- 
tion and accustomed to attack’ and bite mankind, 
and suffered him to go at large.”

4 CHANCE FOR A NAVAL OFFICER TO 
PAY CELEBRATION BILLS. 


Apprehension continues to be felt in naval 
circles over the prospects for the coming Co- 
lum Dian naval review. The failure of the House 
of Representatives to make any provision in 
the Naval Appropriation bill for the expenses 
of the review has now thrown the whole 
burden of the matter on the Senate. In the 
last three days Secretary of the Navy Tracy 


has been urging upon various Senators the 
——- of making some proVision for the 
review. 

The Secretary has stated that fully $400,000 
is needed properly to carry out the naval pro- 
gTamme. In the House the Appropriation Com- 
mittee refused to allow a single dollar for the 
occasion, and that, too, despite the fact that 
this Government had officially asked foreign 

oOwers to send representative ships to the Co- 
umbian celebration. Now that invitations have 
been sent and foreign ships of war are known 
to be fitting out for the purpose of accepting 
—— invitations, it is deemed too late to recall 

en. 


The only excuse thatcan possibly be advanced 
in the event of a recall of the invitations bein 
deemed necessary is the fact that the Unite 
States Government is too poor to stand the ex- 
pense of a national celebration. Should the in- 
vitations still stand and be accepted, and the 
Senate be unable to obtain the desired appro- 
priation, the expenses of the review will have 
to be undertaken by the chief flag officer som- 
manding the United States fleet. This officer 
will be Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi. 

Naval officers are saying here that it will be 
interesting news for Admiral Gherardi to learn 
that for the honor of the command of the com- 
bined fleets he will have to pay the expenses of 
the féte. Heisanotfticer who has spent the 
greater number of the years of his life at sea. 
Itis a well-known fact that he has not had the 
same opportunity for making money as has 
Acting Admiral Walker, his third in command. 
Men well posted in naval affairs say that per- 
haps Acting Admiral Walker will ve willing to

This trial promises to be a celébrated 
one, a8 it is atated that the expert testimony on 
both sides will be from the greatest experts in 
the country. 

Dr. Buochanan’s counsel were not ready to 
proceed with the trial, and it was put over 
until the first Monday in March.

HE DECLARES THAT HIS COMPANY IS IN 
NO SENSE A TRUST, AND THAT GIB- 
SON HAS XO CONNECTION WITH IT— 
A PROTEST AGAINST ANY INVESTIGA- 
TION OF THE CORPORATION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Whisky Trust in- 
Vestigation was continued to-day, President 
Greenhut of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company being examined. Before Mr. Green- 
hut took the stand Mr. Stevens, the attorney of 
the company, asked permission to make a state- 
ment. He wished to enter a protest against an 
inguiry into the affairs of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding Company. 

The company, he said, was a corporation 
under the laws of Illinois. It was s manufact- 
uring company, and authorized to sell its prod- 
ucts as other companies do. It was not en- 
gaged in any unlawful business. Its methods 
of doing business differed from those of other 
companies so far as rebate vouchers used by it 
were concerned. 

These vouchers would be shown by the Presi- 
dent of the company. They were payable under 
agreement. He wished to disclaim any and all 
connection of the company with Mr. Dewar’s 
testimony. The officers had no knowledge 
whatever regarding it. Whatever there was 
between Dewar and Gibson was under a former 
company, and neither of the gentlemen (Dewar 
or Gibson) had ever beem connected with the 
present company. This company took no in- 
terest in the matter at all. Mr. Gibson had 
resigned when this company was formed. Gib- 
son, he understood, discharged Dewar. He 
could not see the right of the committee to go 
into the affairs of the company. 

Mr. Greenhut testified that he had been Presi- 
dent of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Com- 
pany since its organization. Its stock was 
$35,000,000. It originally had eighty-two dis- 
tilleries, in Chicago, Cincinnati, Peoria, Mil- 
Waukee, St. Paul, Omaha, and other places. 
They were all bought by the corporation at the 
time of ite organization. 

Mr. Bynum asked how the values of the plants 
were obtained and how they were paid for. 

Mr. Greenhut objected to answering the ques- 
tion, as it went into the financial affairs of the 
company, and then stated that the plants were 
appraised by a committee and paid for in stock 
of the company. A number of the plants were 
afterward closed, as the demand for the product 
was not sufficient to keep them running. Prob- 
ably one-half of the original plants were dis- 
mantied. The small ones aad those in unfavor- 
able localities were closed and the large ones 
run to their full capacity. The company had no 
agents, their sales being made direct to whole- 
sale dealers. A rebate was given to customers 
provided their dealings with the company were 
continuous—that is, continuous for six months, 
the period covered by the rebate vouchers. His 
company marketed pure spirits, the blending 
and adulteration being done by wholesale déeal- 
ers and other purchasers. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Stockdale he 

aid that Mr. Gibson resigned soon after the 
war matter was made public.

Mr. Boatner asked what was the object of or- 
ganization. 

Witness replied that there were too many 
distilleries for the wants of the country, a good 
many of which were built in expectation of an 
increase in the export trade.

Mr. Greenhut replied that it was to do away 
with destructive competition. In reply to 
further questions by Mr. Boatner he said that 
his company was nota trust. He knew of no 
trusts. A trust, as he understood it, consisted 
in the co-operation of different individuals or 
corporations to limit production and keep up 
prices. His company found that they could 
operate fewer distilleries at a less cost, supply 
the demand by working them to their full ex- 
tent, and put their goods to the trade at a less 
eost. This was one of the objects. 

The rebate vouchers were now issued directly 
from the company’s office. Heretofore they had 
gone through the hands of the wholesale deal- 
ers, who furnished them to their customers, 
When goods were shipped, rebate vouchers 
were nailed with the invoice. The vouchers 
were paid upon the report of the distributor 
that the contract requirement bad been ful- 


ed. 

Mr. Boatner said it had been stated before the 
Qommittee that the price of whisky had ad- 
Wanced twenty-five cents a gallon when the 
large amount of these vouchers were out. 

Mr. Greenhut replied that at the time of the 

vance Do more vouchers than usual were out. 

he price had risen on account of the agitation 
before Congress, looking to an increase of the 
faternal revenue tax on liquors. At this time 
erders for spirits were coming in very fast. It 
as an excessive and speculative demand, and 

e company had advanced the price to stop it. 
If they had not done so they could have sold 
@wice the amount of goods they did. His oom- 

ny had nothing to do with the supply or 
manufacture of compounds or essences used in 
the adulteration of liquors. The addition of 
essences did not injure whisky; it was done to 
cater to the tastes of the trade. This was done 
vy dealers having arectifier’s license. Distillers 
were not allowed to doit. His company had 
never done 60. 

Mr. Bynum said that there had been no agita- 
tion in Congress relative to invreasing the tax 
on liquors. 

Mr. Greenhut replied that the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue had recommended an increase in the 
tax, and the pee had been fullofit. The 
people engaged in trade took advantage ofsuch 
things and made a grab for all liquors in sight, 
He know of no Government ofticials who had 
stock in hisocompany at thistime. He had 
never made an effort to have the tax increased 
and had not written members of Congress on 
the subject. He had written Representative 
Springer volunteering to give any information 
he might desire regarding the liquor business 
and suggesting that,in case the tax was in- 
creased, steps should be taken to prevent fraud 
in the collection of duties. 

Mr. Bynum asked what the market value of 
the stock of his company was. 

Mr. Greenhut replied that it was variable, be- 
ing just what gamblers chose to make it. The 
company could not contro! this, 

Mr. Boatner asked him if his company was 
not the successor of what was known as the 
Whisky Trust. 

Witness replied “ Yes,” and Mr. Boatner asked 
what the difference in the two companies was. 

Mr. Greenhut replied that the distillers who 
were organized as @ trust were separate and un- 
der a Board of Trustees, who issued trust certifi- 
cates. They had stook in the trust and could 
control the election of officers and the affairs of 
the concern. Its object was to preyent over- 
production. The plants were not allowed to 
produce any more than could besold. He was 
President of the old company. The new com- 
pany absolutely owns all the property it con- 
trols. 

Mr. Boatner called Mr. Greenhut’s attention 
to the testimony of Mr. Dewar regarding the 
blowing up of the Shufeldt distillery, and in- 
formed him that Mr. Dewar was now in Wash- 
ington aad would be called if be wished to 
cross-examine him. 

Mr. Greenhut replied that he saw no use of 
doing 80. Dewar’s testimony did not refer to 
his company. He did not know the man and had 
never seen him. Gibson had retired in conse- 
guence of the matter and the company had 
nothing todo with him afterward. They did 
notpay any of his expenses connected with the 
trial of the matter by the courts.

NEW-YORKERS DISCOVER IN BROOKLYN 
GOODS SHIPPED TO CHEYENNE. 


Several New-York business men are regretfal 
to-day that they were so trustful in certain 
commercial transactions. For a year or more 
previous to last Fall they had been selling goods 
on credit to persons in Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
doing business under the firm name of Berger 


& Heiblum. This firm traded in all sorts of | 


wares, from needles to crowbars, clothing of ali 
Kinds, hats, boots, overcoats, jewels of silver, 
jewels of gold, and precious stones. Among 
other things a little temporary joan accommo- 
dation business was done by it under the title 


of the “ Rocky Mountain Loan Company, (Lim- 
ited,) collaterals being in request on all ad- 
vanoes in this branch. 

All went well for a while between New-York 
and Cheyenne, shipments and payments being 
made with promptness and dispatch. But there 
came a day when bad news was received from 
the West by the New-York people. Word came 
that a chattel mortgage had been placed upon 
= last consignment of goods to Berger & Hei- 

um. 

Correspondence with attorneys in Cheyenne 
ensued, and it was learned that Berger & Hei- 
jblum had shipped their entire swock of about 
$40,000 worth of goods to Denver, and, having 
wound up their business affairs, had departed. 
It was learned also that other business firms at 
Chicago, 8an Francisco, St. Joseph, St. Louis, 
and other cities had confided their wares to 
Berger & Heiblum and had not been paid 
therefor. Concerted action was planned, and, 
through attorneys and detectives, the missing 
merchandise was traced to Denver, to Kansas 
Oity, to Chicago, and finally—a portion of it—to 
New-York City itself. 

Sinsheimer, Levison & Co., clothing dealers; 
M. D. Wells & Co., boots and shoes; Jacobson & 
Co. of Maiden Lane, and other New- Yorkers 
who had shipped their gvods to Cheyenne 
found after many days that the same had been 
returned—not to them, however, but to the 
basement of the house at 102 Pitt Street, where 
padlocks were placed upon the doors and en- 
trance denied to all comers. Writsof attach- 
ment were quickly sued out by Freeman & 
Green, the New- York attorneys in the case, but 
meanwhile the persons in charge of the goods 
got word of the legal proceedings and, securing 
the services of a truckman, removed the eighty 
cases Of goods in the night across the river to 
Brooklyn. Legal pr were placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff of Kings County, and all 
but eight of the cases were seized at 78 Atlantic 
Avenue and at 210 Fulton Street, Brooklyn. 

The lower part of the premises at 210 Fulton 
Street is occupied by Ketohum’s clothing store. 
Beveral cases of the goods were found in a loft 
above Ketchum’s store. To this loft it is be- 
lieved that all the merchandise was to be trans- 

orted from Atlantic Avenue. Two dray loads 

ad already arrived there when they were 
seized, and two more were seized in transit. 
The remainder of the property was taken at 78 
Atlautic Avenue, with the exception of the 
eight cases heretofore mentioned, the fate of 
which remains in doubt The value of the New- 
York merchandise is variously estimated at 
from $12,000 to $20,000. 

A claim has been made for the seized property 
upon the Sheriff of Kings County by Henry 
Jacobs, a son-in-law of Ketchum, the Brooklyn 
clothing dealer, who is said to be a relative of 
one of the firm of Berger & Heiblum.

MR. BYRNES’S BILL FOR THEIR DEPRES-

The Mayor's oflice in the Brooklyn City Hall 
was again turned over to the railroad men and 
the politicians yesterday in order to enable 
them to discuss the bill prepared by Assembly- 
man Byrnes to compel the Long Island Railroad 
Company to depress its trnoxe on Atlantic Ave- 
nue.

Railroad Company, and William J. Kelly the 
Long Island Railroad Company. Austin Corbin 
‘Was again absent. 

Mr. Kelly spoke against the bill, and said that 
his company bad entered the city at the urgent 
request of the Board of Aldermen, had ex- 
pended large sums on real estate and buildings, 


_and was spending $300 a day for flagmen at 


street crossings alone. He thought the bill too 
summary, and said it was an attack upon prop- 
— rights. 

Mayor Boody remarked that the lives of the 
people were in danger and that he favored de- 
pressing the tracks on that acoount. The $300 
aday paid for fagmen now would more than 
pay the intersst on the money needed to 
deprees the tracks. The time had come, the 
Mayor added, when the Long Island Railroad 
Company must etate exactly what it was will- 
ing to do. 

When asked if the oity would bear pait of the 
expense, the Mayor said that ho did nut think 
the city had any power to iend ite aid to a pri- 
vate corporation. This view was concurred 
in by Corporation Counsel Jenks.

Efforts are being made to bring about a cessa- 
tion of legal hostilities connected with the do- 
mestio infelicities of William H. Langley, the 
wealthy dry goods merchant, and his wife, 
Marie Belle Langley, whose suit for absolute 
divorce was recently tried in the Supreme 
Court, Brooxlyn.
